»To THE Chief Musician upon Gittith ; a Psalm for the Sons of 
Korah. —How lovely are thy tabernacles, O Lord of Hosts ! My soul 
desireth, ye*a, it longeth for the courts of the Lord; my heart and my lip 
join in singing the praises of the living God. Even the sparrow hath 
found a house, and the swallow a nest for herself, where she may lay 
her young, in thy altars, O Lord of Hosts! my King, and my God! 
Happy are they who dwell in thy house, continually they will praise 
thee. Sejah. * Happy the man whose strong conhdenceds in thee ; and 
those whose hearts are inclined to the paths which lead to thy service. 
Who passing through the valley of mulberries,*’ make a well; the rain 
also filleth the pools. They go from host to host, all of them appearing 
before God in Zion. O Lord God of Hosts ! hear my prayer: give ear, 
O God of Jacob. Selah. Thou art our shield, O God! behold! and 
look upon the face of thy anointed. For a day in thy courts, is better 
than a thousand elsewhere. I would rather choose to sit at the threshhold 
of the house of my God, than to dwell in the tents of wickedness. For 
the Lord God is a sun and shield. The Lord will give grace and glory 
to those who walk uprightly, and will not withhold any good from them. 
O Lord of Hosts ! blessed is the man who trusteth in thee. 

Numbers xxviii. 1-9. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Command the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. My offering, my bread for my sacrifices con¬ 
sumed by fire, for a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe to offer unto 
me in its due season. Say also unto them. This is the offering made by 
fire which ye shall offer unto the Lord: two lambs of the first year 
without blemish, every day, for a continual bumt-offering. The one 
lamb shah thou offer in the morning, and the other lamb shalt thou offer 
at even.' And the tenth part of an epah"* of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with the fourth part of a hin* of beaten oil. It is a continual 
burnt-offering which was ordained in Mount Sinai, for a sweet savour, an

offering made by fire unto the Lord. And the drink-offering thereof shall 
be the fourth part of a hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shalt thou 
cause the strong wine to be poured out for a drink-offering to the Lord. 
And the other lamb shalt thou offer at even, as the meat-offering of the 
morning, and as the drink-offering thereof shalt thou offer it, and offering 
made by fire for a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

Then say the order of Incense, till ** And may the offering, &c.” After which 

continue : 

And may the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto the 
Lord, as in ancient days, and as in former years. 

Happy are they that dwell in thy house; they will be continually 
praising thee. Selah. Happy the people who are thus! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord !— Psalm cxlv. David’s Psalm of 
Praise. I will extol thee, my God, O King! and I will bless thy name 
for ever and ever. Every day will 1 bless thee, and I will praise thy 
name for ever and ever. The Lord is great, and exalted in praise, and 
his greatness is unsearchable. One generation shall praise thy works to 
another, and shall declare thy mighty acts. I will speak of the glorious 
honour of thy majesty, and of thy wondrous works. And men shall 
speak of the might of thy tremendous acts; and thy greatness will I 
declare. The memorial of thy abundant goodness shall they perpetually 
utter, and shall sing of thy righteousness. The Lord is gracious, and full of 
compassion ; long-suffering and of great mercy. The Lord is good to all; 
an^ his mercies are over all his works. All thy works shall praise thee, 
O Lord! and thy pious servants shall bless thee. They shall speak of 
the glory of thy kingdom, and talk of thy power. To make known his 
mighty acts to the sons of men, and the glorious majesty of his kingdom. 
Thy kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and thy dominion subsisteth 
throughout all generations. The Lord upholdeth all who fall, and raiseth 
up all those who are bowed down. The eyes of all wait upon thee, and 
thou givest them their food in due season. Thou openest thy hand, and 
satisfieth the desire of every living thing.** The Lord is righteous in all 
his ways, and beneficieiit in all his works. The Lord is near unto all 
those who call upon him, to all who call upon him in truth. He will 
fufil the desire of those who fear him; he will also hear their cry, and 
save them. The Lord preserveth all those who love him; but he will 
destroy all the wicked. My mouth shall utter tlie praise of the Lord: 
and let all flesh bless his holy name for ever and ever, “As for us, we 
will bless the Lord from henceforth, and for ever.” Hallelujah.

For the sins for which we have incurred the penalty of the four kinds 
of death inflicted by our tribunal of justice; viz. stoning,'* burning,* slay¬ 
ing,' and strangling; for transgressing affirmative precepts, or negative 
precepts ; whether an action be appropriated thereto, or not; as well 
those which are known unto us, and those which are unknown unto us. 
Those which are known unto us we have already confessed before thee, 
O Lord our God! and God of our fathers. And those which are un¬ 
known unto us are known and evident before thee, O Lord our God! 
as it is said,* “ The secret things belong unto the Lord our God ! but 
the known things belong unto us and our posterity for ever, to perform 
all the words of this law.” For thou art the pardoner of Israel, and 
grantest remission of sins unto the tribes of Jeshurun ; and besides thee 
there is none to whom we appeal for pardon and forgiveness.

May he who maketh peace 
in his high heavens, through his infinite mercy grant peace unto us and 
all Israel. Amen.

nor our lot like their multitude, who worship vanity and emptiness, and 
make supplication to a god who cannot save. But we prostrate ourselves 
before the Supreme King of kings ! the holy and blessed One! who 
stretched out the heavens, and laid the foundations of the earth: the 
residence of whose glory is in the heavens above, and the Divine Majesty 
of whose power is in the highest heavens. He is our God, and there is 
no other. Our King is truth, and there is none besides him: as it is 
written in the law, “ Know, therefore, this day, and reflect in thy heart 
that the Lord he is God, in heaven above, and on the earth beneath, there 
is none else.”

Who didst answer 
Moses on Mount Sinai, and in thy goodness didst reveal unto him the good 
tidings of our redemption.' Who didst answer Aaron when he offered 
the incense; and Phineas when he executed judgment. Who didst 
answer Joshua and Eli: as also Hannah when she supplicated by prayer. 
Who didst answer Samuel with salvation, and answerest the travailing 
women in their distress. Who didst answer Solomon with abundant peace; 
as also David, who praised thee with different degrees of song. Who didst 
answer Elijah on mount Carmel, when the fire came down from heaven, 
and consumed the sacrifice; > Who didst answer Elisha with salvation, 
and Hezekiah with the restoration of health. Who didst answer Jonah 
in the depth of the sea, and from darkness bring him into light. Who 
didst answer Hananiah, Azariah, and Mishael, and deliver them in a 
most wonderful manner. Who in thy mercy didst answer Daniel, and 
send an angel to deliver him from the paws of lions. Who didst answer 
Mordecai and Esther, and turn their mourning into joy. Who didst 
answer Ezra with aid, and the Asmoneans in battle. Who didst answer 
Hony when he prayed for rain, when he swore by thy name, O thou 
who art mighty in wonderful works. Who answerest every righteous 
and pious person of our congregation in all ages. Who answerest the 
ships at sea, in the storms; and those who are afflicted with sore diseases.

The Laws being brought to the Tebab, the Reader begins here, 

In the celestial tribunal, and in the terrestrial tribunal: by the divine 
permission of the ever blessed God, and by the permission of this holy 
congregation, we hold it lawful to pray with those who have transgressed. 

He then says, three times, 

All vows, obligations, oaths, anathemas,* excommunications, execra¬ 
tions, expiations, and fines, which we have vowed, sworn, devoted, ex¬ 
communicated, or bound ourselves by, from the past Day of Atonement, 
unto this present Day of Atonement, which is now come in peace. Our 
vows are no more vows; our oaths cease to be oaths ; our anathemas are 
no more anathemas, and our obligations are no longer binding.*^ 

To which the Congregation answer: 

They all shall be null and void; without power or confirmation. 
‘‘ And it shall be forgiven to the whole congregation of Israel, and to the 
stranger who sojoumeth among them; for all the people did it igno¬ 
rantly.’* 

The Reader then says: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe; who hast 
preserved us alive; sustained us, and brought us to enjoy this season. 

He then says the prayer for GovernmenU 

May he who dispenseth assistance unto Kings, and dominion unto 
princes; whose kingdom is an everlasting kingdom; who delivered his 
servant David from the destructive sword ; who maketh a way in the sea, 
and a path in the mighty waters ; bless, preserve, guard, and assist the 
constituted ofiicers of the government. May the Supreme King of kings 
through his infinite mercy preserve them, and grant them life, and deliver 
them from all manner of trouble and danger. May the Supreme King 
of kings, exalt and raise them on high, and grant them a long and pros¬ 
perous rule. May the Supreme King of kings through his infinite 
mercy inspire them and all their counsellors and officers with benevolence 
towards us, and all Israel our brethren. In their days and in ours may

Upon the sea, 
O Lord, our God ! thy children beheld thy majesty: they all unanimously 
praised, and acknowledged thy kingly power, and said, “ The Lord 
shall reign for ever and ever.”

Thou art that light 
which is hidden in this world, but which shall be revealed in the celestial 
world; for on the mount of the Lord shall it be seen. Thou art most 
high, and the eye of the intellect desireth and longeth for thee; but it 
can only see a part, it cannot see the whole of thy greatness. 

V I have added this sentence, as the Hebrew original is somewhat obscure and brief, 
and doubtlessly is meant to embrace the whole idea given in the translation—I. L. 
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Thou art the God of gods, and all creatures come to seek thy protection; 
and in honour of this thy name every created thing is bound to serve 
thee. Thou art God, and all things formed are thy servants and wor¬ 
shippers; nor can thy glory be diminished, because they worship others 
besides thee; for the intention of all is to draw near unto thee; but truly 
they are as blind men ; though their faces be directed to the King’s high 
way they have strayed from the true road. The one hath sunk into a 
destructive pit, and the other fallen into a snare ; yet they all thought to 
obtain their desire, but alas ! they laboured in vain. But thy true servants 
are like those who have their eyes open, travelling in the straight road ; 
neither turning from the way to the right or left, till they arrive at tlie 
court of the King’s palace. Thou art God, who by thy Divinity sup- 
portest all things formed; and upholdest all creatures by thy Unity. 
Thou art God, and there is no distinction betwixt thy godhead, unity, 
priority, or existence ; for all is one mystery ; and although each of these 
attributes is variously named, yet the whole point to one end. 

Thou art wise, and wisdom, which is the fountain of life, floweth from 
thee; and compared with thy wisdom, the knowledge of all mankind is 
folly. Thou art wise ; and didst exist prior to all the most ancient things; 
and wisdom was reared by thee. Thou art wise ; and hast not learned 
aught from another, nor acquired thy wisdom from any one else. Thou 
art wise; and being the architect of unbounded might, hast from thy own 
wisdom imparted the gift desired, and produced existence out of non-ex¬ 
istence, and spread knowledge over ignorance, as the ray of light from 
the fountain of vision illumines obscurity. Thou drawest forth the 
light from its source, but not by human means, and produced all without 
a mortal’s instruments. Thou hast arranged and fixed, and purified and 
cleansed; and called into the nonentity and it was displaced ; and to ex¬ 
istence and it was fixed ; to the world and it was expanded. Thou didst 
mete out the heavens with ihy span; thy hand joined the tent of the 
planets, and with thy mighty power didst connect the individual parts of 
creation; and it reaches to the uttermost things, yea to the utmost reach 
of our imagination. 

Who can declare thy mighty power, when thou didst form the globe 
of the earth, divided into two parts; one half dry land, and one half 
water. Thou didst also encompass the water^ with the elementary 
sphere of air; the wind whirleth about continually, and returneth again 
according to its circuits. Thou didst also encompass the air with the 
element of fire. These four elements have but one foundation, and 
their source is one; from whence they proceed, and are ever renewed; 
and from whence they are separated, and become four branches.

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Who can show thy greatness, when thou didst encompass the element 
of hre with the circle of the Armament, in which the moon is placed,* 
which shineth, and draweth its light from the sun’s splendour; and per- 
formeth its revolution in twentymine days, and goeth its limited course. 
Some of its mysteries are simple, and some profound: and its body is to 
that of the earth, as one, to thirty-nine. With its renewal every month, 
it influences the world and its events, both good and bad, according to 
the pleasure of its Creator, to show his mighty deeds to the sons of men.^ 

• Who can celebrate thy praises, when thou didst appoint the moon as 
the principal for the computation of times and seasons; the equinoxes, 
signs, days, and years. Its rule is at night, till its appointed time of 
decrease, when its splendour is obscured, and it lies hid within the veil 
of its darkness ; for it receives its light from that of the sun. And if on 
the fourteenth night, they both are near the line of the dragon, so that it 
separates them, then the moon does not cause her light to shine, but its 
lamp is darkened. In order that all the earth may know that they are 
the creatures of the Most High; and however precious, yet is there a 
Judge above them, to humble, and exalt. It nevertheless shall revive 
after its fall, and shall shine, emerging from its obscurity. And when 
in conjunction with the sun at the end of the month, if the dragon be 
between them, and they are both on one line, the moon then appears 
before the sun as a black cloud, and intercepts its light from ever)’ eye. 
That those who view her may be sensible that the kingdom does not 
belong to the host of heaven, and their armies, but that there is a Lord 
above them, who darkeneth their light; fOr he who is higher than the 
highest, regardeth even them that are higher than they. And those who 
imagine the sun to be their god, may at such time be ashamed of their 
vain imaginations, and put their doctrine to the test. They then will 
know, that it is the hand of the Lord which hath made all; and that the sun 
hath no power, but he alone who darkeneth his light hath dominion. 
And it is he who sends one of his own servants* unto him, to obscure his 
light, cut down his power, and remove him from his rule. 

Who can recount thy righteousness, when thou didst encompass the 
atmosphere of the moon with a second orbit, without outlet or breach, in 
which is placed a planet called Mercury; its dimensions compared to that 
of the earth, is as one to twenty-two thousand; and it determines its 
revolution in ten months with swiftness; and it awakens in the world

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quarrels and strife, hatred and enmity. It gives the means to procure 
opulence, and to amass wealth, to accumulate riches and affluence, ac¬ 
cording to the command of its Creator, before whom it ministers as a 
servant before his lord. It is the planet of prudence and wisdom, to give 
subtlety to tlie simple, to the young man knowledge and discretion. 

Who can comprehend thy mysteries, when thou didst encompass the 
second planet with a third orbit, in which is placed the planet Venus, as 
a queen in the midst of her subjects, and as a bride adorned with her 
attire. She completes her periodical course in eleven months, and its 
body is to that of the earth as one to thirty-seven, as is well known to 
those who have studied her. And according to the will of her Creator 
introduces, by her influence into the world, ease and prosperity, joy and 
gladness, songs and joyful shouting, and the pleasant joy of the bride¬ 
groom. She also hastens the maturity of fruit, and all other vegetation; 
both the precious fruit of the sun, and the precious fruit of the moon. 

Who can understand thy secret council, when thou didst encompass 
the planet Venus, with a fourth orb, in which is the sun, who moves 
round the whole planetary system in a complete year; and its body is 
one hundred and seventy times bigger than our earth, as is demonstrated by 
those who have knowledge and understanding in these matters. It is 
he who aflfordeth light to all the planetary system, and betokeneth 
salvation to kings, as also glory, dominion, and homage; and reneweth 
wonders in the world, both as to war and peace. He also rooteth up 
kingdoms, and planteth and exalteth others ; for he hath power to humble, 
and also to exalt with a high hand; but all is according to the will of the 
One who created him in wisdom. And every day doth he worship his 
King, when speeding on his course. In the morning early he lifteth up 
his head, and boweth towards the west in the evening ; for in the evening 
he goeth down, and returneth in the morning. 


Who can comprehend thy greatness, when thou didst apppoint him 
for the numbering of days, years, and fixed times; and through his in¬ 
fluence cause the tree-bearing fruit to spring forth; as also the sweet 
fruit which fatten and flourish under the influence of Pleiades, and the 
bands of Orion. Six months he travels towards the north, to warm the 
air, water, wood, and stones; and the nearer he approacheth the north, 
the longer the days and seasons grow, insomuch that there is found a 
place where the days are lengthened to six months, as hath been faithfully 
demonstrated ; and six months he goeth towards the south, in the appointed 
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path, insomuch that at a certain place the night is lengthened to six 
months, as hath been proved by the wise. So that from it may be 
perceived part of the ways of its Creator; a small portion of his mighty 
powers, his strength, and wonderful works; for from the greatness of 
the servants the great power of the Lord may be known by all endowed 
with understanding. For on the servant is shed part of the glory of the 
Lord, for all the goods of his master are delivered into his hand. 

Who can comprehend thy wonders, when thou didst appoint him to 
furnish light to all the superior and inferior stars ; as also to the moon, 
although its spots sometimes appear. And according to her distance 
from the sun she receives her light, until such time as she is at the full, 
by being opposite the sun, and shines over against it; and when she 
draws nearer to it the other half of the month, and the sun recedes on 
one side from her, so that he removes from being opposite her, and in¬ 
clines to the other side; then her light decreases until the end of the 
month : so that, when in conjunction with the sun, she disappears entirely 
for about the space of a day, half an Ijour, and some moments. After 
which, she is again renewed, and returns to her pristine state, and cometh 
forth as a bridegroom from his chamber. 


Who knoweth thy wonderful works, when thou didst encompass the 
orb of the sun with a fifth orb, in which is placed Mars, as a king in hb 
palace, and performs his revolution in eighteen months. And the pro¬ 
portion of his body to the earth, is as one and five eighths. He is as a 
terrible warrior, is the shield of the mighty, and blood-thirsty; for he 
stirreth up wars, slaughter, and the destruction of tliose slain by the 
sword, and by flaming darts, destroying their substance by the sword; 
causing years of famine, burning volcanoes, thunder storms, and great 
hail stones; and occasions the grievous wounds of those thrust through, 
and those threatened by the drawn sword ; for he causeth men’s feet to 
run swiftly to evil, and to- hasten to shed blood. 


Who can utter thy tremendous works, when thou didst encompass the 
planet Mars with a sixth revolving orb of great magnitude, in which is 
placed the planet Jupiter: whose body is five and seventy times bigger 
than that of the earth, according to its dimension. It makes its circuit 
in twelve years, and is a benign and favourable planet; for it promoteth 
the fear of God, rectitude, and repentance, and every virtuous act; it 
increases all com and fruit; causeth wars to cease, as abo enmity and 
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strife; for its nature is to strengthen every breach with rectitude ; and it 
judges the world in righteousness. 

Who can describe thy omnipotence, when thou didst encompass the 
planet Jupiter with a seventh orb, in which is placed Saturn to perform 
its revolution. Its body is ninety times bigger than that of the earth, 
according to its dimension. It revolves round its orbit in thirty years. 
It stirreth up wars in the cause of spoil, captivity, and famine; for 
such is its nature. It also causeth countries to be laid waste, rooteth 
up kingdoms, according to the will of him who hath appointed it to 
perform his service, even this strange service. 

Who can reach thy exaltation, when thou didst encompass the planet 
Saturn with an eighth orb in its revolution, which bears the twelve con¬ 
stellations on its belt; and all the superior celestial stars are centred in 
its compass. And every one of these stars revolves the zodiac in six and 
thirty thousand years, on account of its extraordinary height. And the 
body of every star of them is one hundred and seventy times bigger 
than that of the earth, such is its magnitude. And from the power of 
these constellations influence floweth to all the different species of 
terrestrial creatures, according to the will of their Creator, and their 
Overseer, who created every one of them according to his state, called 
them by name, and appointed every one to its proper service and charge. 

Who knoweth thy paths, when thou didst form palaces* for the seven 
wandering stars in the twelve constellations; and didst shed an emana¬ 
tion of thy power on Aries and Taurus together; the third Gemini, united 
as two brethren, with a human face. The fourth is Cancer, the fifth 
Leo, on whom thou hast bestowed some of thy honour, and his sister 
Virgo, who is near to him. Thus also Libra, as also Scorpio, who 
is placed near it. The ninth is Sagittarius, created in the form of a 
mighty warrior, neither hath he forgotten his purpose, but is become a 
mighty archer. Thus also were Capricorn and Aquarius created by 

* It may be, perhaps, useful to state, that to the ancients only seven planets or wan¬ 
dering stars were known; they were arranged in the following order: the Moon, 
Mercury, Venus, the Sun, Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn. They were supposed to revolve 
round the earth, as the centre of creation. The minor planets, as Vesta, Juno, dec., as 
also Herschel, were not discovered until recently, the former not till the last thirty 
years. The Zodiac, or belt, was supposed to contain such stations for the planets as 
had of necessity an influence and power over the affairs of man. The knowledge of 
these positions, also called houses, in this poem palaces, constituted the science of the 
astrologers, who exercised so baneful an influence over the affairs of nations even, at 
times, during perhaps the entire middle ages; a period fruitful in fraud, oppression, and 
superstition ; and it is truly to be regretted, that the mind of such a man as R. Solomon 
was tinctured by the same erroneous belief, to a degree, that I would not have inserted 
the Kether Malchuth in this edition, if it were not contained in all preceding ones.—I. L.

thy mighty power; and as for the last constellation, thou didst form that 
in the form of a great fish. These are the high and exalted constellations 
in their degrees, twelve princes, according to their divisions. 

I 

Who can investigate thy profundity, when thou didst place above the 
circle of the constellations, a ninth*’ circle in its order, which encompasseth 
all the planets, and their creatures, so that th€y are locked up within it; 
and which guides all the stars of heaven and their planets, from the East 
to the West, in its powerful course; which every day boweth itself 
towards the West, to its King, who gave it the power to reign. All the 
creatures of the world are within it, as a grain of mustard in the great 
ocean, in comparison of its immense magnitude and order; yet is it and 
its greatness accounted as nothing, when compared to the greatness of its 
King and Creator; and all its high degrees void and nought, when com¬ 
pared with him. 

Who can understand thy tremendous mysteries, when thou didst exalt 
above the ninth orb, the intellectual sphere; that is the inner temple, for 
the tenth shall be holy to the Lord. Tills is the sphere which is exalted 
above all the highest, and which no imagination can reach; and there is 
the hiding-place, wherein is the canopy for thy glory. Of the true silver 
didst thou cast it, and formed its pavement of intellectual gold ; on the 
pillars of righteousness hast thou placed its establishment; And from thee 
and thy power it exists; and all its desire is towards thee. 

O Lord! who can fathom the depth of thy thoughts, when thou didst 
form from the lustre of thy divine presence, the splendour of souls; and 
the exalted spirits, even the angels who perform thy will, and minister 
in thy presence ; they are the excellent in power, and the mighty of the 
kingdom, in whose hand is the fiaming sword, which revolveth. They 
perform their work, whithersoever thy spirit directs them. They all are 
as polished rubies, exalted creatures; the inner and the outer all view thy 
paths. They proceed from the holy place, and draw their existence 
from the fountain of light. They are divided into troops, according to 
their standards and ensigns, as engraven by the pen of the ready writer. 
Some of them are princes, and some servitors; some in hosts run back¬ 
wards and forwards, they are neither weary nor fatigued; they see, but 
are not seen. Some are hewn from the fiames; some are waving winds; 
some are compounded of fire and water. Some are as burning coals, 
some as flashes of fire, some as lightning, and some as sparlu of fire. 
And every troop of them boweth down to him who rideth upon ]the 
heavens; they all stand in the highest sphere, by thousands and ten 
thousands, divided into watches, observing both by night and by day, the

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beginning of the watches, to arrange songs and praises to him who is 
girt with mighty powers. They all with fear and trembling prostrate 
themselves, and worship thee, saying. We gratefully acknowledge unto 
thee, that thou art the Lord our God, thou hast made us, we are creatures; 
and we all of us are the work of thy hands. Thou art our Lord, and 
we are thy servants; thou art our Creator, and we are thy witnesses. 

O Lord ! who can come near thy understanding, when thou didst place 
on high above the intellectual sphere the tlirone of thy glory, where is 
the glorious dwelling of the hiding-place; there also is the mystery and 
the foundation ; and so far the intellectual spirit may come, but there 
abide; for above this, art thou greatly exalted upon thy mighty throne, 
where no man may come up to thee. 

Who can do according to thy works, when thou didst form under the 
throne of thy glory a station for the souls of thy pious servants ; for there 
is the habitation of the pure spirits, which are bound up in the bond of 
life; and which, when weary and faint, do there gather new strength; 
and there rest those whose strength faileth; and these are the children of 
rest everlasting. There also is pleasantness without end or limit; and 
this is the future state. There also are the stations and visions, for the 
souls who abide there, and in the light of glory appear and show them¬ 
selves in the presence of the Lord. They dwell in the King’s palace, 
attend at the King’s table, are delighted with the sweet intellectual fruit; 
for he giveth them of kingly dainties. This is the rest and heritage, 
whose goodness and beauty hath no end ; it is also a land flowing with 
milk and honey, and such is its fruit. 

Who can reveal thy hidden things, when in heaven thou didst form 
apartments and treasures: some are wonderfully great and numberless; 
some are treasures of life, for those who are pure and clean; and some 
are treasures of salvation, for those who return from transgression. Some 
are treasures of fire and coals of brimstone, for those who have broken 
the covenant. There are also treasures, deep pits, whose fire is never 
quenched ; he that is abhorred of the Lord shall fall therein. There are 
treasures of storms and tempests, darkness and terror; and treasures of 
hail and ice, drought and snow ; also heat and flowing streams. Smoke 
and hoar-frost, thick clouds, darkness and gloominess: all hast thou 
prepared in its season ; and whether designed by thee for chastisement, or 
the benefit of the land, in mercy hast thou appointed each for its use. 

Who can comprehend thy power, when thou didst create from the 
splendour of thy glory, a pure lustre; from the rock of rocks was it 
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hewn, and digged from the hollow of the cave. Thou also didst bestow 
on it the spirit of wisdom, and didst call it Soul. Thou didst form it 
hewn from flames of intellectual fire, so that its spirit burneth as fire 
within it. Thou didst send it forth to the body to serve and guard it; 
it is as fire in the midst of it, and yet doth not consume it; for from 
the fire of the soul the body was created, and called into existence 
from nothing, because the Lord descended thereinto in fire. 

Who can reach thy wisdom, when thou didst bestow the power of 
knowledge upon the soul, which is fixed in her; so that understanding is 
her foundation, and therefore destruction hath no power over her; but she 
existeth according to the stability of her foundation; and this is her being 
and life. For the intelligent soul cannot see death; but for her iniquity 
will receive a punishment far more bitter than death. And if she be 
pure, then shall she obtain favour, and rejoice in the latter day; but if 
she hath been defiled, then shall she wander for a time in wrath and 
anger; and all the days of her uncleanliness shall she dwell alone, an 
exile, and banished; she shall touch no hallowed thing, nor come into the 
sanctuary, until the days of her purification be fulfilled. 

Who can repay thy goodness, when thou didst place the soul in the 
body to animate him; that her light might guide and instruct him, and 
deliver him from evil. Thou didst cut him out of clay, and didst infuse 
a soul into him, and didst bestow spirit and wisdom on him, by which he 
is distinguished from the beast; so that he may ascend to an exalted 
station. Thou hast placed him shut up in thy world, and thou hast as 
without prepared his work, and observes! him; and all that he attempts 
to conceal from thee, thou dost clearly view both without and within. 

Who knoweth the secret of thy wonderful works, when thou didst 
furnish the body of man with the necessary means of its existence, gave 
him eyes to see thy miracles, and ears to hear of thy wonderful works; 
thought to understand some part of thy secret doings ; a mouth to declare 
thy praise; and a tongue to make known unto all comers thy mighty 
deeds; even as I thy servant, the son of thy hand-maid, do this day; 
I who rehearse according to my poor ability, a very small part of thy ex¬ 
altedness; and which is as but a nide outline of thy ways. But how 
mighty are their principals! for they are life to those who find them. 
By means of them all those who hear of them may know thee, although 
they have not seen thy glory: but every one who heareth not of thy 
mighty works, how can he know thy divinity ? Or how can thy truth 
enter into his heart, so as properly to prepare his inward thoughts for 
thy service ? The heart of thy servant hath therefore presumed to make 
mention before thee, his God, of a very few of the heads of thy praises; 
would ! they might cause thee to forgive some of his sins; for wherewith 
shall he reconcile himself unto thee his Lord ? should it not be in reciting 
the chief themes of thy praise ? 
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O my God ! I am too much overwhelmed with shame, to dare to stand 
before thee, when I consider, that in the same measure as thou art infinitely 
mighty and great, I am poor and lowly; and that even as thou art mighty 
and powerful, I am weak and powerless; and as thou art perfect, I am de¬ 
ficient. For thou art One, thou art ever-living, thou art mighty, thou art 
eternal, thou art great, thou art wise, and thou art God. But I am a clod 
of the earth, a worm, dust from the ground, a vessel full of shame, an 
inert stone: a shadow which passeth; a breath that fleeth away and re- 
tumeth not; a poisonous® serpent; perverse of heart, disobedient of will, 
full of wrath, planning iniquity and deceit, haughty of looks, prone to 
anger, profane in speech, perverse in my ways, and hastening to do evil. 
What am I ? What is my life? What is my strength? What is my 
righteousness ? I am as nothing all the days of ray stay here, how much 
more after my death ! From nothing I sprung, and my existence is but 
little more valuable. I am now come into thy presence contrary to what 
beseemeth, with a callous countenance, and polluted thoughts; with a 
disposition prone to forsake the righteous path, strongly inclined to acts 
of abomination; with irregular desires and a soul not purified; an unclean 
heart, perishing and unwise, and with a body wounded; full of pains 
and diseases, and the afflictions of which are continually increased by 
my evil deeds. 

O my God! I know that my iniquities are too many to be numbered! 
and my trespasses too numerous to be remembered; nevertheless I will 
make mention of some of them, although it is but as a drop compared 
to the sea: I will make confession of them, I may perhaps thereby silence 
the tumult of their waves'* and billows, and do thou hear from heaven, 
and pardon. I have trespassed against thy law ; I have openly despised 
thy precepts, which I have abhorred in my heart, and contemned by my 
speech ; I have spoken slander, I have commited iniquity, and done 
wickedly : I have acted presumptuously ; I have committed violence; I 
have framed falsehood; I have counselled evil without end; I have uttered 
lies; I have scorned; I have rebelled; I have blasphemed; I have re¬ 
volted ; I have acted perversely ; I have transgressed ; I have been stiff¬ 
necked ; I have abhorred thy reproofs; I have acted wickedly; I have 
corrupted my ways; I have strayed from the right paths; I have passed 
by and turned aside from thy precepts; and thou art righteous concerning 
all that is come upon me; for thou hast dealt most truly, but I have done 
wickedly. 

O my God! my countenance is cast down, when I reflect how greatly 
I have provoked thee, despite all the good which thou hast bestowed 

« Alluding to the human pronenesa to sin.—I. L.

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upon me, I have requited thee evil: for thou didst create me not of ne¬ 
cessity, but voluntarily ; not through constraint, but out of love and favour: 
and before I had being, thy mercy preceded me, and thou didst breathe 
a spirit into me, and didst cause me to live. And after I came forth to 
breathe the air of the world, thou didst not forsake me, but nourish me 
with a father’s tenderness, and as the nurse does the sucking child thus 
didst thou foster me: on my mother’s breast didst thou cause me to rest 
secure, and didst satisfy me with thy delicacies; and as I grew up, thou 
didst strengthen me, bear me as it were on thy arms, and teach me to 
go ; thou didst teach me wisdom and instruction, and deliver me from all 
trouble and distress ; and when indignation was passing, thou didst hide 
me in the shadow of thy hand; and from innumerable troubles, from my 
knowledge concealed, thou didst save me; before the cause of grief came, 
thou didst, unknown to me, prepare a remedy for my wound; when 
heedless of danger, thou didst guard me, and when surrounded with 
danger, as though I were in the lion’s mouth, thou didst deliver me from 
all evil. And when evil and sore diseases fell upon me, thou didst heal 
me without price; and when thy severe judgments come over the world, 
thou didst deliver me from the sword, save me from the pestilence, feed 
me in time of famine, and provide for me in times of plenty. And when 
I provoked thee, thou didst chastise me, as a man chastiseth his son; 
and when I called out from the midst of my trouble, my soul was precious 
in thy sight, and thou didst not dismiss me empty. But thou hast greatly 
exceeded all this, when thou didst vouchsafe to give me a perfect belief, 
to believe that thou art the GOD OF TRUTH, and that thy prophets 
are true; and gavest me not a portion among those who rise up, and 
rebel against thee; and among a foolish people, who blaspheme thy 
name, who deride thy law, contend with thy servants, and believe not 
in thy prophets; who make show of perfection, but underneath is the 
deceit; who make show of a pure and clean soul, but the bright spot of 
the leper remains beneath; as a vessel full of shame, which being washed 
on the outside with deceitful water, nevertheless pollutes all that comes 
within it. I am unworthy of the least of thy mercies, and thy truth, 
which thou hast shown towards thy servant. Yet, O Lord, ray God! 
I will thank thee, because thou hast given me a holy soul, although I 
have defiled her by my actions, and have profaned, and polluted her with 
my evil imaginations which have prevailed against me, and dispersed 
my good resolutions, so that there is nothing left me, save only intrench- 
ments of thy mercies. However, I am confident that by tfieir means I 
shall gather strength, and that they will save me from the effects of thy 
anger, and perhaps they will aid me to overcome -the enemy who 
threateneth my peace. 

May it be acceptable in tliy presence, O Lord, ray God! to subdue my 
vicious imagination, and hide thy face from my sins and trespasses: O 
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take me not away in the midst of my days, until I have prepared food 
for my journey, and provision for the day I must depart; for if I should 
leave thy world as I came into it, and return naked to my place as I came 
forth; for what purpose would my creation avail ? was it only that I might 

behold trouble ? better had it been for me to have remained in the state of 

% 

non-existence, than to have come forth to increase and multiply trespasses. 
O God! I beseech thee, to judge me according to thy attribute of mercy, 
but not in thy anger, lest thou punish me too severely. For what is 
man that thou shouldst judge him? and him who is vanity, tossed to 
and fro, how couldst thou bring into the balance ? for when weighed in 
the balance of thy impartial justice, he will be found imponderable; and 
what will it avail thee, to determine the weight of a mere passing breath ? 
From the day he first existeth, he is distressed and needy, stricken, 
smitten of God, and afflicted. His beginning is as chaff cast out, and 
his latter end is as straws tossed about; during his life-time, he is like a 
blighted herb, and yet God requireth the acts that are past. From the time 
he came forth from his motlier’s womb, his nights are full of sorrow, 
and his days of trouble; if he is exalted to day, he will be devoured by 
worms on the morrow. A chaff even may agitate him, and the thorn 
wound him. If he is high fed, he becomes wicked; and if hungered, 
he will transgress for a loaf of bread. To pursue riches, he is more 
swift than eagles, but forgets that death is close behind him. In time of 
trouble, he uses many prayers, employs smooth words, and multiplies 
his vows : but when enlarged, he neglects his word, forgets his vows, 
and strengthens the bolts of his gates, though death be already in his 
chambers. He also multiplies guards on every side, whilst the king of 
terrors lies in wait for him in his own apartment; even the wolf whom 
the hedge cannot restrain from coming among the flock. Man came into 
the world, and knows not why; he rejoices, ignorant of the cause of his 
mirth: he lives, but knows not how long; in youth he walks in the 
stubbornness of his heart, until desire awakens him, and rouses him to 
collect substance and riches, when he forsakes his native place, to 
traverse the sea in ships, to tread the deserts, and to peril his life in the 
den of lions, whilst he is pursuing his way amidst the wilds, the dwelling 
of beasts. And when he imagines that his glory is great, and that his 
hand has procured him abundance, the spoiler comes whilst he deems his 
wealth secure, he opens his eyes, and lo! it is gone. He is continually 
exposed to troubles, and the ceaseless change of events, and to the evil 
occurrences which happen every hour, and the mishaps which threaten 
him every moment; and thus all his days he is apprehensive of danger. 
For if one moment he is in tranquillity, in the next, mischief may come. 
If he should enter into the war, he may be smitten with the sword, or 
the brazen bow may cut him off. Perhaps also, sorrow may encompass 
him ; the presumptuous floods may overwhelm him ; or he may be 
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afflicted with evil and sore diseases; till life becomes a burden to him, 
and he finds the venom of asps even in his honey. And as his infirmity 
increases, his intellectual powers diminish; youths mock him, and infants 
rule him ; he even becomes a burden to those who sprung from his own 
loins, and all his acquaintance are estranged from him. And when his 
time approaches, he must depart from his own dwelling to the court of 
death; and from the shadow of his chambers to the shadow of death; 
when he must strip off the scarlet embroidered garment, and lay himself 
with worms and reptiles; repose in the dust, and return unto the element 
whence he was hewed. Now, a man in this situation, when may he be 
able tb find the proper time for repentance, and to wash away the filth 
of his perversion ? for the day is short, and the work great; and the task¬ 
masters, running swiftly, are urgent: while time passes by laughing, and 
the master of the house' presses him t Therefore, O my God ! I beseech 
thee to remember these troubles to which man is subject; and though I 
have done evil, yet do thou well to me; and requite me not measure for 
measure ; for the iniquities of man are without measure, and at his death, 
he goeth with his soul unrejoiced by virtue. 

O my God! if my iniquity is more than can be borne, what wilt thou 
do for the glory of thy great name ? And if I hope not in thy mercies, 
who will have pity on me besides thee? Therefore, although thou 
shouldest slay me, yet will I hope in thee; and though thou inquirest 
after my iniquity, I will nm away from thy justice, unto thy mercy; and 
will hide myself in thy shadow from thy anger; and lay fast hold bn the 
borders of thy mercy till thou compassionate me; nor will I cease invok¬ 
ing thee, till thou hast blest me. O remember that thou hast formed me 
as clay, and tried me with these troubles; I therefore beseech thee, not 
to visit me according to my works, nor cause me to eat the fruit of my 
actions; but defer thy anger unto me, and cause not the day of my death 
to draw near, until I have made provision to return to my place. O lay 
not fast hold of me, to send me from the earth in haste, while the burden 
of my trespasses is bound on my shoulder. And when thou puttest my 
iniquities in the one scale, put my afflictions in the other; and when thou 
rememberest my wickedness and rebellion, remember my poverty and 
misery; and place these against the other. O my God! I beseech tliee 
to remember how long I have been tossed about on earth as a vagrant, 
and that thou hast tried me in the pit of captivity; thou hast purified me 
from my abundant wickedness; but hast not consumed me. I am also 
conscious that it is for my benefit that thou hast tried me, and in faith¬ 
fulness hast thou afflicted me; and in order that it may be well with me 
in my latter days, hast thou brought me into this trial of troubles. 

Therefore, O my God! let thy tender mercies be moved towards me;

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and send not the whole of thy wrath upon me, nor requite me according to 
my works; but say to the deetroying angel, It is enough. O what is my 
high degree, or pre-eminence, that thou shouldest make inquiry after my 
iniquity ? set a watch over me, and catch me as a wild bull is caught in 
a snare ? Lo ! the greatest part of my days are past and gone, and the 
remainder will be consumed in their iniquity. And though I am here 
to-day, yet when to-morrow thy eyes are turned on me, I am no more; 
now, grant that I perish not, and that the fire of thy wrath do not 
consume me. 

O my God! have thy eyes on me for good, for the remainder of these 
my few days, and do not pursue the fugitives and those who escape; 
and suffer not the remnant that is left from the storm of troubles to be 
consumed by the canker-worm of my guiltiness; for I am the creature of 
thy hand, and what will it avail thee, that the worm that takes me for 
food eat the labour of thy hands ? 

May it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, my God ! to return unto 
me with mercy, and to cause me to return into thy presence in perfect 
repentance; and that my heart may be sincere and devout in my suppli¬ 
cations, to which I beseech thee to incline thy ear: to open my heart to 
thy law, and to plant thy fear in my thoughts; to ordain good decrees 
for me, and abolish the evil decrees which threaten me. O lead me not 
into the power of temptation, nor contempt; and deliver me from all evil 
occurrences; and till mischief be past, hide me in thy shadow; and be 
with my mouth in my prayers ; and guard my way, that I sin not with 
my tongue. Remember me also with the favourable memorial of thy 
people, and let me behold the building of thy temple, that I may see the 
good of thy chosen people; and purify me to seek thee early at thy sanc¬ 
tuary, which is now desolate and destroyed, and to take pleasure in 
the stones and dust thereof, and its desolated soil; and do there build up 
its desolate places. 

O my God ! I know that those who supplicate thee, ought to have their 
good works to precede them, or their exalted righteousness to intercede 
for them; but I have neither righteousness, nor uprightness ; piety, nor 
rectitude; supplication, nor any good act; neither service, nor repentance. 
Yet do not hide thy face from me, nor cast me from thy presence. But 
when I depart from this world, bring me to the future one in peace, and 
place me in glory among the pious, and number me among those whose 
portion is appointed in the world of life; and purify me to enjoy the light 
in the light of thy presence; revive me again, and bring me up again 
from the depths of the earth: then will I say, “ I will give thanks unto 
thee, O Lord! for though thou hast been angry with me, thy anger is 
turned away, and thou hast comforted me.’’ 
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O Lord! mercy is with thee, for all the good which thou hast bestowed 
upon me, and which thou wilt bestow on me till the day of my death. 
O strengthen me in thy pure fear, and encourage me in thy perfect law. 
And for all this I am in duty bound to thank, praise, extol, glorify, bless, 
sanctify, and acknowledge the Unity of thy great, mighty, and tremen¬ 
dous name. With the mouth of the upright shalt thou be extolled; 
blessed with the lips of the righteous; sanctified with the tongue of the 
pious; praised in the midst of the saints; glorified and honoured in the 
assembly of angels. Thou shalt be praised by the mouth of those who 
are favoured of thee; sanctified by the mouth of thy saints; extolled by 
the mouth of thy angels; be acknowledged One by the mouth of those 
who proclaim thy unity : and be exalted by the mouth of those who extol 
thee; for there is none like unto thee among the gods, O Lord! nor is 
there any thing like thy works. And in the hosts of the living creatures, 
the ophanim, cherubim, and holy angels, shalt thou be extolled, and 
exalted in the heavens above: and thy unity acknowledged by the mouth 
of those who proclaim thy unity with fear and dread, even thy people 
Israel, a peculiar nation on the earth. Thou art God, in heaven above, 
and on the earth beneath; there is none else. 

“ May the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my heart, be 
acceptable in thy presence, O Lord! who art my Rock and Redeemer.”

And may it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, our God! and God 
of our fathers, to cause us to walk in thy law, and to adhere to thy pre¬ 
cepts ; and lead us not into the power of sin, transgression, temptation, 
nor contempt; and remove from us every evil imagination, and cause us 
to adhere to the good. O grant us grace, favour, and mercy, in thy sight, 
and in the sight of all that behold us, and bestow gracious favours on us. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord! who bestowest gracious favours on thy people 
Israel. 
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May it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, our God! and God of 
our fathers, to deliver us on this and every other day from hardened and 
' impudent faces; from a bad man, from evil imagination, from an evil 
associate, from an evil neighbour, from evil occurrences, from an evil 
eye, from an evil tongue, and from slander; from false witnesses, from 
the enmity of mankind, from evil machination, from unnatural death, 
from evil diseases, from evil accidents, from an oppressive law suit, and 
an implacable opponent, whether he be, or not, a son of the covenant; 
also deliver us from the punishment of hell. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! King of the universe; who hast 
sanctified us with thy commandments, and hast commanded us concern¬ 
ing the words of the law. 

We beseech thee, O Lord, our God ! to make the words of thy law 
pleasant in our mouths, and in the mouths of thy people, the house of 
Israel; so that we, our offspring, and even our remotest descendants, 
may all know thy name, and study thy law for its own sake. Blessed art 
thou, O Lord ! who teachest the law to thy people Israel. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe ; who hast 
chosen us from all nations, and hast given us thy law. Blessed art thou, 
O Lord! the giver of the law. 

Numbers vi. 22. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Speak unto Aaron, and unto 
his sons, saying. Thus shall ye bless the children of Israel, saying unto 
them—“ The Lord bless and preserve thee, the Lord let his countenance 
shine upon thee, and be gracious unto thee; the Lord turn his counte¬ 
nance towards thee, and give thee peace.” And they shall put my 
name on the children of Israel, and I will bless them. 

Our God, and God of our ancestors ! O remember us with a good me¬ 
morial before thee, and visit us with the visitation of salvation and mercy 
from the ancient heaven of heavens ; and remember unto us, O Lord, 
our God ! the love of thy ancient servants, Abraham, Isaac, and Israel; 
and the covenant, the mercy, and the oath, which thou didst swear unto 
our ancestor Abraham, on mount Moriah, and the act of binding his son 
Isaac, and placing him upon the altar, as it is written in thy law. 

Genesis xxii. 1—20. 

And it came to pass after those things, that God did tempt Abraham, 
and said unto him, Abraham ! and he said. Behold, here am I. And he 
said. Take now thy son, thy only son Isaac, whom thou lovest, and get 
thee into the land of Moriah, and offer him there for a bumt-offering, 
upon one of the mountains, which I will tell thee of. And Abraham rose 
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up early in the morning, saddled his ass, and took two of his young men 
with him, and Isaac, his son ; and clave the wood for a bumt-offering, 
and rose up, and went unto the place of which God had told him. On 
the third day, Abraham lifted up his eyes, and saw the place afar oflf. 
And Abraham said unto his young men. Abide you here with the ass 
and I and the lad will go yonder, and we will worship, and return again 
to you. And Abraham took the wood of the burnt-offering, and laid it 
upon Isaac, his son ; and he took the fire in his hand, and the knife; 
and they went both of them together. And Isaac spoke unto Abraham, 
his father, and said. My father : and he said. Here am I, my son. And 
he said. Behold the fire and the wood; but where is the lamb for a bumt- 
offering ? And Abraham said. My son, God will provide himself a lamb 
for a burnt-offering: so they went both of them together. And they 
came to the place which God had told him of: and Abraham built an 
altar there, and laid the wood in order, and bound Isaac his son, and 
placed him on the altar, upon the wood. And Abraham stretched forth 
his hand, and took the knife to slay his son. And the angel of the Lord 
called unto him out of heaven, and said, Abraham, Abraham! and he 
said. Here am I. And he said. Lay not thy hand upon the lad, neither 
do thou any thing unto him; for now I know that thou fearest God, 
seeing thou hast not withheld thy son, thy only one, from me. And 
Abraham lifted up his eyes, and looked, and behold, behind him, a ram^ 
caught in a thicket by his horns : and Abraham went and took the ram, 
and offered him up for a burnt-offering, in the stead of his son. And 
Abraham called the name of the place Adonai Yireh ; as it is said to this 
day. In the mount of the Lord it shall be seen. And the angel of the 
Lord called unto Abraham out of heaven, the second time, and said, By 
myself have I sworn, saith the Lord, for because thou hast done this 
thing, and hast not withheld thy son, thy only one; that I will greatly 
bless thee, and exceedingly multiply thy seed, as the stars of heaven, 
and as the sand which is upon the sea-shore ; and thy seed shall possess 
the gate of their enemies ; and in thy seed shall all the nations of the 
earth be blessed; because thou hast obeyed my voice. So Abraham 
returned to his young men, and they rose up, and went together to 
Beer-sheba: and Abraham dwelt at Beer-sheba. 


Sovereign of the universe ! as he (Abraham) suppressed his tenderness 
to perform thy will with an upright heart, so we beseech thee, let thy 
mercy suppress thy anger; and let thy tender mercy prevail over thy 
attribute of strict justice; and conduct thyself towards us, O Lord, our

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God ! with the attribute of mercy, and the attribute of benevolence; and 
judge us not according to the rigorous line of strict justice; and in thy 
great goodness avert the heat of thy anger from thy people, thy city, thy 
land, and thy heritage: and confirm unto us, O Lord, olfi: God! the 
word of which thou hast assured us in thy law,' through thy servant 
Moses : as it is said, " And I will remember my covenant with Jacob, 
and also my covenant with Isaac, and also ray covenant with Abraham, 
will I remember, and the land will I also remember.*’ And it is said,** 
“ And yet for all that, when they be in the land of their enemies, I will 
not reject them, neither will I abhor them to destroy them utterly, and to 
break my covenant with them : for I am the Lord their God.” And it is 
said,* “ But I will for their sakes remember the covenant of their ances¬ 
tors, whom I brought forth out of the land of Egypt, in the sight of 
the nations, that I might be their God: I am the Lord!” And it is 
said,® “ The Lord thy God will bring thee back out of captivity, and 
have compassion upon thee, and gather thee from all the nations whither 
the Lord thy God hath scattered thee. If any of thine be driven out 
unto the remotest climes under the heaven, from thence will the Lord 
thy God gather thee, and from thence will he take thee. And the Lord, 
thy God, will bring thee into the land which thy fathers possessed, and 
thou shalt possess it: and he will do thee good, and multiply thee, more 
than thy fathers.” And it is said,!* “ O Ijord, be gracious unto us, we 
have waited for thee : be thou our strength every morning, our salvation 
also in the time of distress.” And it is said,** “ It is even a time of 
trouble unto Jacob, but he shall be saved out of it.” And it is said,' 
“ In all their affliction he was afflicted, and the angel of his presence 
saved them : in his love, and in his pity, he redeemed them and he bore 
them, and carried them all the days of old.” And it is said,' “ Who is 
omnipotent, like unto thee, pardoning iniquity, and forgiving transgres¬ 
sion, to the residue of his heritage ? He retaineth not his anger for ever 
because he delighteth in mercy. He will again have compassion on us; 
he will suppress our iniquities ; yea, thou wilt cast all their sins into the 
dephths of the sea.” And all our sins, and all the sins of thy people, 
the house of Israel, thou wilt cast into a place, where they shall not be 
remembered, nor visited, nor thought of for ever. “ Thou wilt show 
faithfulness to Jacob, and mercy unto Abraham, which thou hast sworn 
unto our ancestors, in the days of old.” And it is said,* “ And I will 
bring them unto my holy mountain, and I will make them rejoice in my 
house of prayer; their burnt-offerings, and their sacrifices, shall be 
accepted on my altar, for my house shall be called a bouse of prayer for 
all nations.”

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These are the things which have no fixed estimation by the law ; viz.; 
the comer of the field ;® the first-fruits ; the olTering on appearing at the 
temple, during the festivals; acts of beneficence; and the study of the 
law of God. These are the commandments, whereof the man that per- 
formeth them enjoys the fruits in this world; but the principal remainelh 
to a future one; viz.: honouring father and mother ; acts of beneficence; 
nursing the sick; entertaining strangers; early attendance at the syna¬ 
gogue ; makinor peace between a man and his fellow-creature; and be¬ 
tween husband and wife. But tlie study of the law of God is superior 
to all.^ 

Man should ever fear God, as well in private as in public ; confess the 
truth, and speak the truth as it is in his heart: let him rise early and 
pray— 

Sovereign of the worlds! and Lord of lords! we presume not to pre¬ 
sent our supplications before tliee, relying on our righteousness, but 
because of thy abundant mercies. “ O Lord ! hear; O Lord ! pardon ; 
O Lord ! be graciously attentive, and grant our requests ; delay not for 
thy own sake, O my God! for thy city, and thy people, are called by 
thy name.” What are we ? What is our life? What our goodness ? 
What our righteousness ? What our help ? What our power? What 
our might? What, then, shall we say in thy presence, O Lord, our 
God! and God of our fathers ? Are not the mighty ones as naught be¬ 
fore thee ? men of renown, as if they had not existed ; wise men, as if 
tliey were without knowledge; and the intelligent, as if void of under¬ 
standing? For the majority of our actions is emptiness, and the days of 
our life are but vanity in thy presence; even the pre-eminence of man 
over the beast is naught, for all is vanity; except that pure soul, which 
must hereafter give an account, when in judgment, before the throne of 
thy glory; and all nations are as naught before thee; as it is said,* “ Be¬ 
hold the nations are as a drop from the bucket; and as the small dust of 
the balance are they accounted: behold, he taketh up the isles as an 
atom.” But we, thy people, are the children of thy^ covenant: the 
children of Abraham, thy beloved, to whom thou didst swear on mount 
Moriah: the seed of Isaac, who, for thy sake was bound and laid on 
the altar: the congregation of Jacob, thy first-born son, whom, from the 
love wherewith thou didst love him, and the joy wherewith thou didst 
rejoice in him, tliou hast called Israel and Jeshurun. 

We, therefore, are in duty bound to give thanks unto thee ; to praise, 
glorify, and extol thee; and to offer song, praise, and thanksgiving unto 
thy great name : we are also in duty bound to repeat daily and continually 
a song of praise, O, happy are we! How goodly is our portion! How 
pleasant is our lot! How beautiful is our inheritance ! O, happy are

Because, through this man is taught all his duties. 

* Isaiah x\, 15. 
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we, that we attend early in the morning, and also late in the evening in 
the synagogues, and in the houses where the law is studied ; proclaiming 
the UNITY of thy name, with fervent love, by repeating daily, “ Hear, O 
Israel! the Lord, our God, is the only eternal Being!” (Blessed be 
the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever.) 

Thou wast the same, before thou didst create the world; and thou art 
the same after thou didst create the world; thou art God in this world, 
and thou art God in the future; thou art immutable ! thy years have no 
end. Banctify thy name in thy world, through a people that sanctify 
thy name ( and through thy salvation, exalt and raise on high our horn 
of salvation; and save thou us speedily for thy name’s sake. Blessed 
art thou who sanctifiest thy name before the whole world. 

Thou art the Lord, who art God in heaven above, and on the earth 
beneath; in the highest heavens; both among the highest and the 
lowest; thou art the first, and thou art the last, and besides thee there is 
no God. O gather the dispersions of those who hope in thee, form the 
four corners of the earth; that the whole world may know, and acknow* 
ledge, that thou alone art God ! exalted above all the kingdoms of the 
earth. Thou hast made the heavens and the earth, the sea, and all that is 
in them; and who, mnong all the works of thy hands, either in the up¬ 
permost or nethermost parts, can say unto thee, what doest thou T or, 
what workest thou ? Our Father, who art in heaven, we beseech thee 
to act charitably and graciously towards us, for the sake of thy great, 
mighty, and tremendous name, by which we are called; and confirm 
unto us, O Lord, our God! the word which thou hast assured us of, 
through the means of Zephaniah, thy prophet, as it is said,^ “ At that 
time I will bring you again; and at that time when I assemble you, 1 
will appoint you for a name, and a praise among all the people of the 
earth: when I bring back your captives before your eyes, saith the Lord.” 

May it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, our God ! and God of 
our ancestors, to have compassion on us, to pardon all our sins, to for¬ 
give all our iniquities, and to grant us remission for all our transgressions, 
and that the holy temple may speedily be rebuilt in our days, that we 
may ofler in thy presence the daily bumt-ofiering, that it may atone for 
us: as thou hast commanded in thy law, written and delivered by the 
hands of thy servant Moses ; as it is said 

Numbers xxviii. 1-11. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Command the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. My offering, my bread for my sacrifices con- 

T Zeph. iii. 20. 
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sumed by fire, for a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe to offer unto 
me in its due season. Say also unto them. This is the offering made by 
fire which ye shall offer unto the Lord : two lambs of the first year with¬ 
out blemish, every day, for a continual bumt-offering. The one lamb 
shalt thou offer in the morning, and the other lamb shalt thou offer at 
even.* And the tenth part of an ephah‘ of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with the fourth part of a hin^ of beaten oil. It is a continual 
burnt-offering which was ordained in mount Sinai, for a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the Lord. Anti the drink-offering thereof 
shall be the fourth part of a hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shalt 
thou cause the strong wine to be poured out for a drink-offering to the 
Lord. And the other lamb shalt thou offer at even, as the meat-offering 
of the morning, and as the drink-offering thereof shalt thou offer it, an 
offering made by fire for a sweet ssxour unto the Lord. 

On the Sabbath, add as follows: 

And on the sabbath-day, two lambs of the first year without blemish, 
and two tenth parts (of an ephah) of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with oil, and the drink-offering thereof. This is the burnt- 
offering of every sabbath, besides the continual bumt-offering, and its 
drink-offering. 

Till here. 

Thou art the Lord, our God ! before whom our ancestors burnt incense, 
whilst the holy temple was standing, as thou didst command them through 
Moses thy prophet, as it is written in thy law,® “And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Take unto thee sweet spices, stacte, and onycha, and galbanum; 
these sweet spices with pure frankincense: of each there shall be an 
equal weight. And thou shalt make it a perfume, a confection after the 
art of an apothecary, tempered together, pure and holy. And thou shalt 
beat some of it very small, and put of it before the testimony of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, where I will meet with thee: it shall be 
unto you most holy.’^’ And it is said,^* “ And Aaron shall burn thereon 
(on the altar) incense of spices every morning; when he dresselh the 
lamps he shall burn incense upon it. And when Aaron lighteth the 
lamps at even, he shall burn incense upon it; a perpetual burning of 
incense before the Lord throughout your generations.” 

Talmud, Treatise Cheritoth, p. 6. 

The rabbins have taught how the mixture of the perfume of incense 
was made: it contained three hundred and sixty-eight manehs.* Three 
hundred and sixty-five of which were according to the number of days 
of the solar year and of the three remaining manehs, the high priest

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was to take his hands full, on the day of atonement; these were again 
put into the mortar on the eve of the day of atonement, to perform the 
commandment, “ take of the finest beaten incense.’* It was composed 
of eleven sorts of spices; viz. balm, onycha,* galbanum, frankincense, 
of each an equal weight, viz. seventy manehs : myrrh, cassia, spike¬ 
nard, and saffron, of each an equal weight, sixteen manehs; costus, 
twelve manehs ; the rhind of an odoriferous tree,** three manehs; cinna¬ 
mon, nine manehs ; soap of Carsina, nine kabs ;* wine of capers, (or 
Cyprus) three seahs,^ and three kabs; and if Cyprus wine could not be 
had, strong white wine was substituted for it: salt of Sodom, the fourth 
part of a kab; and of a herb called maaleh ashan, a small quantity. 
Rabbi Nathan, the Babylonian said, Also a small quantity of the amber 
of Jordan. If honey was mixed with it, it was profane ; and if it was 
deficient in any one of its ingredients, he was accounted to have incurred 
the penalty of death. 

Rabbi Simeon, the son of Gamliel, saith, That the balm issues from 
an incision in the tree callechbalsamum. And for what purpose did they 
use the soap of Carsina T to refine the onycha, (or cloves), that it might 
have a handsome appearance: and for what purpose was the wine of 
Cyprus brought ? to soak the cloves, (or onycha), therein, that it might 
become hard: and though another substance was also proper for the pur¬ 
pose, yet was it not used, because it was not decent to bring it into the 
temple.—“ And may the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto 
the Lord, as in ancient days, and as in former years.” 

Abayyeh disposed the order of the daily service in the temple, as ap¬ 
pointed by the Talmudists; and according to the opinion of Abba Salil. 
The great order preceded the second order of the incense : and the second 
order of incense preceded the ranging of the two pieces of wood upon 
the altar; and the ranging of the two pieces of wood preceded the re¬ 
moval of the ashes from the inner altar; and the removal of the ashes 
from the inner altar, preceded the dressing of the five lamps of the 
candlestick ;* and the dressing of the five lamps, preceded the sprink¬ 
ling of the blood of the continual offering*; and the sprinkling of the 
blood of the continual offering, preceded the dressing of the two lamps; 
and the dressing of the two lamps preceded the burning of incense; 
and the incense preceded the offering of the members of the sacrifice ; 
and the offering of the members, preceded the meat-offering; and the 
meat-offering, preceded the baked meat-offering ;® and the baked meat¬ 
offering, preceded the drink-offerings ; and the drink-offerings, preceded 
the additional" offerings ; and the additional offerings, preceded the two

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spoons® of frankincense; and the two spoons of frankincense, preceded 
the continual evening-offering ; as it is said, “ And he shall lay the burnt- 
offering in order upon it, and he shall burn thereon the fat of tlie peace- 
offerings i. e. he shall therewith finish all the offerings of the day. 

O Lord! we beseech thee to loosen, with the greatness of thy power¬ 
ful right hand, those that are bound in captivity. Accept the cry of thy 
people; exalt and purify us, O thou who art tremendous! O, most 
powerful God! we beseech thee to preserve, as the apple of the eye, 
those that seek thee, who art God alone. Bless, and purify them, and 
continually requite them according to thy merciful righteousness. Thou, 
who art most mighty and holy! guide thy congregate people with thy 
abundant goodness. Thou, who art God alone, and most excellent, 
regard thy people, who continually make mention of thy holiness. 
Accept our prayers, and hearken to our cries. O Thou! to whom all 
secrets are known. 

Blessed be the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever! 

Sovereign of the universe ! thou didst command us to offer the daily 
sacrifice in its appointed time; and that the priests should officiate in 
their proper service, and the Leviles at their desk, and the Israelites in 
their station. But, at present, on account of our sins, the temple is laid 
waste, and the daily sacrifice hath ceased; for we have neither an offici¬ 
ating priest, nor a Levite on the desk, or an Israelite at his station. But 
thou hast said, that the prayers of our lips shall be accepted as the offer¬ 
ing of steers.P Therefore, let it be acceptable before thee, O Lord, our 
God! and God of our ancestors, that the prayers of our lips may be 
accounted,* accepted, and esteemed before thee, as if we had offered the 
daily sacrifice in its appointed time, and had stood in our station. And 
it is said,"* “ And he shall kill it at the foot of the altar, northward, before 
the Lord; and the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall sprinkle its blood round 
about the altar.” And it is said,** “ This is the law of the burnt-offering, 
of the meat-offering, and of the sin-offering, and of the trespass-offering, 
and of the dedication, and of the sacrifice of the peace-offerings. 

Mishna Treatise Zebachim, chap. 5. 

Which are the places where the offerings were slaughtered ? The most 
holy of them were slain on the north side; the bull and the he-goat for 
the day of atonement, were slain on the north side ; the blood thereof 
was received in the vessels of service on the north side ; their blood re¬ 
quired sprinkling, between the staves, upon the veil, and the golden 
altar. One sprinkling omitted, impeded the atonement; the remaining 
blood the priest poured on the bottom of the outer altar, on the west side 
thereof; if omitted, the atonement was not impeded.

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The bulls and the he-goats, which were wholly burnt, were slaughtered 
on the north side, and their blood was there received in the vessels of 
service. Their blood also required sprinkling upon the veil and the golden 
altar: one sprinkling omitted, impeded the atonement. The remaining 
blood was poured on the bottom of the outer altar on the west side thereof; 
if omitted, the atonement was not impeded. These, as well as the pre¬ 
ceding offerings, were burnt in the repository of ashes. 

The sin-offerings of the whole congregation, as well as an individual: 
these are the sin-offerings of the whole congregation—the he-goats of the 
new moon, as also of the other festivals—were slaughtered on the north, 
and their blood was received in the vessels of service there; and their 
blood required four sprinklings on the four horns of the outer altar. It 
was performed after this manner :—the priest went up the ascent, and 
turned towards the circuit, and came to the south-east comer, then to the 
north-east, so on to the north-west, and from thence to the south-west; the 
remaining blood was poured out at the south side of the bottom of the 
outer altar; these were eaten only by the males of the priesthood, within 
the hangings of the court, dressed after any manner, for that day only, 
until midnight. The burnt-offering is one of the most holy: it was slain 
on the north ; and its blood was there received in the vessels of service; 
the blood required two sprinklings, and it was so sprinkled as to produce 
four—it was necessary to flay and dismember it, and to consume it totally 
by fire. The peace-offerings of the whole congregation, and the trespass- 
offerings ;—these are the trespass-offerings—the trespass-offering for theft 
—the trespass-offering for appropriating sanctified things to his own use 
—for carnally knowing a betrothed handmaid—the trespass-offering 
brought by the Nazarite for defiling himself with a dead body—the leper 
—and for a doubtful sin:—these were slaughtered on the north side, and 
the blood was there received in the vessels of service : the blood required 
two sprinklings, w hich produced four: these were eaten only within the 
hangings by the males of the priesthood, dressed after any manner, for 
that day only until midnight. 

The thanksgiving-offering, and the ram of the Nazarite, were sacred in 
a less degree; they might be killed in any part of the court; and their 
blood also required two sprinklings, which produced four; they might be 
eaten in any part of the city, by any person, dressed after any manner, 
the whole of that day until midnight. With the portion of them which 
appertaineth to the priests, the same was observed, save only that it was 
to be eaten by the priests, their wives, their children, and their servants, 
Peace-offerings are also sacred in a less degree; tliey might be killed in 
any part of the court; and their blood required two sprinklings, which 
produced four : they might be eaten in any part of the city by any person, 
dressed after any manner, for two days and one night; the portion thereof 
which appertaineth to the priests, was like the rest, save only, that it was 
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to be eaten by the priests, their wives, their children, and their servants. 
The first-bom, the tithes of beast, and the paschal lamb,' were sacred in 
a less degree: they might be killed in any part of the court; and their 
blood required only one sprinkling, but it must be sprinkled towards the 
bottom of the altar: there was a distinction in the eating of them; for 
the first-born was eaten by the priests only, and the lithe by all persons; 
they were also eaten in any part of the city, dressed after any manner, 
for two days and one night. The paschal lamb was to be eaten at night 
only, but not later than midnight: neither was it to be eaten but by those 
that were numbered and appointed for it; nor was it to be eaten dressed 
in any other manner than roasted. 

Rabbi Ishmael says, that the law is to be expounded by thirteen rules: 
viz., 1. By inferences, from minor to major: and the reverse from 
major to minor. 2. A decision deduced from an agreement, or simi¬ 
larity of phrases in texts. 3. From the principal constitution contained 
in one verse, and from the principal constitution deduced from two verses. 
4. From comparing a general description with its specified particular. 

6. From a particular text, followed by a general one. 6. Precepts treated 
of, first in general, and then in particular, and again in general, thou must 
not adjudge, but according to the tenor of the particular specification. 

7. From a general description that requires a particular, specific text to 
explain it; and from a particular text that requires a general one. 8. What¬ 
ever was comprehended under a general description, and is afterwards 
particularly excepted therefrom, in order to teach us something concerning 
it: the exception is not given for its own sake only, but also affects the 
whole general term. 9. And whatever was included in a general descrip¬ 
tion and is afterwards excepted, to prove an argument similar to its subject: 
tends to alleviate, but does not aggravate. 10. And whatever was in¬ 
cluded in a general description, and is afterwards excepted to prove an 
argument not similar to its subject: serves both to alleviate and aggravate. 
11. And every thing included in a general description, and afterwards 
excepted, to determine a new matter, cannot be restored to the general 
term, unless it be by being expressly mentioned in the text. 12. And 
whatever is deduced from the subject itself; and a thing deduced from 
the end of the text. 13. And thus, when two texts contradict each other, 
we cannot determine the sense until a third is produced, which reconciles 
them. 

Let it be acceptable before thee, O Lord, our God! and God of our 
ancestors, that the holy temple may be speedily rebuilt in our days ; and 
let our portion be in thy law, that we may be able to do thy will. 

The Reader, or a mourner, then says, Kaddish Derabbanan: 

Read. —May his great name be exalted, and sanctified throughout the 
world, which he hath created according to his will; may he establish his 
kingdom, cause his redemption to spring forth, and hasten the advent of his 
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anointed. In your life-time, and in your days, and in the life-time of 
the whole house of Israel: speedily, and in a short time ; and say ye. 
Amen. 

Cong. —May his great name be blessed, and glorified for ever and ever. 
Read. —May his hallowed name be praised, glorified, exalted, magnified, 
honoured, and most excellently adored; blessed is he, far exceeding all 
blessings, hymns, praises, and benedictions, that are repeated through¬ 
out the world; and say ye. Amen. 

Unto Israel, their rabbins, their disciples, and all their successors, who 
diligently study the holy law, who are in this, and every other place; 
may there be grace, favour, and mercy, from the presence of the Lord of 
heaven and earth, both to them, and us; and say ye. Amen. 

May the fulness of peace from heaven, with life, plemty, salvation, 
consolation, freedom, health, redemption, pardon, expiation, enlargement, 
and deliverance, be granted unto us, and to all his people Israel; and say 
ye. Amen. 

May he who maketh peace in his high heavens, through his mercy 
bestow peace on us, and on all Israel ; and say ye. Amen.

Saying, Unto thee will I give the land of Canaan, the 
portion of your inheritance. Whilst ye were but few in number, yea, 
very few, and strangers in the land. When they went from one nation 
to another, from one kingdom to another people, he suffered no man to 
oppress them: yea, he reproved kings for their sake, saying, Touch not 
my anointed, and do my prophets no harm. Let all the earth sing unto 
the Lord: proclaim his salvation from day to day. Declare his glory 
among the nations, his wonders among all people. For the Lord is great, 
and exalted in praise ; and he is fearful above all gods. For all the gods 
of the nations are idols ; but the Lord hath made the heavens. Honour 
and majesty are in his presence; strength and gladness are in his place. 
Ascribe unto the Lord, O ye families of the nations, ascribe unto the Lord 
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glory and might. Ascribe unto the Lord the glory due unto his name ; 
bring an offering, and come into his presence; worship the Lord in the 
glorious sanctuaryr Let all the earth tremble before him, who hath fixed 
the foundations of the world, that it might not be moved. Let the heavens 
rejoice, and the earth be glad: and they shall say among the nations, the 
Lord reigneth. Let the sea, and its full domains roar; let the field, and 
all that is therein, rejoice. Then shall the trees of the wood shout, be¬ 
cause of the presence of the Lord, when he cometh to judge the earth. 
O give thanks unto the Lord, for he is good: because his mercy endureth 
for ever. And say ye. Save us, O God of our salvation, and gather us 
from the nations, that we may give thanks to thy holy name, and glory- 
in thy praise. Blessed be the name of the Lord God of Israel for ever 
and ever: and all the people said, Amen, and praised the Lord. • “ Ex¬ 
tol ye the Lord our God, and bow down at his footstool, for he is holy. 
Extol ye the Lord our God ! and worship at his holy mount, for the Lord 
our God is holy. And he being merciful, forgiveth iniquity, and destroy- 
eth not; yea, he frequently turneth away his anger, and awakeneth not 
all his wrath. O Lord! withhold not thy tender mercies from me: let 
thy loving-kindness and thy truth preserve me continually. O Lord re¬ 
member thy tender mercies, and thy loving-kindness, for they have been 
of old. Ascribe ye power unto God ; his excellency is over Israel; and 
his strength in the skies. O God! thou art tremendous from thy holy 
residence. O God of Israel! thou art he who givest strength and power 
unto thy people : blessed be God.” 

“ O God of vengeance. Lord ! 0 God of vengeance, shine forth. Exalt 
thyself, O Judge of the earth ; render a retribution to the proud. Salva¬ 
tion belongeth unto the Lord: thy blessing be upon thy people. Selah. 
The Lord of Hosts is with us, the God of Jacob is refuge unto us. Selah. 
O Lord of Hosts ! happy is the man that trusteth in thee. O Lord, save 
us ! answer us, O King! when we call. O save thy people, and bless 
thy inheritance: and guide and exalt them for ever. Our soul waiteth 
for the Lord : he is our help and our shield. For our hearts shall rejoice 
in him ; because we have trusted in his holy name. Let thy mercy, O 
Lord ! be upon us, according as we hope in thee. O Lord ! show us thy 
mercy, and grant us thy salvation. Arise for our help, and redeem us for 
thy mercy’s sake. I am the Lord thy God, who brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt: declare thy wants, and I will satisfy them. Happy the 
people who are thus favoured! happy the people whose God is the Lord ! 
And as I have tnisted in thy mercy, my heart shall rejoice in thy salva¬ 
tion. I will sing unto the Lord, because he hath dealt bountifully with 
me.”

MORNING SERVICE FOR KIPPUR. 


PSALM XXX. 

I will extol thee, O Lord ! for thou hast lifted me up, and hast not 
suffered my foes to rejoice over me. O Lord, my God! I cried unto thee, 
and thou hast healed me. O Lord ! thou hast brought up my soul from 
the grave ; thou hast kept me alive, that I should not go down to the pit. 
Sing unto the Lord, O ye that venerate him, and give thanks to his holy 
name. For his anger is momentary, but in his favour is life : weeping 
may endure for a night, but joy cometh in the morning. And in my 
prosperity I said, I shall never be moved. Lord by thy favour thou 
hast made my mountain to stand strong: thou didst hide thy face, and 
I was troubled. I cried to thee, O Lord! and unto thee, O Lord! I made 
supplication. What avail is there in my blood, when I go down to the 
pit ? Shall the dust praise thee ? Shall it declare thy truth ? Hear, O 
Lord! and be gracious unto me: O Lord! be thou my help. Thou hast 
turned my mourning into dancing: thou hast put off my sackcloth from 
me, and girded me with gladness. To the end that my glorious trium¬ 
phant soul may sing praise to thee, without ceasing. O Lord, my God! 
I will give thanks unto thee for ever. 

Reader and Congregation. —“ The Lord he is God ! The Lord he 
is God.” (Repeated.) 

Reader and Congregation. —“The Lord reigneth: the Lord hath 
reigned: the Lord shall reign for ever.” (Repeated.) 

“ And the Lord shall be king over all the earth; in that day the Lord 
alone shall be one, and his name shall also be one. Save us, O Lord, our 
God! and gather us from among the nations, that we may give thanks to 
thy holy name, and glory in thy praise. Blessed be the Lord God of 
Israel for ever and ever: and all the people shall say. Amen, praise ye 
the Lord. Let every thing that hath breath, praise the Lord. Hallelujah.” 

PSALM XIX. 

To THE Chief Musician, A Psalm of David. —Tlie heavens declare 
the glory of God: and the firmament showeth the works of his hands. 
Day unto day uttereth speech; and night unto night showeth knowledge. 
There is no speech, there are no words, their voice is not heard. But 
their melody extends through all the earth, and to the end of the world their 
word. For the sun he has set a tabernacle among them; and he goes out 
like a bridegroom from his chamber, and rejoices, like a strong man, to 
run his course. His going forth is from the end of the heaven, and his 
circuit unto the ends thereof; and there is nothing hidden from his heat. 
The law of the Lord is perfect, quieting the soul; the testimony of the 
Lord is sure, making the simple wise. The statutes of the Lord are 
right, rejoicing the heart: the commandment of the Lord is clear, en¬ 
lightening the eyes. The fear of the Lord is pure, enduring for ever; 
the judgments of the Lord are true, and uniformly just. They are to be 
desired more than gold and much fine gold; they are sweeter than honey. 
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and the dropping of honeycombs. Moreover, thy servant is admonished 
by them; and in keeping of them there is great reward. Who can guard 
against errors ? O cleanse me from secret faults. Withhold thy servant 
also from presumptuous sins, let them not have dominion over me: then 
shall I be upright, and I shall be clear from any great transgression. 
Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my heart, be accepta¬ 
ble before thee, O Lord! my Rock, and my Redeemer. 

PSALM XXXIII. 

Rejojce in the Lord, O yerighteons; for to the upright praise is 
comely. Praise ye the Lord with the harp: sing unto him with the ten¬ 
stringed psaltery. Sing unto hiip a new hymn, let the trumpet utter a 
melodious sound. For the word of the Lord is right: and all his works 
are done in truth. He loveth righteousness and justice; the earth U full 
of the mercy of the Lord. By the word of the Lord were the heavens 
made ; and all their host with a breath of his mouth. He gathereth 
together as a heap, the waters of the sea: he layeth up the depths in 
storehouses. Let all the earth fear the Lord: let all the inhabitants of 
the world stand in awe of him. For he spoke, and it was done: he 
commanded, and it was established. The Lord frustrateth the counsel 
of the nations: he annihilateth the devices of the people. The counsel 
of the Lord shall stand for ever: and the purposes of his heart to all 
generations. Happy is the nation whose God is the Lord: the people 
whom he hath chosen for his own heritage. The Lord looketh down 
from heaven; he beholdeth all the sons of men. From the place of his 
residence, he superintendeth all the inhabitants of the earth. He 
fashioneth all their hearts, and understandeth all their works. A king 
is not saved by the multitude of a host: neither doth the mighty man 
escape by the greatness of his strength. Vain is the horse for safety: 
he shall not deliver any by his great strength. Behold! the eye of the 
Lord is upon those who fear him; upon those who hope for his mercy: 
to deliver their soul from death ; and to keep them alive in time of famine. 
Our soul vvaiteth for the Lord: he is our help and our shield. For in 
him our hearts shall rejoice: because we have trusted in his holy name. 
Let thy mercy, O Lord ! be with us, according as we hope in tliee. 

PSALM XXXIV. 

A Psalm of David when he disguised his reason, before Abime- 

LECH, WHO THEN DROVE HIM AWAY, AND HE DEPARTED. -1 will bleSS the 

Lord at all times: his praise shall be continually in my mouth. My 
soul shall boast itself in the Lord : the humble shall hear it, and be glad. 
O magnify the Lord with me, and let us extol his name together. I 
sought the Lord, and he answered me; and delivered me from all my 
fears. They looked unto him, and were enlightened, and their faces 
were not ashamed. This poor man cried, and the Lord heard him ; and 
saved him from all his troubles. The angel of the Lord encampeth 
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round about those who fear him, and delivereth them. O reflect, and 
see that the Lord is good: happy is the man who trusteth in him. O 
fear the Lord, ye his saints : for there is no want to those who fear him. 
The young lions do lack and suffer hunger: but they who seek the Lord, 
shall not want any good. Come, ye children, hearken unto me ; I will 
teach you the fear of the Lord. Who is the man that desireth life, and 
loveth many days, that he may see happiness ? Keep thy tongue from 
evil, and thy lips from speaking guile. Depart from evil, and do good; 
seek peace and pursue it. The eyes of the Lord are upon the righteous, 
and his ears are open unto their cry. But the anger of the Lord is 
against those who do evil, to cut oflf their remembrance from the earth. 
But the righteous cry, and the Lord heareth, and delivereth them from 
all their troubles. The Lord is nigh unto the broken-hearted ; and saveth 
those who are of a contrite spirit. Though many afflictions overtake 
the righteous; the Lord will deliver him from them all. He giiardeth 
all his bones: so that not one of them is broken. The evil of the wicked 
will slay him, and they who hate the righteous, shall not escape guilti¬ 
ness. The Lord redeemeth the soul of his servants ; and none of those 
who trust in him shall be condemned. 

PSALM XC. 

A Prayer of Moses, the Man of God.— O Lord! tliou hast been 
our strong hold of defence in all generations. Before the mountains 
were brought forth, or ever thou hadst formed the earth and the world: 
even from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God. Thou tumest men 
to contrition: and sayest. Return, ye children of men. For a thousand 
years in thy sight are but as yesterday, which is passed; and as a watch 
in the night. Thou carriest them away as a flood, they are as in sleep: 
in the morning they are like grass which changeth. In the morning it 
flourisheth and is renovated : in the evening it is cut down, and withered. 
Thus are we consumed by thy anger, and troubled by thy wrath. Thou 
hast set our iniquities before thee, our secret sins in the light of thy 
countenance. For all our days are passed away in thy wrath: we spend 
our years as a tale that is told. The days of our years of life are seventy 
years; and if by extraordinary vigour, we see fourscore years, yet is 
their essence labour and sorrow ; for our life is soon cut off, and we flee 
away. Who knoweth the power of thy anger ? even according to thy 
fear, so is thy wrath. Teach us to number our days, that we may apply 
our hearts to wisdom. Return unto us, O Lord! how long wilt thou 
cast us oflf ? O repent thee, concerning thy serv’ants. O satisfy us early 
with thy mercy: that we may rejoice, and be glad all our days. Make 
us rejoice, according to the days wherein thou hast afflicted us; and the 
years in which we have seen evil. Let thy work of salvation appear to 
thy servants, and thy glory unto their children. And let the beauty of 
the Lord, our God, be upon us: and establish thou the work of our 
hands upon us; yea, the work of our hands establish thou it. 
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PSALM XCI. 

He who dwells within the secret place of the Most High, shall abide 
under the shadow of the Almighty. I say of the Lord, who is my refuge 
and my fortress, my God, in whom I trust, that he will surely deliver 
thee from the fowler’s snare, and. from the destructive pestilence. He 
will cover thee with his pinion, and under his wings thou wilt find 
refuge, his truth shall be thy shield and buckler. Thou shalt not be 
afraid of the terrors of the night, nor of the arrow that flieth by day; nor 
of the pestilence that stalketh in the darkness ; nor of the destruction that 
wasteth at noon of day. On thy side a thousand shall fall, and ten 
thousand at thy right hand, but it shall not come nigh unto thee. Thou 
shalt only behold with thy eyes, and see the retribution of the wicked. 
Because thou hast made the Lord, who is my refuge, even the Most 
High, thy stronghold. No evil shall befal thee, neither shall any plague 
approach thy dwelling. For he will give his angels charge concerning 
thee, to guard thee in all thy ways. They shall bear thee on their hands 
lest thou dash thy foot against a stone. On the fierce lion and asp shalt 
thou tread: the young lion and the serpent shalt thou trample under foot. 
“ Because he hath fixed his desire upon me, therefore will I deliver 
him : I will set him on high, because he hath known my name. When 
he calls upon me, I will answer him : I will be with him in trouble, 1 
will deliver him, and grant him honour. With length of days will I 
satisfy him, and grant him my salvation.” 

PSALM XVII. 

A Prayer of David. —Hearken, O Lord! to the righteous cause, 
attend to my loud cry; give ear to my prayer, uttered by lips without 
deceit. From thy presence let my sentence proceed, let thy eyes behold 
my rectitude. Thou hast proved my heart, thou hast visited me in the 
night, thou hast tried me, but hast not found that thoughts of wicked 
intent had passed my mouth. And concerning deeds of wickedness, by 
which erring man does fall, guarded by the command of thy lips I re¬ 
frained from following the unrighteous’ paths. Firm stands my foot in 
thy roads, that my footsteps do not slip. Now I cry, surely thou wilt 
answer me, O God! bend thy ears, hear my prayer. Show thy wonder¬ 
ful kindness, O Saviour of those who seek protection at thy right hand 
from those that rise up against them. Preserve me, as man guards the apple 
of his eye; under the shadow of thy wings do thou hide me; from the 
wicked, that oppress me, enemies of mine, through pride of their heart, 
who compass me about. Their fat is firmly closed; their mouth speaks 
proudly. Wherever we go they now pursue us; their eyes are bent to 
bring us to the ground. Like the lion desirous of prey, and the young 
lion crouched in his hiding place. Arise, O Lord! circumvent the enemy’s 
design, cast him down; save my soul from the wicked, who is the sword 
of thy vengeance. From mortal men, thy rod, from mortal men of this 
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perishable world ; be soever their portion in this life, let their bellies be full 
of thy treasure, their children be many, and let them leave superfluity to 
their young ones. Yet in righteousness shall I behold thy face, and be 
satisfied at awakening from contemplating thy countenance. 

PSALM XXV. 

A Psalm of David. —Unto thee, O Lord! I lift up my soul. O my 
God ! I trust in thee, let me not be ashamed; let not my enemies triumph 
over me. Yea, let none who wait on thee, be ashamed; let those be 
ashamed who deal treacherously without cause. Show me thy ways; 
O Lord! teach me thy paths. Lead me in thy truth, and teach me; for 
thou art the God of my salvation, on thee I wait all day. O Lord! re¬ 
member thy tender mercies and loving-kindness: for they have been of 
old. Remember not the sins of my youth, nor ray transgressions: re¬ 
member thou me according to thy mercy, for thy goodness sake, O 
Lord. Good and upright is the Lord: he therefore will instruct sinners 
in the right way. He will guide the meek in judgment: and the gentle 
will he instruct in his way. All the paths of the Lord are mercy and 
truth, unto such as keep his covenant, and his testimonies. For the sake 
of thy name, O Lord! pardon my iniquity for it is great. Whosoever 
is he who feareth the Lord, him shall he teach the way he shall choose. 
His soul shall dwell at ease: and his seed shall inherit the earth. The 
secret of the Lord is with them who fear him: and he will make known 
his covenant unto them. My eyes are ever directed towards the Lord, 
for he will draw my feet out of the net. Turn unto me, and have mercy 
upon me, for I am solitary and afflicted. The troubles of my heart are 
extended; O bring me out of my distress. O look on my aflliction, and 
my pain, and pardon all my sins. Consider that my enemies are many; 
and hate me with violent hatred. O guard my soul, and deliver me: 
let me not be ashamed, for I trust in thee. Let integrity and uprightness 
preserve me; for I hope in thee. O God 1 redeem Israel from all his 
troubles. 

PSALM XXXII. 

A Psalm and Instruction of David. —Happy is he whose transgres¬ 
sion is forgiven; whose sin is covered by sincere repentance. Happy is 
the man unto whom the Lord imputeth not iniquity, and in whose spirit 
there is no guile. When I kept my sin secret, my bones wasted away, 
from my cries all the day. For day and night thy hand weighs heavily 
on me, my moisture of life is turned into the drought of summer. Selah. 
Therefore did I confess my sins to thee, and would not hide my 
iniquity; I said, I will confess my transgressions unto the Lord, and thou 
didst forgive the iniquity of my sin. Selah. For this shall every pious 
person pray unto thee at the time thy grace is to be found: then surely 
when the mighty waters overflow all around, they shall not reach him. 
Thou art my hiding-place, thou wilt preserve me from anxiety, and 
encircle me forever with joyous songs of deliverance. I will instruct 
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thee, and show thee the way thou shalt go; I will advise thee, my eye 
looks on thee. Be ye not like the horse or mule which have no under¬ 
standing ; and whose mouth must be restrained by bit and bridle, that 
they come not near to injure thee. Many are the sorrows which attend 
the wicked: but he who trusts in the Lord shall be encompassed with 
mercy. Rejoice then in the Lord, exult, O ye righteous ! and shout for 
joy, all ye who are of an upright heart. 

PSALM LI. 

To THE Chief Musician, a Psalm of David, when Nathan the 
Prophet came unto him, after he had gone in unto Bethsheba.— 
Be gracious unto me, O God ! according to thy loving-kindness ; accord¬ 
ing to the abundance of thy tender mercies blot out my transgressions. 
Wash me thoroughly from my iniquity, and cleanse me from my sin. 
For I am sensible of my transgressions, and my sin is ever before me. 
Against thee, who art God alone, have I sinned, and done the evil in thy 
sight; that thou mightest be justified in what thou hast spoken, and be 
pure when thou judgest. Lo ! I was shapen in iniquity ; and in sin did 
my mother conceive me. Behold thou desirest truth in the inward parts; 
and in the hidden things thou wilt make me know wisdom. Purify me 
with hyssop, that I may be cleansed; wash me, and I shall be whiter 
than snow. O cause me to hear joy and gladness; cause the bones which 
thou hast bruised to rejoice. Hide thy face from my sins; and blot out 
all my iniquities. Create me a pure heart, O God ! and renew the spirit 
of rectitude within me. Cast me not out from thy presence; nor take 
from me thy holy spirit. Restore me the joy of thy salvation; and 
support me with thy liberal spirit. Then will I teach the transgressors 
thy ways, and sinners shall return unto thee. Deliver me from blood- 
guiltiness, O God ! God of my salvation ! and my tongue shall sing thy 
righteousness. O Lord ! open thou my lips, and my mouth shall declare 
thy praise. For thou desirest not sacrifice, or I would give it; neither 
dost thou delight in burnt-offerings. The sacrifices of God are a broken 
spirit; a broken and contrite heart, O God ! thou wilt not despise. Deal 
kindly in thy good pleasure with Zion; and build the walls of Jerusalem. 
Then wilt thou be pleased with the sacrifices of righteousnes, with burnt- 
offering, and whole burnt-offering; then shall they offer bulls on thy altar. 

PSALM LXV. 

To THE Chief Musician, a Psalm and Song of David. —Refreshing it 
is to praise thee, God! in Zion, and there to pay tliee vows. O thou who 
hearest prayer, unto thee all flesh shall come. Is the load of sins too 
heavy—our transgressions—thou forgivest them. Happy is the man 
whom thou choosest and drawest near, that he may dwell in thy courts. 
Let us be sated with the goodness of thy house, the holiness of thy 
temple. Thy words, when thou threatenest us, though tremendous, 
are righteous ; for yet thou art the sure hope of the ends of the earth 
and of distant seas. Thou, who hast laid the foundation of mountains

with thy might, and art girt with strength. Who allayest the roaring 
of the seas, the roaring of their waves, and the tumult of nations. There¬ 
fore shall dwellers of distant zones fear because of thy signs; the begin¬ 
ning of morning and evening thou causest to shout with rejoicing. Thou 
visitest the earth, s’endest it rain, enrichest it greatly, (the pool of God is 
full of water;) thou givest them plenty of com, thus preparing the earth 
with rain. Thou waterest abundantly its furrows, smoothest down its 
ridges, soflenest it with showers, blessest its growth. Thou crownest 
the year with thy goodness, thy paths drop fatness. Meadows even in 
the wilderness are then full of fatness, the hills are girt with gladness. 
Pastures are clothed with sheep, vallies are hid with corn;—all men 
shout—all sing for joy. 

PSALM LXXXV. 

To THE Chief Musician, a Psalm for the Sons of Korah.— 
Thou hast been favourable unto thy land, O Lord! thou hast brought 
back the captivity of Jacob. Thou hast forgiven the iniquity of thy 
people; covered all their sin. Selah. Thou hast taken away all thy 
wrath; and caused the fierceness of thy anger to turn aside. Turn us 
unto thee, O God of our salvation! and cause thy anger towards us to 
cease. Wilt thou be angry with us for ever, and extend thy indignation 
throughout all generations ? Surely thou wilt revive us again, that thy 
people may rejoice in thee. Show us thy mercy, O Lord ! and grant us 
thy salvation. I shall hear what God the Lord will speak ; for he will 
announce peace to his people and to his pious servants; but let them not 
return to foolishness. Yea, his salvation is nigh to those who fear him; 
and glory shall dwell again in our land. Love and truth shall meet, 
righteousness and peace shall embrace each other. Truth shall sprout 
forth from the earth ; and righteousness shall look down from heaven. 
The Lord will also give that which is good: and our land will yield her 
produce. Righteousness proceeds straight on its path, and with sure 
steps pursues its way. 

PSALM LXXXVI. 

A'Prater of David. —O Lord! incline thy ear; hear me, for I am 
poor and needy. Preserve my soul, for I am pious. O my God ! save 
thou thy servant who trasteth in thee. Be merciful to me, 0 Lord ! for 
unto thee I cry daily. Cause the soul of thy servant to rejoice : for unto 
thee, O Lord! I lift up my soul. For thou, O Lord! art good, and 
ready to forgive, and of abundant mercy unto all who call upon thee. 
Give ear, O Lord! unto my prayer; and attend to the voice of my 
supplications. In the day of my trouble will I call upon thee, for thou 
wilt answer me. There is none like unto thee among the gods, O Lord! 
neither is there any thing equal to thy works. All nations whom thou 
hast made shall come, and worship before thee, O Lord! and glorify thy 
name. For thou art great, and workest wondrous things ; thou alone art 
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God. O Lord ! teach me thy way, I will walk in thy truth ; direct ray 
heart solely to fear thy name. I will praise thee, O Lord, ray God ! 
with all my heart; and I will glorify thy name for evermore. For great 
is thy mercy towards me ; and thou hast delivered my soul from the 
lowest pit. O God ! the proud are risen against me, and the assembly 
of violent men have sought my life, and have not set thee before them* 
But thou, O Lord! art a merciful and gracious God, long-suffering, and 
abundant in mercy and truth. Turn thee unto me, and have mercy upon 
me: give thy strength unto thy servant, and save the son of thy hand¬ 
maid. Show me a token for good, that they who hate me may see it, 
and be ashamed; because thou, O Lord ! hast supported and comforted me. 

PSALM CII. 

A prayer for the afflicted, when he is overwhelmed, and poureth out 
his complaint before the Lord. Hear ray prayer, O Lord! and let 
my cry come unto thee. Hide not thy face from me in the day that I 
am in trouble; incline thy ear unto me on the day that I call, and answer 
me speedily. For my days are fleeting like smoke, and my bones are 
consumed as a firebrand. My heart is smitten, and withered like grass; 
so that I forget to eat my food. By reason of the voice of ray groaning, 
my bones cleave to my skin. I am like a pelican of the wilderness: 
I am like an owl of the desert: I watch, and am as a lonely night-bird on 
the house-top. My enemies reproach me all the day: those who mock 
me, are sworn against me. Yea! I have eaten ashes like bread, and 
mingled ray drink with weeping. Because of thy indignation, and thy 
wrath; for thou hast lifted me up, and cast me down. My days are like 
a shadow that declineth ; and like the grass I wither. But thou, O 
Lord! wilt endure for ever, and thy memorial is unto all generation. 
Thou wilt arise, and have mercy on Zion : for there is a time to favour 
her, when the appointed time shall come. (For the stones thereof 
are dear to thy servants, and they cherish the dust thereof.) Then shall 
the nations fear thy name, O Lord ! and all the kings of the earth thy glory. 
“ For the Lord has built Zion, he appears in his glory. He regarded 
the prayer of those who are forsaken, and did not despise their petition. 
This shall be written to the latest generation, that the people, which 
shall be created, may praise the Lord. For he hath condescended to 
look down from the height of his sanctuary: from heaven did the Lord 
behold the earth. To hear the cry of the prisoner, to loosen those 
that are doomed to death.*’ Thus they declare the name of the Lord 
in Zion, and his praise in Jerusalem; when nations are gathered to¬ 
gether, and kingdoms to serve the Lord. When he weakened my 
strength by the way, shortened my days, I said, O my God! take me 
not away in the midst of my days : thy years are throughout all genera¬ 
tions. Of old hast thou laid the foundation of the earth: and the heavens 
are the work of thy hands. They will perish, but thou wilt subsist: 
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yea, they all will wax old as a garment; as a vesture wilt thou change 
them, and they will be altered. But thou art the same, and thy years 
will have no end. Let the children of thy servants continue, and their 
seed be ever established before thee. 

PSALM cm. 

A PsALH OF David. —^Bless the Lord, O my soul ! and all that is within 
me, bless his holy name. Bless the Lord, O my soul! and forget not 
any of his benefits. He it is who forgiveth all thine iniquities; who 
healeth all thy diseases. Who redeemeth thy life from the grave; who 
crowneth thee with benevolence and mercy. Who satisfieth thy mouth 
with good ; so that thy youth is renewed like the eagle’s. The Lord 
executeth righteousness and judgment in behalf of all the oppressed. He 
made known his ways unto Moses, his wonderful works unto the children 
of Israel. The Lord is merciful and gracious, long-suffering, and abun¬ 
dant in mercy; he will not always contend: neither will he retain his 
anger for ever. He hath not dealt with us in proportion to our sins; nor 
requited us according to our iniquities. For as the heaven is high above 
the earth, so hath his mercy been exalted towards them that fear him. As 
far as the east is from the west, so far hath he removed our transgressions 
from us. As a father hath compassion on his children, so the Lord hath 
compassion on those who fear him. For he knoweth our frame ; he re- 
raembereth we are dust. As for man, his days are as grass; as the bios 
som of the field, so doth he bloom. For the wind passeth over it, and it 
is not, and his place shall know him no more. But the mercy of the Lord 
is from everlasting to everlasting, to those who fear him; and his favour 
unto children’s children : to such as keep his covenant, and to those who 
remember his commandments, to do them. The Lord hath prepared his 
throne in the heavens; and his kingdom ruleth over all. Bless the Lord, 
ye his angels, mighty in strength, obeying his word, hearkening to the 
voice of his commandment. Bless ye the Lord, all his hosts, ye his 
ministers, who execute his will. Bless the Lord, all his works, in all 
places of his dominion. Bless the Lord, O my soul! 

PSALM CIV. 

Bless the Lord, O my soul! O Lord, my Cod! thou art exceeding 
great, with honour and majesty art thou clothed. Thou art he who 
co.vereth himself with light, as with a garment: who stretcheth out the 
heavens like a curtain. Who layeth the beams of his chambers in the 
waters, who maketh the clouds his chariot, who walketh upon the wings 
of the wind. He maketh the winds his messengers { the flaming fires 
his ministers. He hath founded the earth on its basis, so that it can 
never be moved. Thou coveredst the deep, as with a garment: the waters 
stand above the mountains. At thy rebuke they flee : at the voice of thy 
thunder they haste away. They ascend the mountains; they descend 
through the vallies unto the place thou hast destined for them. Thou 
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hast set a bound that they may not pass ; that they return not to cover 
the earth. Thou art he who sendeth the springs into the vallies, which 
run between the hills. They give drink to every beast of the field: the 
wild asses quench their thirst. By them the fowls of heaven have their 
habitation; from among the branches they send forth their voice. He 
watereth the mountains from his chambers; the earth is satisfied with 
the fruit of thy works. He causeth grass to grow for cattle, and herb by 
the service of man, that he may bring forth food from the earth. And 
wine that gladdeneth the heart of man, oil that brighteneth his face, and 
bread which strengtheneth the heart of man. Full of sap are the trees of 
the Lord; the cedars of Lebanon also, which he hath planted; wherein 
the birds make their nests : the fir-trees, where the stork has her house. 
The high mountains are for the wild goats, and the rocks a shelter for 
the conies. He appointed the moon for seasons ; the sun knoweth his 
going down. Thou causest darkness, and it is night; when all the beasts 
of the forest creep forth. The young lions roar after their prey, and 
seek their meat from God. The sun ariseth, they return to their lairs, 
and lie down in their dens. Man then goeth forth to his work, and to 
his labour until the evening. How manifold are thy works, O Lord ! in 
wisdom hast thou made them all: the earth is full of thy riches. So is 
this great and wide sea, wherein are moving things without number, 
living creatures both small and great. There the ships make their way ; 
there also is that leviathan, which thou hast formed to sport therein. 
All these Wait upon thee, that thou mayest give them their meat in due 
season. They gather that which thou providest for them : thou op^enest 
thy hand, and they are filled with good. Thou hidest thy face, they are 
troubled: thou takest away their breath, they perish and return to their 
dust. ' Thou sendest forth thy spirit, they are created ; thus thou renew- 
est the face of the earth. The glory of the Lord shall endure for ever: 
the Lord shall rejoice in his works. He looketh on the earth, it trembleth; 
he toucheth the hills, and they smoke. Therefore will I sing unto the 
Lord, whilst I live. I will sing praise unto my God while I exist. May 
my meditation be acceptable to him : I will rejoice in the Lord. May 
the sinners cease from the earth, and the wicked be no more. O my 
soul! bless thou the Lord. Hallelujah. 

PSALM XCVIII. 

A Psalm.— O sing a new song unto the Lord : for he hath done 
wondrous things : his right hand, and his holy arm have wrought salva¬ 
tion. The Lord hath made known his salvation i he hath revealed his 
righteousness in the sight of the nations. He hath remembered his 
mercy and truth to the house of Israel: the uttermost ends of the earth 
have seen the salvation of our God. O let all the earth shout unto the 
Lord : burst forth, make a joyful sound and sing praise. Sing unto the 
Lord with the harp ; with the harp, and the voice of song. With trumpets. 
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• and the sound of the cornet, shout, before the King, the Lord. Let the 
sea and its full domains roar, the world, and they who dwell therein. 
Let the floods clap their hands : let the hills rejoice together, before the 
Lord, for he cometh to judge the earth: with righteousness will he judge 
the world, and the people with equity. 

PSALM CXXI. 

A Song of Degrees. —I lift up my eyes unto the hills. Whence 
shall my help come? My help is from the Lord, who made heaven and 
earth. He will not suffer thy foot to slip, neither will thy keeper 
slumber. Behold the Guardian of Israel will not sleep, will not slumber. 
The Lord is thy guardian: the Lord is thy shade ; he is on thy right 
hand. So that the sun shall not strike thee by day, nor the moon by 
night. The Lord shall guard thy going out, and thy coming in, from 
henceforth and for evermore. 

PSALM CXXII. 

A Song of Degrees of David. —I rejoiced when they said unto me, 
Let us go into the house of the Lord. Our feet stood within thy gates, 
O Jerusalem! Jerusalem ! who art built as a city of assemblage. Whither 
the tribes go up, the tribes of the Lord, a testimony unto Israel, for them 
to give thanks unto the name of the Lord. For there thrones of judg¬ 
ment are set; thrones for the house of David. Pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem; they that love thee shall prosper. May there be peace 
within thy walls, and prosperity within thy palaces! For the sake of 
my brethren and friends, I will now say, Peace be with thee. For the 
sake of the house of the Lord, our God! will I seek thy good. 

PSALM CXXIII. 

A Song of Degrees. —Unto thee I lift up my eyes, O thou who 
dwellest in heaven. Behold, as the eyes of servants look unto the hand 
of their masters, and the eyes of a maiden unto the hand of her mistress ; 
so our eyes wait upon the Lord, our God ! until he be gracious unto us. 
Have mercy on us, O Lord ! have mercy on us ; for we are overwhelmed 
with contempt. Our soul is overwhelmed with the scorn of those who 
are at ease, and the contempt of the proud. 

PSALM CXXIV. 

A Song of Degrees of David. —If the Lord had not been for us, 
Israel may now say, if the Lord had not been for us, when men rose up 
against us, they had swallowed us up alive, when their wrath was kin¬ 
dled against us. Then the waters had overwhelmed us, the stream had 
gone over our soul. Then the waves of wickedness had gone over our 
soul. Blessed be the Lord, who hath not given us a prey to their teeth. 
Our soul hath escaped as a bird out of the fowler’s snare: the snare is 
broken, and we are escaped.

PSALM C. 

A Psalm of Thanksgiving. —Shout unto the Lord, all inhabitants of 
the earth. Serve the Lord with gladness. Come into his presence with 
a song. Know ye that the Lord is God alone; it is he who hath made 
us, and his we are—his people, and the sheep of his pasture. Enter ye 
his gates with thanksgiving, and his courts with praise : be thankful unto 
him, and bless his name. For the Lord is good; his mercy is everlasting, 
and his truth endureth to all generations. 

“The glory of the Lord shall endure for ever: the Lord rejoices in 
his works. Blessed be the name of the Lord from henceforth, and for 
evermore. From the rising of the sun unto the going down thereof, the 
Lord’s name is praised. High above all the nations is the Lord, and his 
glory above the heavens. Thy name, O Lord! endureth for ever; and 
the memorial of thee, O Lord ! throughout all generations. In heaven 
hath the Lord prepared his throne; and his kingdom hath dominion over 
all. Let the heavens be glad, and the earth rejoice; and they shall say 
among the nations. The Lord hath reigned: the Lord reigneth: the Lord 
hath reigned : the Lord shall reign for ever and ever. The Lord is king 
for ever and ever: the heathen have perished out of his land. The Lord 
frustrateth the counsel of the nations: he annihilated! the devices of the 
people. Various are the imaginations in the heart of man; but it is 
the counsel of the Lord alone tliat shall stand. The counsel of the Lord 
shall stand for ever: and the purposes of his heart to all generations. 
For he spoke, and it was done; he commanded, and it was established. 
For the Lord hath chosen Zion; he hath desired it for his habitation.

PSALM CXLVI. 

' Praise ye the Lord. Praise the Lord, O my soul! I will praise the 
Lord whilst I live. I will sing praises unto my God whilst I exist. Put 
not your trust in princes, in the son of man, in whom there is no salva¬ 
tion. His spirit goeth away, he returneth to his native earth ; in that 
very day his thoughts perish. But happy is he who hath the God of 
Jacob for his help, whose hope is in the Lord his God. Who made 
heaven and earth, the sea, and all that is therein; who keepeth truth for 
ever, who executeth judgment for the oppressed; and giveth food to the 
hungry. The Lord looseneth the prisoners; the Lord openeth the eyes 
of the blind: the Lord raiseth those who are bowed down: the Lord 
loveth the righteous. The Lord protecteth strangers; he relieveth the 
fatherless and the widow; but the way of the wicked he overthroweth. 
The Lord shafll reign for ever; thy God, O Zion! unto all generations. 
Hallelujah. 

PSALM CXLVIL 

Praise ye the Lord ; for it is good to sing praises unto our God; for 
such praise is pleasant and agreeable.

Praise him ye heavens of heavens, and ye waters that float in the upper 
regions of the sky. Let them praise the name of the Lord ; for he com¬ 
manded, and they were created. He also established them for ever and 
ever: he made a decree which shall not pass away. Praise the Lord from 
the earth, also ye whales, and all the inhabitants of the great abyss. Fire 
and hail, snow and vapours, and the stormy wind, fulfilling his word. 
Ye mountains and all hills, fruitful trees and all cedars. Ye beasts and 
all cattle, creeping things, and winged fowl. Kings of the earth, and all 
people; princes, and judges of the earth. Both young men and maidens, 
old men and children. Let them all praise the name of the Lord; for 
his name alone is exalted, his glory is over the earth and the heavens. He 
will also exalt the horn of his people, the praise of all his saints; even of 
the children of Israel, a people near unto him. Hallelujah,

The enemy said, I will pursue, I will 
overtake, I will divide the spoil: my soul shall be glutted with vengeance 
upon them; I will unsheath my sword, my hand shall destroy them. 
Thou didst blow with thy wind, and the sea covered them : they sunk as 
lead in the mighty waters. Who is like unto thee, O Lord! amongst the 
mighty? Who is like thee, glorious in holiness, tremendous in praises, 
working miracles? 'I'hou stretchedst out thy right hand, the earth 
swallowed them. In thy mercy hast thou led forth the people thou hast 
redeemed : with thy strength hast thou guided them unto thy holy habi¬ 
tation. The nations hear and tremble : sorrow seizes the inhabitants of 
Palestine.

When I call, do thou answer me! on the day when I stand up in the 
midst of thy congregation, O Lord ! open thou my lips, and ray mouth 
shall declare thy praise. O God, my God thou art! Before thee my secret 
sins are open, my soul and my bones tremble through fear of thee. 
When I call, do thou answer me ! on the day when the erring ones long 
for thy salvation, when the liberal minded of nations are assembled. O 
God, my God thou art! Thou who coverest thyself, and art clothed in 
righteousness! thy adorers have deputed me, I will speak for them in 
full confidence of thy mercy. When I call, do thou answer me! on the 
day when my wrongs thou wilt suppress, and my wound bind up, may 
my heart be perfect in thy statutes, that I be not put to shame. O God, 
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my God thou art! Guard my thoughts that they mislead me not, the 
errors of my lips, that they draw me not from the right path. When I 
call, do thou answer me! on the day w'hen the reciting of thy praises 
makes me forget my affliction, send thy light and truth that they rightly 
lead me. O God, my God thou art! Unto thee will I hope, Rock of my 
strength teach me, and strengthen me, for I have no power within me. 
When I call do thou answer me! on the day appointed to sift and to 
atone for my guilt, a pure heart create thou me, O God, and a correct 
spirit renew within me. O God, my God thou art! Thou who dwellest 
on high, from the depths I call unto thee and moan. When I call, do 
thou answer me! on the day when I say aloud in the assembly of those 
who anxiously hope for pardon, ‘‘ Who is conscious of guilt let him re¬ 
urn, and God may avert the evil.” O God, my God thou art! I am before 
thee in my guiltiness; but if thou Lord God wouldst mark iniquities, 
who could stand, who ? When I call, do thou answer me ! on this day 
do not enter in judgment with me, for in iniquity I was shapen, and in 
sin ray mother conceived me. O God, my God thou art! Thou hast 
caused the remedy to precede my evil in order to justify me; thou hast 
established a day of pardon to crown me thereon with favour. When I 
call, do thou answer me ! on the day when the bonds of sin that enchain 
me shall be broken, wash me thoroughly from my iniquity, and cleanse 
me from my sin. O God, my God thou art! Thy approach my thoughts 
earnestly desire, though mournfully I am bent through my presumptuous 
sins. When I call, do thou answer me ! on the day when thou didst 
proclaim to the stem of my faithful: “ Take words with you, and return 
unto the Lord !” O God, my God thou art 1 Their heart thy congre¬ 
gation have purified ; thy beloved have abstained from food and drink. 
When I call do thou answer me! on the day ordained for the affliction 
of the person of them that adhere to thee, when I feel that it is well for 
me to have been afflicted, in order that I may learn thy statutes. O God, 
my God thou art! Unto thee we raise our eye-lids, before thee we stand, 
and prostrate ourselves to the earth. When I call, do thou answer me ! 
On the day when the falsehood of our thoughts is investigated, we will 
raise our hearts and our hands unto the God in heaven. O God, ray 
God thou art! Thou gracious One, revered in the assembly of seraphim 
of heaven, remember me and visit me, when with my inmost thoughts I 
pray. When I call, do thou answer me ! On the day when I proclaim 
in the assembly of my faithful ones : “ The soul of all living shall bless 
thy name, O Lord !” 

The soul of all living shall bless thy name, O Lord, our God! and 
the spirit of all flesh shall continually glorify and extol thy memorial, 
O our King ! for from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God: and 
besides thee, we have no king, redeemer, or saviour, to redeem, de¬ 
liver, answer, and compassionate us in all times of trouble and distress; 
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we have no king to aid and support us, but thee only. Thou art God 
of the first, and of the last: tlie God of all creatures, and the Lord of all 
generations. Who is adored with all manner of praise. Who governeth 
his world with tenderness, and his creatures with mercy. And the Lord 
is ever awake; he slumbereth not, he sleepeth not: he rouseth those 
who sleep, and awakeneth those who slumber: he revivelh the dead, 
healeth the sick, openeth the eyes of the blind, and raiseth up those who 
are bowed down. He causeth the dumb to speak, and revealelh hidden 
things. And therefore unto thee, who art God alone, we render adoration. 

And although our mouth were filled with song as the fulness of the 
sea; and our tongue with hymns as the multitude of its billows; and 
our lips with praise like the wide extent of the firmament; and our eyes 
with brightness like the sun and moon ; and our hands extended like the 
eagles of heaven ; and our feet swift as the hind’s : we should neverthe¬ 
less be incapable of rendering sufficient thanks unto thee, O Lord, our 
God ! or to bless thy name, O our King! for one of the innumerable 
benefits which thou hast conferred on us and our ancestors; or the signs 
and wonders which thou didst perform aforetime. For thou, O Lord 
our God ! didst redeem us from Egypt, and release us from the house of 
bondage; in time of famine didst thou feed us : and in plenty provide for 
us. From the sword thou didst deliver us; from the pestilence thou 
didst save us ; and from many and sore diseases thou didst relieve us. 
Hitherto thy tender mercies have supported us, and thy kindness hath 
not forsaken us: and therefore, the members of which thou hast formed 
us, the living spirit and soul which thou hast breathed into us, and the 
tongue which thou hast placed in our mouth—behold, they shall con¬ 
tinually thank, bless, praise, glorify, and sing unto thy name, O our 
King ! For every mouth shall adore thee; every tongue praise thee; 
and every eye wait on thee; every knee shall bend unto thee ; and,every 
stature shall bow down before thee. Every heart shall fear thee ; and 
the inward part and reins shall sing praise unto thy name ; as it is 
said, All my bones shall say, O Lord ! who is like unto thee ? Thou 
deliverest the poor from one of superior strength ; the poor and needy 
from their oppressor.” Tlioii hearest the cry of the poor, and regardest 
the exclamation of the indigent, and helpest him. And it is written, 
“ Rejoice in the Lord, O ye righteous, for to the upright praise is 
comely.” 

With the mouth of the upright shalt thou be extolled ; blessed with 
the lips of the righteous ; sanctified with the tongue of the pious ; and 
praised in the midst of saints :

With melodious voice, the hymn prolong the host of the third band, 
and Nuriel, the chief of God, stands preeminent among them : at their 
shout, and their acclaim, the highest sphere does tremble, when they ex- 
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claim, “ Where is the place of the everlasting One, who createth the 
highest and the lowest'?” To behold the glorious one, girt with might, 
day and night they desire.

Who with mercy illuminatest the earth, and those 
who dwell therein: and in thy goodness every day constantly renewest 
the works of the creation. How great are thy works, O Lord! in wisdom 
hast thou made them all: the earth is full of thy possessions. Thou art 
the only King to be extolled, praised, glorified, and exalted, ever since 
the creation. O everlasting God ! in thy abundant mercy have compas¬ 
sion on us: O Lord of our strength. Rock of our fortress. Shield of our 
salvation, be thou our defence. There is none to be compared with thee: 
there is none beside thee : there is no other, save thee ; and who is like 
thee ! There is none to be compared with thee, O Lord our God, in this 
world; there is none beside thee, O our King! in the future state.

Creator of officiating 
angels, whose ministers are all established in the highest spheres ; causing 
with reverence and unanimity their voice to be heard, proclaiming the 
dictates of the living God, and eternal Sovereign. They all are lovely, 
pure, mighty, and holy spirits; all performing the will of their master, 
with sacred fear and reverence; all of them opening their mouths in 
holiness, and purity: and with song and psalmody, continually blessing, 
praising, glorifying, hallowing, reverencing, and ascribing sovereign 
power unto the name of God ; the great, mighty, and tremendous King! 
who alone is holy. They also, all willingly receive from each other, the 
yoke of the kingdom of heaven ; and give permission to one another to 
sanctify their Maker, with a tranquil spirit, pure delivery, and sacred 
harmony ; they altogether cry aloud with awful fear, and proclaim with 
reverence, “ Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts ! the whole earth is 
full of his glory.” And the ophanim and holy creatures with an impetu¬ 
ous motion upraise themselves towards each other, praising, and saying, 
** Blessed be the glory of the Lord from his residence.” 

To the blessed God, all shall offer harmonious songs. To the King, 
the living and ever-existing God, shall they utter hymns, and cause 
praises to be heard, for he alone is high and holy, who worketh mighty 
things, and maketh new ones: he is the Lord of battles ; who soweth 
righteousness, and causeth salvation to spring forth; the Creator of all 
remedies, tremendous in praises, and Lord of wonders ; and who in his 
goodness, every day constantly reneweth the works of the creation : as 
it is said, “ To him who made great luminaries, for his mercy endureth 
for ever:” he hath also set the heavenly lights in order, to gladden the 
world that he hath created. Blessed art thou, O Lord, the Former of 
the lights. 

With everlasting love hast thou loved us, O Lord, our God ! and with 
exceeding great mercy hast thou compassionated us, O our Father, and 
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our King! for the sake of thy great name, and for the sake of our fathers, 
who trusted in thee, to whom thou didst teach the statutes of life, that 
they might perform thy will with a perfect heart; thus also be gracious 
unto us, we beseech thee, O our Father, who art a merciful Father, con¬ 
tinually showing mercy. O have mercy upon us, and enlighten our 
hearts with understanding, that we may be able to understand, fully com¬ 
prehend, hearken, learn, teach, keep, execute, and accomplish all the 
work of the doctrine of thy law out of love to thee. 0 enlighten our 
eyes in thy law, and cause us to cleave unto thy precepts ; unite also our 
hearts to love and fear thy name that we be not confounded, nor put to 
shame ; neither may we ever stumble in our duty; because we have 
trusted in thy holy, great, mighty, and tremendous name: and let us 
rejoice, and be glad in thy salvation. 0 Lord, our God ! suffer not thy 
tender mercies and manifold loving-kindnesses ever to forsake us.

They heard thee with 
their intellectual ears, when their corporeal ones were deafened. They 
continually proclaim thy holiness, saying, “ Holy, Holy, Holy, is the 
Lord of Hosts!” 

“ The Lord of Hosts” is the glorious name of thy kingdom, “ the Eter¬ 
nal One the name of thy divinity,” The immensity of thy kingdom cannot 
be told nor spoken, also to thy Godhead no second can be joined. Many 
fearful beings stand in front of thy throne, unseen of man, and innumera¬ 
ble ones in the rear thereof, visible by their acts.*' The baimers of thy

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spiritual servants hast thou erected as a testimony and a sign, to prove 
that all that is, is from thee, the Lord of Hosts ! All are thy servants, 
ministering in thy presence, mighty in strength to perform thy will. 
These are they who are hidden from the eyes of thy creatures; these are 
they visible to the eyes of thy prophets. They are called the far and 
near ones and without motion like that of man, they hasten onward 
and return. And their course is the course of my God and King in the 
sanctuary ; the Lord is among them, as of old in tlie sanctuary at Sinai. 
They speak, but only as by thee permitted; they act, but only as thou 
wiliest. Therefore, all who hear their words will truly say: “ That it is 
thy mouth which speaketh unto them.” 


They are chief of the first dominion and their armies, and all the 
heavenly host are like bearers of their armour. On them did he cause 
everlasting light to rest, and their tents are filled with peace. The spring 
of wisdom proceeds from them; and the fountain of life is found with 
them. There is neither darkness, nor gloom neither the want of aught 
nor death. Happy is the man who mixeth with them, so as to sanctify 
himself with their sanctity, at morn and even, to call like David unto the 
celestial orders, saying, “ Bless ye the Lord, ye hie angels.” 


The second dominion is the host of heaven, and the living creatures* 
of the celestial choir, whose surface is full of eyes. Arranging themselves 
to the right and left they run to and fro; and are established in their 
stations, in the highest spheres. And the ophanim are upraised towards 
them, ardently desiring to adore thy divine Presence. Then appear the 
Standards of ten thousand numerous hosts, all of whom are wise, and 
mighty in deeds. Those who follow them are the sun and moon; each 
shining forth attracted to its place. Unto them all the stars of light unite 
themselves, appointed for various dominions, and to give light. Unto 
these adhere the host of heaven, and the waters which are above the 
heavens, each seeking to perform the service of his province, according 
to his appointed duty: there is none to obstruct or ensnare them, neither is 
there any froward or perverse among them. They both give and re¬ 
ceive permission from each other, and with one accord lift up their voice, 
and shout in the name of the Lord, the eternal God ! and to them did the 
psalmist, in his sacred verses, call, when saying, Bless ye the Lord, all 
his hosts.”

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The third dominion, and the host thereof, is the earth and all that is 
thereon: the expansions of the air and fire, and their productions; the 
sea, and all that is in it; fire, hail, and snow, issuing from his treasury, 
and the stormy wind fulfilling his word. The streams of water at his 
command divided themselves, and the branches of the cedars of Lebanon, 
by his wisdom, unfolded themselves ; herbage yielding seed, and trees for 
planting, and the grass of the field to satisfy the beast. He has created 
in immense multitude the fishes of the seas, and also the whales thereof, 
likewise the different species of the winged creation. Like a table set in 
order, thou, O God ! didst cause the earth to bring forth cattle and creep¬ 
ing things, and the beasts of the earth ; to deliver all into the hand of man, 
thy delegate, to whom thou hast given dominion over the works of thy 
hands: that kings might issue from his loins, even a kingdom of priests, 
and a host of pious men to thee devoted ; for thou didst create them to 
give thanks to thy holy name,* and to glory in thy praise, hast thou 
called them into existence. Thou hast been sanctified and glorified 
among them, and from the mouth of babes and sucklings hast thou 
founded strength. O may the name of the glory of thy kingdom be ex¬ 
alted above all, by the mouth of those who perform thy service, and who 
are sent on thy ministrations ; and thus did the sweet psalmist sing unto 
his Maker, “Bless ye the Lord, all his works.’* 


Bless ye the Lord, in all places of his dominion; there is none holy 
as the Lord, for there is none beside him. He brought forth the precious 
Jeshurun from among the base, and led him through the sea by the hand 
of his prophet Moses. He also caused his glory to descend into the 
sanctuary, his footstool; and caused his prophet to ascend into his ex¬ 
alted clouds. The precious spirit of prophecy hath he bestowed on those 
who love him, and poured a liberal spirit on those who obey him. He 
directed them into the order of his established service, to make them 
equal to the first dominion. For as the ministring angels, so do they 
also sanctify, presenting and offering sacred thanksgivings. They 
appease his anger, and are pardoned; and proclaim the praises of the 
Lord. They also, like the seraphim and aralim cover themselves with 
their mantles, and are likened to the tarshishim** and hashmalim. They 
assemble with eager and hasty steps, and fortify themselves to walk with 
thee. They are clothed with awe, and covered with conscious shame; 
yet adorning themselves with fortitude to serve thee, they hasten and 
are not silent; but reverence and sanctify thee, and thrice rehearse a holy 
praise unto thee, O God! who art reverenced in the congregation of the 
saints.

—We will sanctify and reverence thee, with harmonious speech, 
as used in the assembly of the holy seraphim, who thrice rehearse a holy 
praise unto thee ; for thus it is written by the hand of thy prophet; “ And

Cong. —Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts! the whole earth is 
full of his glory.’* 

Read. —While those angels who are over against them, continue 
praising, and say, 

Cong. —“ Blessed is the glory of the Lord from the place of his resi¬ 
dence.” 

Read. —And in thy holy word it is written, saying, 

Cong. —“The Lord shall reign for ever; even thy God, O Zion, unto 
all generations. Hallelujah.” 

Thou art holy, and thy name is holy, and the saints praise thee daily. 
Selali. 

Ascribe ye dominion unto God, from generation to generation; for he 
alone is exalted and holy. 

And may thy name be sanctified, 0 Lord, our God! amongst thy 
people Israel. 

And thus also extend the fear of thee, O Lord, our God ! over all thy 
works, and the dread of thee, over all thou hast created; so that all thy 
works may fear thee, and all creatures bow down before thee: so that 
they may all form one band, to perform thy will with an upright heart; 
as we, thy people, know, O Lord, our God ! that the dominion is thine; 
strength is in thy hand, and might in thy right hand; and thy name is 
tremendous over all thou hast created. 

And thus also grant honour unto thy people; a good name unto those 
who fear thee ; a pleasing hope unto those who seek thee ; and confidence 
unto those who wait for thee: joy unto thy land, gladness unto thy city, 
a revival of the kingdom of thy servant David, and a renewed splendour 
to the light of the son of Jesse, thy anointed, speedily in our days. 

And then the righteous shall see it, and rejoice; the upright be glad, 
and the saints exult in song: but iniquity shall be dumb, and all manner 
of wickedness vanish in smoke ; when thou shalt remove the dominion 
of presumptuous sin from the earth. 

And do thou, even thou, O Lord, our God ! speedily reign over all thy 
works, in mount Zion, the residence of thy glory, and in Jerusalem, the 
city of thy sanctuary: as it is written in thy holy word, “The Lord 
shall reign for ever; even thy God, O Zion! unto all generations. 
Hallelujah.” 

Thou art holy ! and thy name is fearful; and besides thee there is no 
God ; as it is written, “And the Lord of Hosts shall be exalted in judg¬ 
ment: and the Holy God shall be sanctified, by displaying his righteous¬ 
ness.” Blessed art thou, O Lord ! the Holy King ! 
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Thou hast chosen us from all people; thou hast loved and favoured 
us, and exalted us above all nations, and sanctified us with thy command* 
ments, and brought us near unto thy service, 0 our King ! and hast called 
us by thy great and holy name. 

And with love hast thou given us, O Lord our God : [on the sabbath, 
SAY, this day of rest and] this Day of Atonement, this day of pardoning 
iniquity: even this day of holy convocation, for remission, forgiveness, 
and atonement: and thereon to pardon all our iniquities : a holy convoca* 
tion in love, a memorial of the departure from Egypt. 

Our God ! and God of our fathers, pardon our iniquities [on the 
SABBATH, SAY, on this day of rest,] on this Day of Atonement, on this 
day of remission of sins, even on this day of holy convocation. O blot 
out and remove our transgressions from thy sight: as it is said “ I, even 
I, am he, who blot out thy transgressions for my own sake; and thy 
sins I will not remember.” And it is said, “ I have made thy transgres¬ 
sions vanish away like a cloud, and thy sins like a vapour; return unto 
me, for I have redeemed thee.” And it is said, “ For on this day shall 
he make an atonement for you, to cleanse you, that ye may be clean 
from all your sins before the Lord.” 

O our God! and God of our fathers! we beseech thee not to make an 
end of 118 , when thy hand taketh hold of justice. When we are to be 
rebuked by thee, blot not our name out of thy book. In thy approadi 
to examine the chastisement we deserve, suffer thy mercy to overcome 
thy anger: and when thou beholdest the poverty of our works, sufier 
thy charity to flow from thee. O our Parent! when we cry unto thee, 
command our salvation at our entreaty, and restore the captivity of the 
tents of him who was perfect for behold his cities are desolate. O 
remember! thou hast said, that the covenant shall never depart from the 
mouth of his posterity. Loosen the seal of the testimony, and reveal 
thy secret counsel unto thy disciples. May the great senate be restored, 
and let not aught of its greatness, we pray thee, be wanting. O God! 
own those who acknowledge thee, and cast down those who disown 
thee: for thou wilt cause the enchained prisoners'* who wmt with hope, 
to return to the stronghold. 

Our God! and God of our fathers; may our prayers come before thee, 
and hide not thyself from our supplications; for we are not so shameless 
of face, or hardened, as to declare in thy presence, O Lord, our God! 
and God of our fathers, that we are righteous, and have not sinned; 
verily, we have sinned, we and our fathers. 

Reader alone: 

We have trespassed, we have dealt treacherously, we have stolen, we 
have spoken slander, we have committed iniquity, and have done wick*

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edly : we have acted presumptuously; we have committed violence: we 
have framed falsehood; we have counselled evil: we have uttered lies ; 
we have scorned; we have rebelled; we have blasphemed; we have 
revolted ; we have acted perversely; we have transgressed; we have 
oppressed : we have been stiff-necked ; we have acted wickedly ; we have 
corrupted ; we have done abominably; we have gone astray ourselves, 
and have caused others to err; we have also turned aside from thy 
precepts, and from thy good institutions, and which hast not profited us; 

But thou art just concerning all that is come upon us; for thou hast 
dealt most truly, but we have done wickedly.’* 

We have offended more than any other people: are ashamed more 
than any other nation. Joy is driven from us ; and our heart is faint 
because of our sins. The desire of our heart is destroyed, and our glory* 
is rejected. The dwelling-place of our sanctuary is laid waste, because 
of our iniquities: our palace has become desolate : the choicest part of 
our land is given to strangers: and our strength to aliens : yet have we 
not hitherto turned from our errors. How dare we then be so shameless 
of face, and hardened, as to declare in thy presence, O Lord, our God, 
and God of our fathers! that we are righteous, and have not sinned ; 
verily we have sinned, we and our fathers. 

The great Confession composed by Rabbanu Nissim, Principal of the College of 

Babylon. 

Sovereign of the Universe! before I make confession, I must acknow¬ 
ledge that I have no power to answer, nor confidence to lift up my head; 
for my iniquities overwhelm me, and as a heavy burden are too cumbrous 
for me: my transgressions also are too numerous to be counted, and my 
sins are innumerable. I now make confession before thee, O Lord, my 
God, and God of my fathers! with my head bowed down, and my body 
bent; with an humble spirit, and debilitated strength; with a broken 
heart, bowing, bending, kneeling, and prostrate : in dread, fear, and awe; 
with trembling, terror, and pain, for the sins, iniquities, and transgres¬ 
sions, which I have committed against thee, O Lord, my God ! In thy 
presence, O Lord, my God ! I will relate part of my evil doings, perverse 
ways, and base actions. To make a complete enumeration of them is 
not possible; neither am I able to particularise, or specify them; nor 
have I power to sum them up. I am unworthy to ask for pardon, for¬ 
giveness, and remission for them. What am I ? what is my life ? I am 
vanity and emptiness ; dust and ashes; a worm ! an insect! I am covered 
with shame because of my sins, confounded because of my iniquities, 
and brought to reproach, because of my transgressions. If I attempt to 
specify, sum up, or particularise them, time would fail, but they would 
not be completed: neither have I confidence to make confession of them.

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My iniquity is greater than I can bear, and ray transgressions are too many 
for number: I am ashamed and confounded, as a thief when detected. 

Sovereign of the Universe! If I should attempt to particularize my 
sins, to specify, and declare them, the time would fail, but they would 
not be completed. For which of them shall I make request? Of which 
shall I make confession ? And for which shall I implore pardon, for¬ 
giveness, and remission? For my sins in general, or for particulars? 
for those committed in secret, or publicly ? for the ancient or the 
recent ? for the new or the old ? for the hidden or the known ? for such 
as I remember, or those I have forgotten ? I am fully sensible that I have 
not kept either law or precept; I am destitute of knowledge, understand¬ 
ing, righteousness, rectitude, acts of piety, or purity of heart. Verily, I 
am a fool, and not intelligent; ignorant, and devoid of understanding; a 
violator of others’ property, and not faithful; guilty, and not innocent; 
wicked, and not righteous; doing evil, and not good: neither have I per¬ 
formed any good acts. 

But I have trespassed against thy law, have prevaricated with thy 
precepts, and despised thy commandments; I have stolen, and taken by 
violence; I have spoken slander, done evil, and committed iniquity; 1 
have walked disobediently with thee, and have done wickedly ; I have 
acted presumptuously, and committed fornication; I have committed 
violence, and have coveted; I have sinned, gone astray, framed falsehood, 
and counselled evil; I have denied the truth, and uttered lies; I have 
scorned, and have caused others to mock ; I have been disobedient, have 
rebelled against thy commandments, and rejected thy precepts; I have 
blasphemed, and committed adultery; I have been ensnared, and caught 
by the words of my mouth ; I have turned aside from thee; I have re¬ 
volted, acted perversely, and transgressed; I have oppressed, and been 
stiff-necked; I have abhorred thy reproofs, and perverted my ways; I 
have acted wickedly, and corrupted; I have uttered falsehood, and done 
abominably; I have gone astray, and have caused others to err; and all 
manner of evil deeds have I committed. 

And if thou judge me according to my works, wo is me ! Ah me! 
Unhappy me! Alas for me! Wo unto my soul! And if thou seek to 
cleanse me, as silver is cleansed and refined, there will not remain aught 
of me. 

May it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, my God, and God of 
my fathers ! not to enter into judgment.with thy servant; for in thy pre¬ 
sence no one living can be justified. What am I? What is my UCbT 
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I am as stubble before the fire, as dry wood before the flame, and as a 
potsherd covered with silver dross: vanity of vanities, which hath no 
substance. Wherewith shall I come into thy presence, O Lord, ray 
God ! or what remedy shall 1 request of thee ? As a stubborn and diso¬ 
bedient son have I been, to provoke thee, by doing evil in thy sight: as a 
servant who rebelleth against his lord, and as a disciple contending with 
his master: for that which thou hast declared clean, I have made unclean; 
and that which thou hast pronounced unclean, have I declared clean: 
that which thou hast prohibited, have 1 allowed; and what thou hast 
allowed, have I prohibited ; what thou lovest, have I hated; and what 
thou hatest, have I loved: what thou hast accounted trivial, have I es¬ 
teemed important; and what thou hast esteemed important, have I ac¬ 
counted trivial: what thou hast brought near, have I removed far off; 
and what thou hast removed far off, have I brought near; yet, did I not 
intend to provoke^ thee. With confidence am I come into thy presence, 
to implore pardon, forgiveness, and remission. I approach thee in confi¬ 
dent reliance, knowing that I shall not be put to shame; because 1 have 
put my trust in thee, O Lord ! and said, thou art my God : I also depend 
on thy abundant mercies: for I know that thou art a gracious and merci¬ 
ful God, long-suffering, and abundant in mercy; diffusing good abun¬ 
dantly. 

The following is said by the Reader only; 

Sovereign of the Universe ! It is not for myself only that I pray, 
confess, and make supplication; but for me, and all this holy congregation, 
who stand in thy presence: and though I am unworthy, unqualified, and 
insufficient to confess, pray, and supplicate for myself, much less for 
others, yet have I fortified my heart by the knowledge of thy mercies; 
for it is thy way to cause thy anger to pass by, and thou art wont to 
delay thy wrath, and it is thy custom to have mercy on thy creatures, 
who earnestly return unto thee, and make confession of their sins before 
thee : who forsake, and repent of their transgressions, and attempt not to 
hide them: for thus it is written,* He who hideth his sins, shall not 
prosper; but who confesseth and forsaketh them, shall obtain mercy.” 

Sovereign of the Universe ! the custom of thy righteous tribunal is not 
like the proceedings of human tribunals: for the method of mankind is, 
that if a man hath a pecuniary demand on his neighbour, he cites him 
before the judge; if he flatly denies it, he is acquitted oft the demand ;

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and if he confesses, he is condemned to pay. But at thy righteous 
tribunal it is not so; for if he denies, wo to him, wo to his soul! but if 
he confesses, and forsakes his sins, thou wilt have mercy upon him, and 
deliver his soul from the punishment of hell. May then the power of 
thy mercy be manifested this day, in pardoning the sin of thy people, 
who make confession before thee, and say,

heart, so that there is nothing concealed from thee, neither is there any 
thing hidden from thy sight. O may it be acceptable in thy presence, 
O Lord, our God, and God of our fathers ! to pardon all our sins, 
forgive all our iniquities: and grant us pardon and remission for all our 
transgressions. 

For the sin which we have committed against thee by compulsion. 

For the sin which we have committed against thee voluntarily. 

For the sin which we have committed against thee secretly. 

For the sin which we have committed against thee publicly. 

For the sin which we have committed against thee through ignorance. 

For the sin which we have committed against thee presumptuously. 

For the sins for which we are bound to bring a trespass-offering. 

For the sins for which we are bound to bring a burnt-offering. 

For the sins for which we are bound to bring a sin-offering. 

For the sins for which we have incurred the penalty of forty stripes. 

For the sins for which we have incurred the penalty of excision. 

For the sins for which we have incurred the penalty of death and exci¬ 
sion. 

For the sins for which we have incurred the penalty of death by the 
hand of God. 

For the sins for which we have incurred the penalty of the four kinds 
of death inflicted by our tribunal of justice ; viz. stoning, burning, slay¬ 
ing, and strangling; for transgressing affirmative precepts, or negative 
precepts; whether an action be appropriated thereto or not; as well 
those which are known unto us, as those which are unknown unto us. 
Those which are known unto us we have already confessed before thee, 
O Lord our God ! and God of our fathers.

Read. —O thou who suppressest iniquity, and art clothed w^ith righte¬ 
ousness. Cong. —Who is God equal unto thee ! 

Read. —O thou Supreme King of kings, wljo art most awfully exalted. 
Cong. —Who is God equal unto thee ! 

Read. —O thou who supportest the fallen, and answerest the prayer 
of the oppressed. Cong. —Who is God equal unto thee! 

Read. —O thou Redeemer and Deliverer, who movest in the greatness 
of thy power.

—O thou who art nigh unto those who call upon thee, and 
merciful and gracious. Cong. —Who is God equal unto thee !

Read. —As it is written by the hand of thy prophet, “ Who is om¬ 
nipotent like unto thee, pardoning iniquity, and forgiving transgression 
to the residue of his heritage ? he retaineth not his anger for ever, because 
he delighteth in mercy. He will again have compassion on us, he will 
suppress our iniquities; yea, thou wilt cast all our sins into the depths 
of the seaas also our sins, and all the sins of thy people, the house of 
Israel, into a place where they shall not be remembered, nor visited, nor 
brought to mind for ever. “ Thou wilt show faithfulness unto Jacob, 
and mercy unto Abraham ; which thou hast sworn to our ancestors from 
the days of old.” 

Our God, and God of our fathers, mayest thou be pleased to grant that 
our memorial, and the memorial of our fathers, the memorial of Jerusalem, 
thy city, and the memorial of the Messiah, the son of David, thy servant, 
and the memorial of all thy people, the house of Israel, may ascend,

The Header then goes to the Ark to take out the Law, and says : 

“ Let thy priests be clothed with righteousness, and thy saints shout 
for joy. For thy servant David’s sake, turn not away the face of thy 
anointed.”

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Blessed be the Lord who hath given the law to his people Israel, 
blessed is he. “ Happy the people who are thus favoured! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord 1” 

Two Law Books are then taken out^ and he says: 

“ O magnify the Lord with me, and let us together extol his name.’’ 

Congre^tion say : 

Extol ye the Lord our God, and bow down at his footstool, for he is 
holy. Extol ye the Lord our God ! and worship at his holy mount, for 
the Lord our God is holy. There is none holy as the Lord: for there is 
none beside thee: neither is there any Rock like our God. For who is 
God save the Lord ? Or who is a Rock beside our God ? The law 
which Moses commanded us is the inheritance of the congregation of 
Jacob. It is a tree of life to those who lay hold of it; and the sup* 
porters thereof are happy. Its ways are ways of pleasantness, and all 
its paths are peace. Abundant peace have they who love thy law ; and 
none shall obstruct them. The Lord will give strength unto his people: 
the Lord will bless his people with peace. When I call on the name of 
the Lord, ascribe ye greatness unto our God.” All of ye ascribe power 
unto God, and render honour unto the law. 

The Law U then elevated in such a manner, that the writing may be seen by the 
• Congregation, who say : 

“ And this is the law which Moses set before the children of Israel. 
The law which Moses commanded us, is the inheritance of the congre¬ 
gation of Jacob. The way of God is perfect; the word of the Lord is 
tried: he is a buckler to all those who trust in him.” 
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Out of the first Law-Book the following portion is read to six persons ; but if it is 

Sabbath, to seven: 

Levit xvi. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, after the death* of the two sons of 
Aaron, when they offered before the Lord, and died. And the Lord said 
unto Moses, Speak unto Aaron thy brother, that he come not at all times 
into the holy place within the veil, before the mercy-seat, which is upon 
the ark, that he die not; for I will appear in the cloud upon the mercy- 
seat. Thus shall Aaron come into the holy place; with a young bull for 
a sin-offering, and a ram Tor a burnt-offering. He shall put on the holy 
linen coat, and he shall have the linen breeches upon his flesh, and shall 
be girded with the linen girdle, and with the linen mitre shall he be 
attired ; these are holy garments; therefore shall he wash his flesh in 
water, and so put them on. And he shall take of the congregation of 
the children of Israel two kids of the goats for a sin-offering, and one 
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ram for a burnt-offering. And Aaron shall offer his bull of the sin-offering, 
which is for himself, and make an atonement for himself, and for his 
house. I And he shall take the two goats, and present them before the 
Lord, at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. And Aaron shall 
cast lots upon the two goats; one lot for the Lord, and the other lot for 
the scape-goat.'* And Aaron shall bring the goat upon which the Lord’s 
lot fell, and offer him for a sin-offering: But the goat on which the lot 
fell to be the scape-goat, shall be presented alive before the Lord, to make 
an atonement with him, and to let him go for a scape-goat into the 
wilderness. And Aaron shall bring the bull of the sin-offering, which 
is for himself, and shall make an atonement for himself, and for his 
house; and shall kill the bull of the sin-offering which is for himself. | 
And he shall take a censer full of burning coals of fire from off the altar 
before the Lord, and his hands full of sweet incense beaten fine, and 
bring''it witbin the veil. And he shall put the incense upon the fire 
before the Lord, that the cloud of the incense may cover the mercy-seat 
which is upon the testimony, that he die not. And he shall take of the 
blood of the bull, and sprinkle it with his finger upon the mercy-seat, 
eastward : and before the mercy-seat shall he sprinkle of the blood with 
his finger seven times. Then shall he kill the goat of the sin-offering 
that is for the people, and bring his blood within the veil, and do with 
that blood as he did with the blood of the bull, and sprinkle it upon the 
mercy-seat and before the mercy-seat. And he shall make an atonement 
for the holy place, because of the uncleanness of the children of Israel, 
and because of their transgressions in all their sins; and so shall he do for 
the tabernacle of the congregation that remainethq among them, in the 
midst of their uncleanness. And there shall be no man in the tabernacle 
of the congregation when he goeth in to make an atonement in the holy 
place, until he come out and have made an atonement for himself, and 
for his household, and for all the congregation of Israel. I And he 
shall go out unto the altar that is before the Lord, and make an atone¬ 
ment for it; and shall take of the blood of the bull, and of the blood of 
the goat, and put it upon the horns of the altar round about. And he 
shall sprinkle of the blood upon it with his finger seven times, and 
cleanse it, and hallow it from the uncleanness of the children of Israel. 
And when he hath made an end of reconciling the holy place, and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and the altar, he shall bring the live 
goat. And Aaron shall lay both his hands upon the head of the live 
goat, and confess over him all the iniquities of the children of Israel, and 
all their transgressions in all their sins, putting them upon the head of 
the goat, and shall send him away by the hand of a man appointed 
thereto into the wilderness. [Sabbath 5.] | And the goat shall bear

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upon him all their iniquities unto a land not inhabited; and he shall send 
away the goat to the wilderness. And Aaron shall come into the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, and shall put off the linen garments which he 
put on when he went into the holy place, and shall leave them there. 
And he shall wash his flesh with water in the holy place, and put on his 
garments, and come forth and offer his burnt-offering, and the burnt- 
offering of the people, and make an atonement for himself and for the 
people. [Sabbath G.] ^ And the fat of the sin-offering shall he burn 

upon the altar. And he that let go the goat for the scape-goat shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh in water, and afterwards shall he 
come into the camp. And the bull for the sin-offering, and the goat for 
the sin-offering, whose blood was brought to make an atonement in the 
holy place, shall one carry forth witl\out the camp; and they shall bum 
in the fire their skins, and their flesh, and their dung. And he that 
burneth them shall wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh in water, and 
afterward he shall come into the camp. And this shall be a statute unto 
you for ever; that in the seventh month, on the tenth day of the month, 
ye shall afflict your souls, and do no work at all, whether it be one of 
your own country, or a stranger that sojourneth among you. For on 
that day shall the priest make an atonement for you, to cleanse you, that 
ye may be clean from all your sins before the Lord. [Sabbath 7.] I 
It shall be a sabbath of rest unto you, and ye shall afflict your souls; it 
is a statute for ever. And the priest whom he shall anoint, and whom 
he shall consecrate to minister in the priest’s office, in his father’s stead, 
shall make the atonement, and shall put on the linen clothes, the holy 
garments. And he shall make an atonement for the holy sanctuary, and 
he shall make an atonement for the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
for the altar; and he shall make an atonement for the priests, and for all 
the people of the congregation. And this shall be an everlasting statute 
unto you, to make an atonement for the children of Israel, for all their 
sins, once a year. And he did as the Lord commanded Moses. 


Then say, Kaddish Le-ayla. 


In the second the following Portion is read to the Maphtere: 

Numbers xxix. 7-12. 

And on the tenth day of this seventh month ye shall have a holy con¬ 
vocation ; and ye shall afflict your souls; ye shall not do any work 
thereon. But ye shall offer a burnt-offering unto the Lord for a sweet 
savour, one young bull, one ram, and seven lambs of the first year; they 
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shall be unto you without blemish. And their meat-offering shall be of 
fine flour, mingled with oil, three tenth-parts to a bull, and two tenth- 
parts to one ram ; a several tenth-part for one lamb, throughout the seven 
lambs: One kid of the goats for a sin-offering, beside the sin-offering of 
atonement, and the continual burnt-offering, and the meat-offering of it 
and their drink-offerings. 

Then say, Kaddbh Le-ayla. 

He who reads the Haphtorah, says the following Blessing before he begins: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who hast 
chosen good prophets; and delighted in their words, which were delivered 
in truth. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who hast chosen the law, thy ser¬ 
vant Moses, thy people Israel, and the true and righteous prophets. 

HAPHTORAH FOR THE MORNING SERVICE. 

Isaiah Ivii. 14—Iviii. 14. 

And he shall say. Cast up, cast up the causeway; make clear the way: 
remove all obstruction from the road of my people. For thus saith the 
High and Lofty One; who inhabiteth eternity ; and whose name is Holy: 
The high and holy place I inhabit: yet also with the contrite, and humble 
of spirit; to revive the spirit of the humble; and to give life to the heart 
of the contrite. For I will not always contend : neither will I be wroth 
for ever: when the spirit from before me is overwhelmed, and the souls 
which I have made. Because of the iniquity of his covetousness I was 
wroth, and I smote him: hiding my face in my anger: and he departed, and 
went on frowardly in the way of his own heart. I now see his ways, 
and I will heal him, and will guide him; and I will bestow comforts on 
him, and on his mourners. I create the fruit of the lips peace, peace, 
to him that is afar off, and to him that is near, saith the Lord; and I will 
heal him. But the wicked are like the troubled sea; for it can never be 
at rest; but its waters cast up filth and mire. There is no peace, saith 
my God, to the wicked. —Chap, lviii. Cry aloud; spare not; like a 
comet lift up thy voice: and declare unto my people their transgressions; 
and to the house of Jacob their sins. Yet me day after day they seek; 
and desire to know my ways: as a nation that hath done righteousness, 
and hath not forsaken the ordinance of their God: they continually in¬ 
quire of me concerning the ordinances of righteousness: they take delight 
to draw nigh unto God. “ Wherefore have we fasted, and thou seest 
not ? have we afflicted our souls, and thou dost not regard ?” Behold in 
the day of your fasting ye enjoy pleasure; and all your demands of la¬ 
bour ye exact rigorously. Behold ! ye fast for strife and contention; and 
to smite with the fist of wickedness; but ye fast not so at this day to 
cause your voice to be heard on high. Is such then the fast which I

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choose ; a day that a man should afflict his soul ? When he should bow 
down his head like a bulrush; and spread sackcloth and ashes for his 
couch ? Shall this be called a fast, and a day acceptable to the Lord ? Is 
not this rather the fast which I choose ? to dissolve the bands of wicked¬ 
ness ; to loosen the oppressive burthens; and to let the oppressed go 
free ; and that ye should break asunder every yoke ? Is it not, to dis¬ 
tribute thy bread to the hungry ? and to bring the miserably afflicted 
poor into thy house ? When thou seest the naked, that thou clothe him, 
and that thou hide not thyself from thy own flesh ? Then shall thy light 
break forth like the morning; and thy health shall spring forth speedily; 
and thy righteousness shall go before thee; and the glory of the Lord 
shall receive thee. Then shalt thou call, and the Lord will answer; thou 
shalt cry, and he will say, Lo, I am here! If thou remove from the 
midst of thee oppression, the pointing of the finger, and the injurious 
speech. If thou pour out thy soul to the hungry, and satisfy the afflicted 
soul; then shall thy light rise in obscurity, and thy darkness shall be as 
the noon day. And the Lord will ever lead thee, and satisfy thy soul 
with dainties; and strengthen thy bones; and thou shalt be like a 
well watered garden, and like a spring the water of which never faileth. 
And they that spring from thee shall build the ancient ruins; the founda¬ 
tions of olden times shalt thou raise up; and thou shalt be called. The 
repairer of the broken mound; the restorer of paths to be frequented by 
inhabitants. If thou restrain thy foot on the sabbath; not doing thy 
pleasure on my holy day ; and call the sabbath a delight; and the holy 
feast of the Lord honourable; and honour it, by refraining from thy 
purpose; from pursuing thy pleasure, and from speaking vain words; 
Then shalt thou find delight in the Lord; and I will cause thee to tread 
on the high places of the earth; and I will cause thee to enjoy the in¬ 
heritance of Jacob thy father : for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.

O ray God ! before I was formed I was unworthy: and now that I 
have been formed am as though I had not been formed: dust I am in 
my life-time, how much more at my decease. Behold, I stand before 
thee, O Lord, my God! and God of my fathers, as a vessel full of shame 
and confusion. O may it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, my 
God ! and God of my fathers, to assist me, that I may sin no more : and 
the sins which I have committed against thee, wash away through thy 
mercy, but not through means of severe bodily sufferings. “ May the 
words of my mouth and the meditations of my heart, be acceptable in thy 
presence, O Lord! who art ray Rock and Redeemer.” May he who 
maketh peace in his high heavens, through his infinite mercy grant peace 
unto us and all Israel. Amen.

We approach thee to supplicate thy favour, for mercy and truth will 
meet thy presence: O do not put us to shame: O do not dismiss us 
empty from thy presence; but pardon us, and send us [salvation and^ 
mercy from thy residence. 

“We come to seek forgiveness from thee, O thou most dread and 
tremendous Being, our refuge in times of trouble: O grant us life, be 
gracious unto us, that we may invoke thy name: O pardon us, and send 
us [forgiveness and] mercy from thy exalted habitation. 

I will hope in God; I will entreat his presence; and beseech him to 
grant me eloquence of tongue; that in the congregation of the people, I 
may sing of his mighty power, and in joyful strains rehearse his wonderful 
works.

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! and God of our fathers; God of 
Abraham, God of Isaac, and God of Jacob; the great, almighty, and 
tremendous God; the Most High God, who bestowest gracious favours, 
possessor of all things; who rememberest the piety of the patriarchs, and 
who wilt in love send a redeemer to their children, for the sake of thy 
name. 

Remember us unto life, O almighty King! who delightest in life. O 
write us in the book of life, for thy own sake, O God of life (who art 
the living God). 

O King! Supporter, Saviour, and Shield! Blessed art thou, O Lord I 
the Shield of Abraham. 

Thou, O Lord! art mighty for ever; it is thou who revivest the dead, 
and art mighty to save; who causest the dew to descend. Who sustain- 
est the living with beneficence, and with great mercy quickenest the 
dead; supportest the fallen, and healest the sick'; thou loosenest those 
who are in bonds, and wilt accomplish thy faith unto those who sleep in

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the dust. Who is like unto thee, O Lord! of mighty acts ? or who can be 
compared unto thee, who art the King who killest, and restorest to life, 
and causest salvation to spring forth ? 

Who is like unto thee, 0 merciful Father; who in mercy rememberest 
thy creatures to life ? 

Thou art also faithfid to revive the dead. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
who revivest the dead.

Read, and Cong. —And thus will we sanctify thee, O King! (Repeat.) 

In the awful heavens is the seat of thy throne, and among terrestrial 
inhabitants is the power of thy dominion displayed. Those reverence 
thy exalted glory, and these ascribe holiness, to thy kingly name: “ There 
is none holy like thee, O Lord ! for there is none besides thee.” The 
throne of his praise is in the mighty heavens, and the ends of his train 
fill his temple; angels are on the right, angels are on the left; “ Seraphim 
stand all around him.” And among the inhabitants of the earth, the 
people of God are distinguished, who stand this day, as an humble sup¬ 
pliant; they praise, and make confession to the Rock, the Redeemer, 
and Deliverer ; “ And they sanctify the Holy One of Jacob, and the 
God of Israel.” In the mighty heavens, the exalted angels tegether go 
forth with fear, and return with dread; and with trembling reverence the 
sole King; “ Each having six wings.” And among the terrestrial in¬ 
habitants, numerous congregations approach thee this day with five-fold 
prayer; and with resounding acclamations sanctify God, saying, “ Thou 
art holy, who dwellest amidst praises.” In the mighty heavens the 
name of the Almighty is pronounced complete, and every heart there is 
moved, and all flesh trembleth; one watch inquiring of the ’other.

Read. —The earth was moved and shattered, and the mighty mountains 
trembled and quaked, Cong".—“ Before the Lord, the God of Israel.” 
/?car/.—The poles were terrified; the precipices were moved and shaken to 
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pieces, and the crooked paths were made straight, Cong. —“ Before the 
God of Jacob.” Head. —Struck with amazement they stand astonished, 
they are in fear and dread, at the sound of the acclaim of his numerous 
hosts, Cong. —“ Because they are troubled before him.” Read. —The 
lofty mountains skip, leap, stagger, tremble, and shake, Cong. —“ Before 
the Lord God.” Read. —The holy name is pronounced over the spheres, 
and they tremble ! and over the hills, and they vanish ! yea, yon Sinai is 
a witness and a sign, Cong. —“ Before the Lord of Hosts.” Read .— 
Thus, even thus, were they affrighted and astonished; horror seized them 
and they dreaded, and they trembled—those who stand in thy presence, 
Cong. —“ And they shook, and were terrified before thee.” Read. — 
Four holy creatures’ bend their steps in thy service, beholding thy going 
forth, O our God ! they serve without envy or strife, Cong. —“ In the 
presence of the Lord.” Read. —Yet even these saw thy glory and were 
afraid, were amazed and terror-struck, and the light of the sun in its 
brightness, Cong. —“Before him was obscured.” Read. —They whisper, 
they meditate, and in the assembly of saints do inquire, Cong.- —“ The 
Lord whom ye seek.” Read. —They hasten ceaselessly, approach thy 
glory, (their praise is not silent,) and bring near the holy offering; Cong. — 
“ Even that which they have consecrated.” Read. —In reverence they 
are clothed, diffident in their worship, yet with fortitude adorned, they 
speed on, and halt not, Cong. —“ And assemble together.” Read. —In 
troops they approach, ceaselessly they declare thy holiness, they tremble 
and shake, they reverence and sanctify thee, and rehearse a holy praise, 
Cong.

Read. —From the place of his residence may he regard his people with 
mercy, who evening and morning daily proclaim the unity of his name, 
saying twice every day, with fervent love, 

Cong. —“ Hear, O Israel! the Lord, our God, the Lord is one.”

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Read. —He is our God; he is our Father; he is our King; he is our 
Saviour; he will save and redeem us the second time; and through his 
infinite mercy will he cause us to hear, when he shall proclaim in the 
presence of all living, “ Behold I have now redeemed you in the latter 
times, as at the beginning, to be your God.” 

Cong. —“ I am the Lord your God.” 

Read. —And in thy holy word it is written, saying, 

Cong. —“ The Lord shall reign for ever: even thy God, O Zion, unto 
all generations. Hallelujah.” 

Thou art holy, and thy name is holy, and the saints praise thee daily. 
Selah. 

Ascribe ye dominion unto God, from generation to generation; for he 
alone is exalted and holy. 

And may thy name be sanctified, 0 Lord, our God! amongst thy 
people Israel. 

And thus also extend the fear of thee, O Lord, our God 1 over all thy 
works, and the dread of thee, over all thou hast created; so that all thy 
works may fear thee, and all creatures bow down before thee: so that 
they may all form one band, to perform thy will with an upright heart; 
as we, thy people, know, O Lord, our God ! tliat the dominion is thine; 
strength is in thy hand, and might in thy right hand; and thy name is 
tremendous over all thou hast created. 

And thus also grant honour unto thy people; a good name unto those 
who fear thee; a pleasing hope unto those who seek thee; and confidence 
unto those who wait for thee: Joy unto thy land, gladness unto thy city, 
a revival of the kingdom of thy servant David, and a renewed splendour 
to the light of the son of Jesse, thy anointed, speedily in our days. 

And then the righteous shall see it, and rejoice; the upright be glad, 
and the saints exult in song: but iniquity shall be dumb, and all manner 
of wickedness vanish in smoke ; when thou shalt remove the dominion 
of presumptuous sin from the earth. 

And do thou, even thou, O Lord, our God ! speedily reign over all thy 
works, in mount Zion, the residence of thy glory, and in Jerusalem, the 
city of thy sanctuary: as it is written in thy holy word, “ The Lord 
shall reign for ever; even thy God, O Zion! unto all generations. 
Hallelujah.” 

Thou art holy ! and thy name is fearful; and besides thee there is no 
God ; as it is written, “ And the Lord of Hosts shall be exalted in judg¬ 
ment: and the Holy God shall be sanctified, by displaying his righteous¬ 
ness.” Blessed art thou, O Lord ! the Holy King ! 

Thou hast chosen us from all people; thou hast loved and favoured 
us, and exalted us above all nations, and sanctified us with thy command¬ 
ments, and brought us near unto thy service, O our King ! and hast called 
us by thy great and holy name. 
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And with love hast thou given us, O Lord our God : [on the sabbath, 
SAY, this day of rest and] this Day of Atonement, this day of pardoning 
iniquity: even this day of holy convocation, for remission, forgiveness, 
and atonement: and thereon to pardon all our iniquities : a holy convoca¬ 
tion in love, a memorial of the departure from Egypt. 


Our God, and God of our fathers! Because of our sins have we been 
carried captive from our land, and removed far from our country; so that 
we are not able to offer an offering in thy presence, neither have we a 
priest to make an atonement for us. May it be acceptable in thy presence, 
O Lord, our God, and God of our fathers! most merciful King! to return 
unto us, and through thy abundant mercy, to have compassion upon us, 
and upon thy sanctuary : O build it speedily, and exalt its glory. O our 
Father! our King! our God ! manifest the glory of thy kingdom over us 
speedily; and shine forth, and be exalted over us, in the sight of all the 
living: O gather our dispersions from among the nations, and assemble 
our outcasts from the extremities of the earth: and conduct us, O Lord, 
our God! unto Zion, thy city, with song, and unto Jerusalem, the city of 
thy sanctuary, with everlasting joy. Grant this, O Lord, our God! and 
we will there, in thy presence, perform the offerings enjoined us; even 
the continual offerings according to their institution: and the additional 
offerings according to their institution: and the additional sacrifices of 
[on the sabbath say, this day of rest, and] this Day of Atonement, this 
day of pardoning iniquity; and this day of holy convocation, will we per¬ 
form, and offer before thee with fervent love, according to the behest of 
thy will, as thou hast written concerning us in thy law, delivered by the 
hands of thy servant Moses. 

It is peculiarly our duty to praise the Lord of all; to ascribe greatness 
to him who formed the world in the beginning; since he hath not made 
us like the nations of the different countries, nor placed us like other 
families of the earth; neither hath he appointed our portion like theirs, 
nor our lot like their multitude, who worship vanity and emptiness, and 
make supplication to a god who cannot save. But we prostrate ourselves 
before the Supreme King of kings! the holy and blessed One! who 
stretched out the heavens, and laid the foundations of the earth: the 
residence of whose glory is in the heavens above, and the Divine Majesty 
of whose power is in the highest heavens. He is our God, and there is 
no other. Our King is truth, and there is none besides him: as it is 
written in the law, “ Know, therefore, this day, and reflect in thy heart 
that the Lord he is God, in heaven above, and on the earth beneath, there 
is none else.’* 
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Our God, and God of our fathers ! assist our utterance, and that of the 
ministers of thy people the house of Israel, wlio this day stand in thy 
presence, to implore mercy and favour for thy people Israel. O make 
them understand what to say ; teach them what to speak; acquaint them 
what they ought to request, that they may not falter with their tongue, 
nor be confounded at their prayer; neither suffer them to utter before 
thee any thing unpleasing to thee. For we know, O Lord, our God! 
that those who are favoured of thee, are indeed favoured; and those on 
whom thou hast mercy, have indeed found mercy: as it is written in the 
law of thy servant Moses, “ And he said, I will cause all my goodness 
to pass before thee, and I will proclaim the name of the Lord before thee, 
and will be gracious to whom I will be gracious, and will show mercy 
to whom I will show mercy.” 

Introduction to the Service, by Rabbi Solomon Ben Gabeerol. 

Bead. —I will extol thee, O my Strength, and ray Portion; w^hen I 
come in the ardency of my pursuit, to knock at thy gates; and when I 
pour forth my supplication and my cry, Cong. —“ O God of my salvation, 
answer me when I call.” Bead. —I have sought thee at morn and 
evening-time: O give ear unto my humble supplication and prayer; and 
pardon now my iniquity and sin : Cong. —“ Return, O Lord ! and deliver 
my soul.” Bead. —“ Heal, I beseech thee, the iniquity of my unruly 
appetites which lie in wait to deceive me; bind up the wounds of my 
grief and affliction : O cleanse the caul of my sinful heart, Cong. —“ And 
renew the spirit of rectitude within me.” Bead. —On the day that I 
thus stand, surrounded by old and young, subdue, O God! my obstinacy 
and perverseness; for unto thee, do I spread forth my hand, and lift up 
my countenance ; Cong. —“ And with tuneful lips my mouth shall praise 
thee.” Bead. —From the time that my knee bowed under the rigour of 
oppression, the precious continual sacrifice and libations have ceased; 
yet in this degraded state do I hope in my King, Cong. —“ That the 
Lord will enlighten my darkness.” Bead. —Grieved by oppression and 
wounds, rigorously persecuted by oppressors and tyrants, I still look to 
him who is my strength and ray joy, Cong. —“That he will deliver 
me.” Bead. —The sacerdotal garments and plate are destroyed : insti¬ 
tuted libations and sprinkling of blood are no more, and the use of the 
sacred vessels hath ceased: Cong. —“Yet, do I say, thou art my Pro¬ 
tector.” Bead. —I now offer my prayer, inslead of the perfume of 
incense; and dispose in order my praise, in place of my sacrifice; O 
Almighty ! accept my prayer as the ashes of my burnt-offerings; Cong.*^ 
“Thou into whose hand I do commit my spirit.” Bead. —O thou who 
art my Rock and my Fortress, teach me the precepts of my service and 
duty; and cause my congregation to understand the law unto us given; 
Cong. —“ For all my desire is towards thee, O Lord.” Bead. —O Most 
High, assist and uphold me ; when I stumble, support my weakness 
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and my debility: raise me, O God! from my fallen and abject state, 
Cong. —“ O thou who art my Rock, my Fortress, and Deliverer/’ 
Reed. —O exalt with glory my trampled diadem; and restore the mitre 
to the head of the high priest: and when I offer my supplication and 
prayer, Cong-.—“ May the words of my mouth be acceptable.” As it is 
written, “ May the words of my mouth, and the meditations of my heart 
be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord! who art my Rock and Redeemer.”’^ 
“ The dispositions of the heart are of man, but the utterance of speech is 
from the Lord.”* And it is said, “ O Lord! open thou my lips, and my 
mouth shall declare thy praise.”y 

Thou didst establish the world from the beginning, and lay the foun¬ 
dation of the earth; and making every thing by thy will, thou didst form 
the different creatures that dwell thereon. Beholding the world without 
form and void, and darkness upon the face of the deep: thou didst drive 
out darkness, and establisli light. A substance in the likeness of man 
didst thou form from the earth, and gave him a charge concerning the 
tree of knowledge. He disregarded thy commandment, and was cast out 
of Eden; but thou didst not make an end of him, because he was formed 
by thy hand. 'Fhou didst multiply his offspring, bless his seed, make 
them fruitful by thy goodness, and cause them to dwell securely. But 
they broke the yoke, and said to God, Depart thou from us: and thou 
didst but withdraw thy providence from them a moment, they withered 
like grass. Thou didst remember thy covenant with him who was 
perfect in his generation, and for his merit leave a remnant to the world. 
For his sake didst thou establish for a statute the covenant of the bow; 
and for his accepted sacrifice didst bless his posterity. Deceived by 
their riches, they built a tower; saying, Come, let us scale the sky, 
break through the firmament, and contend with him. The distinguished 
father of a multitude of nations, like a star, suddenly darted forth from 
Ur of the Chaldees, to illumine surrounding darkness. Thy anger van¬ 
ished when thou beheldest his conduct; and in his old age thou didst 
prove his heart. An ornament of grace and mercy didst thou cause to 
proceed from him; the pure lamb chosen from among the flock. From 
his stem didst thou bring forth a man who was perfect:* sealed with thy 
covenant, from the womb he was taken. To him thou gavest twelve 
tribes, the ‘‘Beloved of the Most High,” from tlieir birth they were 
called. Thou didst adorn* Levi with the ornaments of grace and mercy : 
and with the priestly crown didst crown him from among all his brethren. 
Araram was chosen from the seed of Levi, and Aaron sprung from his 
roots didst thou sanctify as holy to the Lord. Thou didst honour him 
with the garments of service ; and with his offerings he appeased thy 
anger. By thy command he was clothed in breeches of linen, coat, and 
girdle; a robe, breast-plate, and ephod, mitre and frontlet. He offered

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the offerings of bulls, the burnt-offerings of sheep, slew the kids, and di¬ 
vided the rams. By him were the savour of incense of the compounded 
perfume ; the kindling of coals, sprinkling of blood, and just enumeration; 
the favourable acceptance of the incense, prayer of truth ; and his sanctity 
made atonement for our iniquities. Proper linen attire adorned with 
jewels were his; and Tie was girt withal in white garments as a minister¬ 
ing angel.** 

All these things didst thou ordain for Aaron’s honour, whom thou 
didst appoint riie instrument of expiation for Israel; for by his means 
didst thou grant remission of iniquity. In the place of Aaron a high 
priest from his stock« was appointed to minister before thee, on the day 
of pardon. The law of Moses, explaining the service of the day, was he 
obliged to study in our temple seven days, and they sprinkled him with 
the ashes of the red cow on the third and seventh day. The righteous 
elders of his people, and the sages of his brethren, the priests, continually 
accompanied him, until the approach of the tenth day. And thus they 
said to him. Consider in whose presence thou art going to appear, into 
a place of blazing, flaming fire. The congregation of our community 
depend upon thee; for by thy means are we to obtain pardon. They 
commanded and instructed him until the tenth day, and accustomed 
him to the order of worship ; and during the whole seven days he 
sprinkled the blood, trimmed the lamps, offered the incense, and sacrificed 
the head and feet of the burnt-offering; and on the eve of the Day of 
Atonement they placed him in the eastern gate, and caused to pass before 
him rams, steers, and sheep, that he might become perfect and accustomed 
to the service. When the time for slaying the lamb^ drew near, they 
spread a veil of fine linen, to make a partition between him and the people. 
He first performed the precept of ablution with awe and fear; and care¬ 
fully examined himself, to observe that nothing cleaved to him in bathing. 
He rejoiced in the performance of the precept; and having put off his 
ordinary clothes, he went down, bathed, came up and wiped himself, as he 
had been admonished. They then gave him the golden garments,® which 
he put on, and washed his hands and feet. He immediately received 
the lamb of the continual burnt-offering, and performed the jugulation in 
part, and left another to complete it; while he receiving the blood, 
sprinkled it upon the altar, according to its ordinance. He went into 
the inner part of the temple, trimmed the first five lamps, offered the 
incense, and afterwards trimmed the remaining two lamps; he then came 
forth, and offered the head and the members, according to their institution. 
He offered the continual meat-offering, as usual daily, as also the baked

proper vessels. 

In the week days, say: 

After the continual burnt-offering, he offered the bull for a burnt-offer¬ 
ing, and seven lambs, being the additional offering of the day. 

On the Sabbath, say : 

[And on the sabbath he sacrificed after the continual offering, two 
lambs and their meat-offering, according to custom; after which he 
offered the steer of burnt-offering, and the seven lambs of the additional 
sacrifice of the day.] 

He then immediately entered the chamber of Parvah,* where they 
spread a veil before him, between him and the people, as at first. Be¬ 
fore he put off the garments of gold, he washed his hands and feet with 
particular cleanliness. He then began to^put off the garments of gold, 
went down and bathed; came up and wiped himself as he had been 
taught. Leaving the garments of gold, he put on white,*» because the 
service of the day* was to be performed in white. He then hastened to 
wash his hands and feet; and first drew near to his own bull.it This 
bull was placed at the north side, towards the opening between the porch 
and the altar; the head towards the south, and its face towards tlie west; 
and the priest stood on the east, with his face towards the west: he stood 
there in profound reverence before the Most High, ready' to make con¬ 
fession. 

He laid both his hands upon it, and thus did he say, O God.! I now 
acknowledge that I have sinned ; I have committed iniquity; I have trans¬ 
gressed against thee ; even I and my household. I beseech thee. Ever¬ 
lasting One, to pardon the sins, iniquities, and transgressions, which I 
have committed against thee ; even I and my household ; as it is written 
in the law of thy servant Moses,® “ For on this day shall he make an 
atonement for you, to cleanse you from all your sins, before the Lord.” 

And when the priests and the people who stood in the court, heard the 
ineffable Name proceed from the mouth of the high priest, with sanctity 
-and purity, they kneeled and prostrated themselves, falling on their faces, 
and saying. Blessed be the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever 
and ever. He also was particular to finish pronouncing the ineffable 
Name, so as to correspond with those who said the blessing, and said, 
“Ye shall be clean.” 

He then proceeded to the gate of Nicanor which was at the east of the 
court, to the north of the altar; the secondary^ priest at his right, and the 
principal of the sacerdotal house on his left; there were two kids, their

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faces lo the west, and their backs to the east; one on his right, and the 
other on his left. He suddenly plunged his hand into the box, and drew 
out two lots, placing them on the heads of the two kids; the one lot, on 
which was written lo the Lord, he put on one kid, and said, “ A sin- 
offering to the Lord,’’ when the hearers said, ** Blessed be the name of 
the glory of his kingdom, for ever and ever.” 

As for the kid of Azazel, he tied a scarlet fillet between its horns, of 
the weight of two selahs,® and placed it at the east gate, opposite the 
place it was to be sent to. He also bound a scarlet fillet about the neck 
of the kid which was for the Lord, near the part of jugulation. He then 
a second time drew near to his own hull, and over it made confession 
for his household, and his brethren the priests. 

He laid both his hands upon it and made confession; and thus did he 
say, O God! I now acknowledge that I have sinned; I have committed 
iniquity; I have transgressed against thee; even I and my household, 
and the sons of Aaron, thy holy people. I beseech thee. Everlasting 
One, to pardon the sins, iniquities, and transgressions which I have 
committed against thee ; even I and my household, and the sons of Aaron 
thy sanctified people. As it is written in the law of thy servant Moses, 
*‘For on this day shall he make an atonement for you, to cleanse you 
from all your sins, before the Lord.” 

And when the priests and the people who stood in the court, heard the 
ineffable Name proceed from the mouth of the high priest, with sanctity 
and purity, they kneeled and prostrated themselves, falling on their faces, 
and saying, “ Blessed be the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever 
and ever.” He also was particular to finish pronouncing the ineffable 
Name, so as to correspond with those who said the blessing, and said, 
“Ye shall be clean.” 

After this confession, he greatly exerted himself, to offer his own sin- 
offering, and the sin-offering of the people. He examined the knife, slew 
his own bull, and received its blood in a clean bowl; and gave it also im¬ 
mediately to his neighbour to stir it, that it might not coagulate. He 
then left the blood of his own bull, in the hands of him who stirred it on 
the fourth pavement of the court, from the door of the temple outward: 
and took a light censer of pure gold, having a long handle, and capable of 
holding three cabs ; he ascended therewith to the summit of the altar, and

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cleared away the coals to both sides, and took up from the well-burnt 
ones in the middle. He then brought it down full of red-hot coals, from 
the west side of the altar, and placed it upon the pavement of the court. 
They then brought him the bowl and a vessel, full of the finest beaten 
incense: of which he took two handsful, neither heaped, nor near, but even 
full; he put it then in the bowl, taking the censer in his right hand, and the 
bowl of incense in his left. He straight prepared himself to enter into 
the holy of holies, and placed the censer between the staves of the ark. 
He took a handful of incense, and put the whole of it upon the coals; 
and tarried till the house was completely filled with smoke. He, who 
was pure of heart, closed his eyes and retired backward, his face to the 
sanctuary, his back to the entrance of the temple, till he had proceeded be¬ 
yond the veil, and then made a short prayer in the temple. When he came 
out, he took the blood of the bull, from the person that stirred it, and 
entered the place he had entered before, and stood where he had stood 
before, and sprinkled thereof before the mercy-seat, between the staves of 
the ark, once above, and seven times beneath; although he did not aim to 
sprinkle either above or below ; but as one who lifts up his arm, but does 
not strike, till it comes down. 

And thus did he count: one,p one and one, one and two, one and three, 
one and four, one and five, one and six, one and seven. He then went 
forth, and left it upon the golden seat, which was in the temple. 

When he came forth, they brought him the kid of the sin-offering of 
the Lord, which he slew, and received its blood in a bowl of pure gold: 
he then entered within, to sprinkle its blood, according to the order ob¬ 
served by the blood of the bull; once above, and seven times beneath; 
although he did not aim to sprinkle either above or below; but as one 
who lifts up his arm, but does not strike, till it comes down. 

And thus did he count: one, one and one, one and two, one and three, 
one and four, one and five, one and six, one and seven. He then went 
forth, and left it upon the second golden seat which was in the temple. 

He hastened and took the blood of the bull from the golden seat, and 
stood between the golden altar and the veil, and sprinkled thereof upon 
the veil without, in direction of the ark, once above and seven times be¬ 
neath ; although he did not aim to sprinkle either above or below; but as 
one who lifts up his arm, but does not strike, till it comes down. 

p This was the one to be sprinkled above, and the other seven which were called be¬ 
neath ; he therefore reckoned in this manner, for feap lest he should by mistake include 
the first sprinkle in the number of the seven. Vide Maimonides, “ Oir th* SEmncx 
OF TBi Dat of Atowkmsnt,” chsp. iii. sect. 3. D. Levi. 
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And thus did he count: one, one and one, one and two, one and three, 
one and four, one and five, one and six, one and seven. 

He hastily left the blood of the bull, and again took the blood of the kid : 
and sprinkled thereof upon the veil, opposite the ark without, once above, 
and seven times beneath; although he did not aim to sprinkle either above 
or below; but as one who lifts up his arm, but does not strike, till it comes 
down. 

And thus did he count: one, one and one, one and two, one and three, 
one and four, one and five, one and six, one and seven. 

He joyfully poured the blood of the bull into that of the kid; and put 
the full bowl into the empty one, and went and stood before the golden 
altar. He put some of the blood upon the four horns thereof, according 
to tlieir order, beginning at the north-east horn, next upon the north-w^est, 
then upon the south-west, ending at the south-east, sprinkling upon all 
from the bottom to the top, except on the last, where, it being before him, 
he sprinkled from the top to the bottom ; and removed the coals and ashes 
which were on the golden altar on one side and the other, till he perceived 
the gold thereof, and then sprinkled of the mixed blood upon that pure 
part of the altar seven times, in a southerly direction, where he had 
finished the sprinkling upon the horns. He stepped forward, and went 
forth to without the porch, and poured out the remains of the blood at the 
west side of the bottom of the outer altar. He proceeded, and drew near 
to the kid, which was to be sent to Azazel, to make confession over it 
of the trespass of the congregation. 

He laid both his hands upon it, and thus did say: O God ! I now 
acknowledge that they have sinned: they have committed iniquity: they 
have transgressed against thee, even thy people, the house of Israel. I 
beseech thee. Everlasting One, to pardon the sins, iniquities, and trans¬ 
gressions, which they have committed against thee, even thy people, 
the house of Israel. As it is written in the law of thy servant Moses, 

For on this day shall he make an atonement for you, to cleanse you, 
from all your sins, before the Lord.’’** 

And when the priests and the people who stood in the court heard the 
ineffable Name proceed from the mouth of the high priest, with sanctity

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and purity, they kneeled and prostrated themselves, falling on their faces, 
and saying, “ Blessed be the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever 
and ever.*’ He also was particular to finish pronouncing the ineffable 
Name, so as to correspond with those who said the blessing, and said, 
“ Ye shall be clean.” 

He called the one, who had been appointed on the preceding day; and 
delivered" it to him, to convey to an uninhabited country; and when he 
had reached the rock in a wasted desert, he divided the scarlet fillet which 
was between its horns: and tied one half of it to the rock, and the other 
half between its horns; he then with both his hands cast it down, and 
rolling over as it descended, it was dashed to pieces before it had reached 
half-way down the precipice; when he said, “ May thus the iniquities of 
thy people, the house of Israel, be obliterated.” 

He ran to the bull and the kid which were to be burnt, whose blood 
he had sprinkled in the inner part of the temple; and rent them asunder, 
and took out their entrails, and put them in a dish, ready to offer them 
upon the altar: and the remainder of their flesh he cut up in large pieces, 
mixed them together, and suspended them on hooks, and sent it away by 
others to the place appointed for burning it. 

He returned in a white dress of his own, or in the white garments of 
the day, to the court of the women, after the kid had reached the wilder¬ 
ness, said the blessing, and read, in the Levitical Law, in the Parashah of 
Achray Moth,* and in Ach* Bengasor: he then rolled up the book, placed 
it in his lap, and said, “ More than I have read to you is written here 
but Ubengasor in Numbers, u he read from memory. After which he 
said eight blessings: upon the law, the sacrifices, the confession, pardoning 
of iniquity, the sanctuary, Israel, the priests, and the residue of the prayer. 

He directed his steps to the bath, and washed his hands and feet; be 
then put off the linen garments, went down and bathed, came up, and 
dried himself; and they brought him the garments of gold, which he put 
on, washed his hands and feet; went out and sacrificed the kid which 
was to be offered without. 


On the week days, say: 


[Also his own ram, and the people’s ram ; he next offered the members 
of the bull and kid, which were to be burnt; and then offered the con¬ 
tinual burnt-offering of the evening, which he performed according to 
their institution.^

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On the Sabbath, say : 

^ [And on the sabbath day they laid the shew-bread in order, and he 
sacrificed the two spoonsful of incense. He also offered the meat and 
drink-offerings of the additional sacrifices according to their institution. 
After this he offered his own ram, and the ram of the people, and the 
parts to be sacrificed on the altar of the steer and kid that were burnt, and 
sacrificed the continual offering of the afternoon, and prepared the same 
according to their institution.] 

After he had completed all these, he again entered the bathing-house, 
and washed his hands and feet; put off the garments of gold, went down 
and bathed, came up and wiped himself. They brought him the white 
garments, which he put on, and washed his hands and feet; and entered 
into the holy of holies to take away the bowl and censer, which he 
carried in in the morning; and again went to the bathing-house, washed 
his hands and feet; put off the white garments ; went down and bathed, 
came up and wiped himself. They brought him the garments of gold, 
which he put on, washed his hands and feet; went into the temple to 
offer the incense, and to light the lamps at even; he then washed his 
hands and feet, put off the garments of gold, and they brought him his 
own proper garments which he put on; and the people accompanied him 
to his house. He also made a festival for his friends, if he came out in 
peace from the holy place. “ Happy the people who are thus ! Happy 
the people whose God is the Lord !’* 


And thus was the prayer of the high priest when he came forth from 
the sanctuary in peace. May it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, 
our God, and God of our fathers! that this present year which now 
approacheth, may be in respect to us, and all thy people Israel, in what¬ 
ever place they be, if a year of heat, productive of rain ; and regard not 
the prayers of travellers, as to what merely concerns the rain at such 
time as the world hath need thereof: neither suffer thy people, the house 
of Israel, to be under the necessity to crave subsistence of each other, 
nor of any other people. O may it be a year in which no woman suffer 
abortion; and may the trees of the field yield their fruit; and may do¬ 
minion not depart from the house of Judah. 

And as thou didst thus hear the prayer of the high priest in the temple, 
hear ours from our mouth likewise, and save us.

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May it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord our God, and God of 
our fathers! to grant that this year which now approacheth, may be unto 
us and all thy people Israel, in whatever place they be, a year of light, 
blessing, joy, and gladness; of honour, good assembly, song, and mirth; 
of goodness, salvation, subsistence, instruction, rest, comfort, and joy ; 
of exultation, redemption, and rejoicing; of stability; of gathering the 
captives together, and receiving prayers; of favour, and peace ; of rain, 
dew, and plenty ; a year in which thou mayest lead us securely to our

And thus, how glorious was the appearance of the high priest, when 
he came forth from the sanctuary in peace; even like an amethyst set in 
a crown; like a ruby fixed in a mitre ; as a turquoise manifest in the 
ephod; as a diamond discovered in the breast-plate; as a jasper transpa¬ 
rent in ornaments; as the onyx on marble columns; as crystal set in 
gold; as a topaz set in a seal: like the lustre of a carbuncle: like the 
bright sparkling drops of crystal like the moon when shining in her 
greatest lustre; like the sun when he goelh forth in his strength; 
even like the sun—like the stars of heaven; like a holy one; like an 
angel of the Lord; as it is written,* “For the lips of the priest shall 
retain knowledge, and they shall seek the law from his mouth: for an 
angel of the Lord of Hosts is he.”

Happy the eye which saw the glory and 
honour of the temple; overshadowed with the divine glory, as a king in 
the midst of his palace; the pj*iest bringing the bowl and censer in his 
splendour: and at his coming forth appeared like the sun going forth in 
his power. But verily^ &c. Happy the eye which saw the lovely wall 
of the temple, the divine glory overshadowing it, like a column of sparkling 
fire ; the priest reading in the law, the words of which flow like showers ; 
whilst the priests and people were like olive plants round about him. 
But verily^ &c. Happy the eye which saw the king’s precious palace ; 
the divine glory overshadowing it, like royalty on the head of a king; 
the priest walking majestically to and fro ; and the secondary priests follow¬ 
ing with a multitude of people honouring the holy King. But verily^ &c. 
Happy the eye which saw the scarlet fillet* turn to the purest white; the 
divine glory overshadowing those who fasted and prayed: the priest pro¬ 
nouncing the pardon of the Most High, while his countenance was as the 
countenance of an angel of God.

Happy the eye which saw all these: but verily, to hear only of them, 
afflicts our soul. Happy tlie eye which saw the priest adorned with 
the glorious crown; encompassed with the fulness of the radiance of 
divine lustre, as with a robe, Mrhen ascending the holy habitation, clothed 
in eight garments, honourable and glorious. But verilyy 6lc. Happy

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perverted judgment. But verily^ &c. Happy the eye which saw his 
glorious approach to make an atonement; tilled with the divine splendour, 
as the sun when he goeth forth in his power; as he ascended to the holy 
habitation for a glorious diadem, clothed with the ephod, to make an 
atonemei^t for the sin of idolatry. But verily^ &c. Happy the eye 
which saw him in the multitude of the congregation, filled with divine 
splendour, as a flaming lamp or a torch, ascending to the holy habitation, 
amidst a people of the utmost purity, clothed in the coat of fine linen, to 
make an atonement for the blood which hath been spilt in the midst there¬ 
of.

Happy the eye which saw all these: but verily, to hear only of them, 
afflicts our soul. Happy the eye which saw the glorious land, and the 
peculiar nation; the high priest also adorned with peculiar garments of 
gold; whilst we, in our captivity, on one particular day hasten to seek 
our God, and to serve him with one consent. But verily^ (fee. Happy 
the eye which saw the two secondary priests standing near the chief, 
and the high priest when he cast the lots on the two kids ; whilst we in 
our captivity, being dispersed in the lands of two nations,** come together, 
to acknowledge the Unity of God, with both our dispositions.”® But 
verilyy &c. Happy the eye which saw the three offerings; and the 
high priest make the three confessions; whilst we in our captivity hasten 
to seek the favour of our Creator with three words, and to sanctify his 
name, by thrice rehearsing ** holy.”

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profaned the name of God in our subjection to the four monarchies.d 
But verily^ &c. Happy the eye which saw the state of the five bathings 
of the high priest who ministered with a change of the beautiful garments 
five times; w'hilst we in our captivity afflict ourselves by abstaining from 
five things ; and this day offer up to God five* prayers. But verily^ 4fec. 

And thus, what formerly was tlie desire of every eye is now come to 
nought: our iniquities and the iniquities of our fathers have caused the 
desolation of our dwelling; ami our transgressions have prolonged tlie 
period of our captivity ; but may the mentioning of these things make an 
atonement for us, and the affliction of our souls be the means of our 
pardon. 

And now, O Lord, our God ! as the sanctuary is destroyed, and the 
service ceased; it is manifest and known in thy presence, that we have 
neither trespass-offering, nor burnt-offerings; no staves of the ark, nor 
mingled offering; no lot, nor coals of fire ; no holy of holies, nor fine 
beaten incense; no temple, nor Mount Moriah; no assembly, nor con¬ 
fession ; no sacrifice, nor sprinkling of blood; no sin-offering, nor fat 
pieces burnt on the altar; no purification, nor ablution; no Jerusalem, 
nor forest of Lebanon ;f no mercy-seat, nor cherubim; no frankincense, 
nor shew-bread ; no altar, nor candlestick; no dividing of the sacrifices, 
nor libations ; no fine flour, nor sweet spices; no burnt-offering, nor kid 
for Azazel; no veil, nor bull for a sin-offering ; no Zion, nor plate of the 
holy crown; no cassia, nor cinnamon ; no savour of sweet spices, nor 
sweet savour of offerings; no present, nor peace-offerings ; no thanks¬ 
giving-offering, nor continual burnt-offerings. 

But thou hast given us, O Lord, our God! [on the sabbath say, this 
day of rest] this Day of Atonement, this day of pardoning iniquity, even 
this day of holy convocation. A day on which eating and drinking, 
bathing, anointing, wearing shoes, and copulation, are prohibited; a day, 
the most solemn of all days of the year: a day, on which thou wilt pardon 
all our sins, grant^remission for all our iniquities, and cause all our trans¬ 
gressions to pass away, as it is written in the law of thy servant Moses, 
** For on this day shall he make an atonement for you, to cleanse you, 
that ye may be clean from all your sins before the Lord.” And it is said,! 
^‘Take with you words, and return unto the Lord, say unto him: O 
pardoner of the iniquity of all, accept favourably our return to good, and 
withour lips we will repay the steers.” «

our rebellion and shameful deeds, as once through the hand of the 
appointed man who took out the goat for Azazel: have again mercy on 
us, and suppress our sins. “ And we will''* &c. The humble and op¬ 
pressed people pardon thou, O God! who art good and forgiving; let 
then their cry ascend into thy presence, as the tempered incense; and 
grant them remission of every heinous iniquity; and pardon their sins, as 
when atonement was made upon the kid which was dashed in pieces. 
O answer us in a favourable time, and despise not our affliction. And 
we willy' &c. 


Our God, and God of our fathers! cause our light to shine, build the 
fabric of our temple, repair the breach in our fence, exalt our standard, 
glorify our palace, shine forth and save us, disperse our presumptuous 
crimes, cleanse us from our sins, purify us from our impurity, rectify our 
errors, wash out our stains, instruct our hearts, pardon our trespass, for¬ 
give our perversion, cause our iniquities to pass away, scatter our trans¬ 
gressions, justify our hosts, grant permanency to our congregation, accept 
favourably our meditations, regard our cry, hear our prayers, and may 
our supplications, and the prayers of all thy people the house of Israel, be 
acceptable unto thee. 

Our God, and God of our fathers! O pardon our iniquities [on the 
SABBATH SAY, Oil this day of rest,] on this Day of Atonement, on this 
day of remission of sins, even on this day of holy convocation. O blot 
out and remove our transgressions from thy sight: as it is said, I, even 
I, am he, who blot out thy transgressions for my own sake; and thy 
sins I will not remember.” And it is said, “ I have made thy transgres¬ 
sions vanish away like a cloud, and thy sins like a vapour; return unto 
me, for I have redeemed thee.” And it is said, “ For on this day shall 
he make an atonement for you, to cleanse you, that ye may be clean 
from all your sins before the Lord.” 


Our God, and God of our fathers ! we beseech thee not to make an end 
of us, when thy hand taketh hold of justice. When we are to be rebuked 
by thee, blot not our name out of thy book. In thy approach to examine

Sovereign of the Universe! when I behold the lustre of my youth 
vanished; and the creatures of ray imagination, all of them, fled as a

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shadow; my sins as red as scarlet, whilst my locks are white as snow, 
by the number of years spent in the pursuit of every lust, wasted in 
the infringement of. every precept, and consumed without a hope of 
better things: I must almost despair of curing my backslidings, or mak¬ 
ing efficacious repentance, since the day is so short, and the labour so 
great. When shall I offer the sacrihce of confession, and my mouth 
publicly declare in the assembled congregations, the sins I have presump¬ 
tuously committed ? How can I, in my few remaining hours, make con¬ 
fession of the sins and iniquities which I have committed? or barely name 
them with my lipjs ? To enumerate them, words and diction would fail: 
and to write them, neither books nor rolls would suffice ; days and nights 
would be consumed in enumerating and rehearsing them; and there would 
still remain the tenfold greater part to be confessed. Could I but obtain 
pardon for my transgressions, by eloquent lips, and mellifluous voice ; 
how good, how pleasing would it be! I would then instantly begin with 
confessing the sin of an evil tongue, and with suavity of expression entreat 
pardon for dissoluteness of speech; for thus, might the mouth which 
incurred the penalty absolve me from it. But alas! what power of 
speech can avail the hand stained with blood, or arms filled with violence ? 
for sins past and present: perpetrated and committed ? “ What gain can 
this accrue to thee? or what can profit thee a deceitful tongue?” How 
can reiterated confessions benefit him who is laden with wickedness ? 
since a multitude of words cannot do away transgressions. Is there any 
sanative power in the vain undulations of the tongue and lip, whilst the 
heart reserveth malice, and is continually devising thoughts of abomina¬ 
tion? Though my tears pour down in melting showers, for sin which I 
have committed against thee ignorantly ; yet, must I still remain account¬ 
able for the sin which I have committed against thee wilfully. Should I 
entertain hopes of pardon by a miracle, for the sin which I have com¬ 
mitted against thee by compulsion; yet, must I suffer punishment both 
in soul and body, for the sin which I have committed against thee volun¬ 
tarily. And though I earnestly entreat thee, and thou art entreated of me, 
for the sin which I have committed against thee secretly; yet, my heart 
would be parched in dreadful fire, for the sin which I have committed 
against thee publicly. Or, if I should say, I will at this time fly from thy 
presence, until thy wrath be passed—even were it rational; yet verily, 
the whole earth is full of thy glory; and there is none capable of deliver¬ 
ing from thy hand : even the grave'^ is naked before thee. O whither 
ehall I fly from thy presence, when nothing can be hid from thy eyes ? 
If I ascend the heavens, thou art there; and if I make my bed in the 
grave, lo ! thou art there. Therefore will I be silent and dumb; and put

my hand to my mouth; for I am Ashamed and confounded. With a heart 
fearful and trembling: thoughts disturbed and hurried: in suspense* and 
undetermined to choose between liberty and constraint; between possible 
and impossible: unconscious of that which is preferable; whether to 
stand or flee ; to despair or to hope: thus halting between two opinions; 
whether I should call to mind mine iniquities, or endeavour to forget 
them: whether I should speak, or be silent: alas ! the task is too difficult. 
For if I am silent, my bones are consumed; and if I speak, my trespasses 
are discovered, and my heart exposed to reproach, for my past life. If I 
attempt to hide my iniquity in my own bosom, and to secret it within my 
breast: the show of my countenance would witness against me. How 
much more before that Judge, who searcheth the most secret thoughts ; 
in whose presence there is no oblivion; no respect of persons, nor accept¬ 
ance of bribes. Yet how exceeding precious is redemption, and how 
shall I, poor and destitute of good works, obtain acquittal ? Therefore is 
my head bent down as a bulrush ; and ray tears, reddened with my liver’s 
blood, flow copiously, like the scattering of dill and cummin seed. But, 
verily, my reins reprove me, and ray thoughts encourage and strengthen 
me ; by saying to me, “ Hasten to implore redemption, for the day still 
lingers; and although the Judge be awful and tremendous, yet despair 
not of obtaining mercy; the sun is yet above the horizon, and hasteneth 
not to go down till the day be over. Persevere till there is room for thy 
cry, and a door opened to thy prayer, to grant thy request. And although 
thy abominable acts be ever so abundant; yet, is God’s inclination to 
pardon, still far, nay, infinitely greater. If thy sins be as many as the 
waters of the sea, and the waves thereof; and thy trespasses numerous 
as the stars, and hosts of heaven; yet, the mercy of the Lord is eternal. 
If thy iniquities surpass the clouds, yet, his tender mercy is above the 
heavens seven-fold.” When I had thus reasoned with myself, I became 
fortified, and assumed additional firmness, restraining my misgivings, and 
therefore I now knock at thy gates. My overflowing heart is bent to 
confess some part of my sins, and to enumerate a small portion of fny 
iniquities ; though it were but the thousandth part of my trespasses. I 
have trespassed; and my offences are accumulated: I am guilty of rob¬ 
bery and violation of holy things. I have dealt treacherously; nor have 
I day or night divested myself of ray unclean habits. I have stolen, and 
it is not in my power to make restitution; for it is truly difficult to restore 
the thing stolen, when already consumed. I have spoken slander with a 
deceitful and scornful tongue, as one of the vile speaketh. I have cotn- 
mitted iniquity, and in my mouth, whatever was right, was wrested and 
placed in the most injurious and contemptible light. I have done wick¬ 
edly, in which my heart rejoiced, and exulted: O, wherefore does the 
voL. III.— 43 
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way of the wicked prosper ? I have acted presumptuously, and loved the 
man of contention and quarrel, who acts with arrogance. I have com¬ 
mitted violence, and with my mouth basely vilified thfe righteous man, 
although he had done no wrong. I have framed falsehood, and I became 
as a purchased slave, to men that bore false witness. I have counselled 
evil, and to annul the precept of the Holy One, I took counsel within my 
soul. I have uttered lies, and my heart, like a fountain of water, flowed 
with streams of lies and falsehood. I have scorned, and my heart rejected 
the admonition of good counsellors, and became attached to scorners. I have 
rebelled, and my sacrilegious hands have erased from every sacred book, 
the sentence,' “ But, rebel ye not against the Lord.” I have blasphemed, 
and my heart both in public and private praised the iniquitous person 
who blasphemed God. I have revolted, and have incited every other per¬ 
son to rebel. I have acted perversely, and my arrogant heart refused to 
rectify what it had perverted. I have transgressed, and chosen my com¬ 
panions from the most profligate men. I have oppressed, and vexed 
every one, with tyrannical oppression, over whom I had power. I have 
been perverse, and at no time forbore speaking with asperity- I have 
acted wickedly, and my soul envied the wicked man in the pursuit of his 
wickedness and transgression. I have corrupted myself, and that seem¬ 
ing but a slight matter in my sight, I enticed others to destruction. 
I have done abominably, and my soul panted with strong desire, till I 
had accomplished the abomination. I have gone astray: my heart 
strayed as sheep without a shepherd: so that every one could perceive* 
that I had lost my way. I have caused others to err, and attempted to 
persuade every pious person to follow my impious frenzy; but I appeared 
in their sight as a deceiver. I have also turned aside from thy precepts, 
and from thy good institutions, though it hath not profited me; but thou 
art just concerning all that is come upon me; for thou hast dealt most 
truly, but I have done wickedly. But I know that thou art a merciful 
and gracious God, and repentest of evil: thy goodness also is not with- 
holden at any time, but thou dost far exceed the report of thy goodness : 
and art long-suffering, and doing good abundantly; do then not dismiss 
empty tliose who come to entreat thee with a sincere heart, but attend 
to their petition. And as it is natural for me to trespass; so is it lovely 
in thee to pardon, 0 thou, who makest a distinction between holy and 
profane. I am prone to commit sin, and do wickedly; whilst thou art

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<3od, righteous, and Saviour: grant then salvation at our entreaty. From 
the degraded state of transgressors, the exalted praise of mercy is mani¬ 
fested; even in the pardon of presumptuous sinners. And were it not 
for the vileness of the trespass, inestimable me?*cy wonld be wanting; 
for together are they joined. And were it not for the impurity of back¬ 
sliding, the purity of repentance would not be perceived; O how good 
and excellent the contrast! And were it not for the hope of pardon, the 
children of iniquity, grown desperate, would entirely vitiate themselves, 
and commit every abomination. If, therefore, ray transgression and 
trespass are great, behold my affliction and pain, for the offspring of my 
rebellion is suffering. And though ray iniquity and rebellion be great, 
yet, remember my affliction and misery : 0 consider what I am. What 
is sweeter than honey ? what is stronger than a lion ? more sweet is the 
desire of my carnal nature; more powerful the force of my appetite, 
which cruelly vexeth its own substance. My understanding, like the 
fox, is silent before my bodily feeling; and my intelligent soul dumb as 
the lamb; for it is absolute, as the lion among the beasts. The material 
pan lusteth after falsehood and concealment, is over-fond of bribery; 
.continually varying its appearance. And to obtain its desire, it will 
pervert its ways, and arm all its powers. Of the four elements it is com¬ 
pounded, each taking its forward course, they know no satiety: con¬ 
tinually warring against each other, they abound not in wisdom: for by 
their division they destroy themselves, They never are attracted by 
one opinion, nor governed by one counsel; but each taketh its own course. 
Thus, one part heated by fiery particles, burneth with desire; another 
partaking of the watery element, rusheth on as the swift ships to their 
desired port. This breathing its airy element, is fierce as monsters of 
the deep; and the other, inclined to its mother earth, is employed ip 
digging a pit, for the foundation of a dwelling: all turning their backs to 
good counsel. One vigilantly guarding, another impetuously pursuing: 
one ready to prey on every thing, and the other tearing all with violence : 
thus, they smite and wound each other. For they are a froward genera¬ 
tion ; open to inroads as a city dismantled of its walls: 1 for pe^ce; 

but when I speak, they are for war!” All their paths are directed to 
violence, and destruction : their is no justice in their footsteps; their eyes 
are closed that they cannot [see, their heart that it cannot understand. 
And, were it not that I had been formed of these discordant elements, I 
should not have rebelled, nor have receded from the path of virtue. In¬ 
deed, my conscience overwhelmed with shame, loudly exclaims against 
me ! yes, my iniquities are the cause of all this. Every irregular passion 
wishes to predominate; one entreating, the other tempting; while I know 
not how to act. What can the lamb do among wolves ? or can one prevail 
against many ? for it is decided, that where one contends against many. 
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the multitude must prevail. O consider, that I act as by compulsion ; 
and therefore free me from my perverseness and trespass: and now I 
beseech thee, pardon my sin. O forgive my iniquity, and grant remis¬ 
sion for my transgressions and presumptuous sins, although it be not for 
my sake. And if, (which thy mercy avert) thou despise my aiBiction, 
and the tumultuous noise of my iniquities silence the voice of my suppli¬ 
cations: yet, O mighty God! reject me not. O grant my petition for 
the sake of this holy congregation, every one of whom mingleth his 
supplications with tears of repentance : the small and the great, the strong 
and the weak: rendering the confession of their lips, instead of steers, 
and offering their humble supplication, instead of turtle-doves: making 
confession in thy presence, and saying.

Grant it for the sake of thy tender 
mercy. Grant it for the sake of thy divine presence. Grant it for the 
sake of thy holy law. 

O grant it for the sake of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. Grant it for 
the sake of Moses and Aaron.

The Lord is the immutable eternal Being! an omnipotent 
God! merciful and gracious, long-suffering, and abundant in beneficence 
and truth; keeping mercy even unto the thousandth generation, forgiving 
iniquity, transgression, and sin, and acquitting. Pardon thou our ini¬ 
quity, and our sin, and take us for thy heritage.”

Our God who art in heaven, reveal the glory of thy kingdom unto us 
speedily. 

Our God who art in heaven, we have earnestly sought thee, grant that 
we may find thee. 

Our God who art in heaven, require our blood from the hands of those 
who rise up against us. 

Our God who art in heaven, grant our request to us, in answer to our 
prayers, on this and every other day. 

Our God who art in heaven, sufier us not to be ashamed of our hope. 

Our God who art in heaven, answer us when we call. 

Our God who art in heaven, remember us with a good memorial before 
thee. 

Our God who art in heaven, have compassion upon us, our children 
and our sucklings.

Bless^ be our God: blessed be our Lord: blessed be our 
King: blessed be our Saviour. Thou art our God ! Thou art our Lord ! 
Thou art our King ! Thou art our Saviour! Thou wilt save us; “ Thou 
wilt arise, and have mercy on Zion; for the time to favour her, yea, the 
appointed time, approaches.” 
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It was taught in the college of Eliyahu, that whosoever studied the 
traditions daily,' might be assured of enjoying a happy future state. * * 

Rabbi Elazar and Rabbi Chanina, say, that the wise men promote 
peace in the world : as it is said, “ And all thy children shall be taught 
of the Lord : and great shall be the peace of thy children.’’ ♦ ♦ ♦ * 

* * “ May there be peace withiti thy walls, and prosperity within thy 
palaces. For the sake of my brethren and friends, I will now say, Peace 
be within thee. For the sake of the house of the Lord, our God, will I 
seek thy good. And thou shall see thy children’s children, and peace in 
Israel. Abundant peace have they who love thy law, and none shall ob¬ 
struct them.

It is peculiarly our duty to praise the Lord of all; to ascribe greatness 
to him who formed the world in the beginning; since he hath not made 
us like the natiotis of the different countries, nor placed us like other 
families of the earth; neither hath he appointed our portion like theirs, 
nor our lot like their multitude, who worship vanity and emptiness, and 
make supplication to a god who cannot save. But we prostrate ourselves 
before the Supreme King of kings ! the holy and blessed One ! who 
stretched out the heavens, and laid the foundations of the earth: the 
residence of whose glory is in the heavens above, and the Divine Majesty 
of whose power is in the highest heavens. He is our God, and there is 
no other. Our King is truth, and there is none besides him: as it is 
written in the law, “ Know, therefore, this day, and reflect in thy heart 
that the Lord he is God, in heaven above, and on the earth beneath, there 
is none else.”

PSALM LXXXIV. 

To THE Chief Musician iipon Gittith ; a Psalm for the Sons of 
Korah. —How lovely are thy tabernacles, O Lord of Hosts ! My soul 
desireth, yea, it longeth for the courts of the Lord; my heart and my lip 
join in singing the praises of the living God. Even the sparrow hath 
found a house, and the swallow a nest for herself, where she may lay her 
young in thy altars, O Lord of Hosts ! my King, and my God ! Happy 
are they that dwell in thy house, continually they will praise thee. Selah. 
Happy the man whose strong coniidence is in thee j and those whose 
hearts are inclined to the paths which lead to thy service. Who passing 
through the valley of mulberries make a well; the rain also filleth the 
pools. They go from host to host, all of them appearing before God in 
Zion. O Lord God of Hosts ! hear my prayer; give ear, O God of Jacob. 
Selah. Thou art our shield, O God! behold! and look upon the face of 
thy anointed. For a day in thy courts is better than a thousand else¬ 
where. I would rather choose to sit at the threshold of the house of my 
God, than to dwell in the tents of wickedness. For the Lord God is a 
sun and shield. The Lord will give grace and glory to those who walk 
uprightly, and will not withhold any good from them. O Lord of Hosts! 
blessed is the man who trusteth in thee.

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Numb, xxviii. 1-9. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying, Command the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, My offering, my bread for my sacrifices con¬ 
sumed by fire, for a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe to offer unto 
me in its due season. Say also unto them. This is the offering made by 
fire which ye shall offer unto the Lord: two lambs of the first year 
without blemish, every day, for a continual burnt-offering. The one 
lamb shalt thou offer in the morning, and the other lamb shalt thou offer 
at even. And the tenth part of an ephah of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with the fourth part of a hin of beaten oil. It is a continual 
burnt-offering which was ordained in Mount Sinai, for a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the Lord. And the drink-offering thereof 
shall be the fourth part of a hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shalt 
thou cause the strong wine to be poured out for a drink-offering to the 
Lord. And the other lamb shalt thou offer at even, as the meat-offering 
of the morning, and as the drink-ofiering thereof shalt thou offer it, an 
offering made by fire for a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

Then say the order of Incense, page 64, till, “ And may the offering,” &c. After which 

continue : 

“And may the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto the 
Lord as in ancient days, and as in former years. 

“ Happy are they that dwell in thy house; they will be continually 
praising thee. Selah. Happy the people who are thus! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord !”— Psalm cxlv. David’s Psalm of 
Praise. I will extol thee, my God, O King! and I will bless thy name 
for ever and ever. Every day will I bless thee, and I will praise thy 
name for ever and ever. The Lord is great, and exalted in praise, and 
his greatness is unsearchable. One generation shall praise thy works to 
another, and shall declare thy mighty acts. I will speak of the glorious 
honour of thy majesty, and of thy wondrous works. And men shall 
speak of the might of thy tremendous acts; and thy greatness will I 
declare. .The memorial of thy abundant goodness shall they perpetually 
utter, and shall sing of thy righteousness. The Lord is gracious, and 
full of compassion; long-suffering, and of great mercy. The Lord is 
good to all; and his mercies are over all his works. All thy works shall 
praise thee, O Lord! and thy pious servants shall bless thee. They shall 
speak of the glory of thy kingdom, and talk of thy power. To make 
known his mighty acts to the sons of men, and the glorious majesty of 
his kingdom. Thy kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and thy dominion 
subsistcth throughout all generations. The Lord upholdeth all who fall, 
and raiseth up all those who are bowed down. The eyes of all wait 
upon thee, and thou givest them their food in due season. Thou openest 
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thy hand, and satisfiest the desire of every living thing. The Lord is 
righteous in all his ways, and beneficent in all his works. The Lord is 
near unto all those who call upon him, to all who call upon him in truth. 
He will fulfil the desire of those who fear him; he will also hear their 
cry, and save them. The Lord preserveth all those who love him; but 
he will destroy all the wicked. My mouth shall utter the praise of the 
Lord: and let all flesh bless his holy name for ever and ever. “ As for 
us, we will bless the Lord from henceforth, and for ever. Hallelujah.” 

“ And the redeemer shall come unto Zion, and to those in Jacob, who 
turn from transgression, saith the Lord. As for me, this is my covenant 
with them, saith the Lord, my spirit which is upon thee, and my words 
which I have put in thy mouth, shall not depart from thy mouth, nor 
from the mouth of thy children, nor from the mouth of their oflspring, 
saith the Lord, from henceforth, for ever. But thou art holy, O thou ! 
who dwellest amidst the praises of Israel. And one angel cried unto 
another, and said. Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts! the whole 
earth is full of his glory.” And* they received the word from each 
other, and said. Holy, in jthe highest heaven, the exalted temple of his 
divine presence: holy, upon earth, the work of his mighty power: holy, 
eternally, for ever and ever. He is the Lord of Hosts ! the whole earth 
is full of the splendour of his glory. “ Then the spirit lifted me up, and 
I heard a voice rushing forth with great impetuosity behind me, saying. 
Blessed be the glory of the Lord from his residence.” Then the spirit 
took me up, and I heard behind me an impetuous voice of those who 
praised, and said. Blessed be the glory of the Lord, from the place of the 
temple of his divine presence! “ The Lord shall reign for ever and 

ever.” The kingdom of the Lord is established for ever and ever. “ O 
Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, our fathers, preserve this for 
ever, to form the inward thoughts of thy people, and prepare their hearts 
to serve thee. And he being merciful, forgiveth iniquity, and destroyeth 
not; yea, he frequently turneth away his anger, and awakeneth not all 
his wrath. For thou, O Lord! art good, and ready to forgive, and of 
abundant mercy unto all who call upon thee. Thy righteousness is 
everlasting righteousness, and thy law is truth. Thou wilt accomplish 
the truth unto Jacob, and the mercy unto Abraham, which thou hast 
sworn unto our fathers from the days of old. Blessed be the Lord, who 
daily loadetli us with benefits; for he is the God of our salvation, for 
ever. The Lord of Hosts is with us : the God of Jacob is refuge unto 
us. Selah. O Lord of Hosts ! blessed is the man who trusteth in thee. 
Save us, O Lord; answer us, O King! when we call on thee.” Blessed 

• The paraphrase of the Targumim is added after the verses from Isaiah vi., Eze¬ 
kiel iii., and Exodus xv., coininoiily called the Kadusha, ur Sanctification. 
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be our God! who hath created us for his glory, and separated us from 
those who go astray, and hath given us the law of truth, and planted 
eternal life within us. May he o^en our hearts to the reception of his 
law, and hrmly hx his love and fear in our hearts, that we may perform 
his will, and serve him with an upright heart; so that we may not labour in 
vain, nor bring forth unto trouble. May it be acceptable in thy presence, 
O Lord our God, and God of our fathers ! to enable us to observe thy 
statutes, and thy precepts in this world, so that we may be worthy to 
live, and inherit the good, and the blessing reserved for the life of the 
future world.

The Law is then taken out of the Ark (for which see Morning Service), and the 
Reader reads the following Portion to the Cohen, Levi, and Maphtere. 

Leviticus xviii. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, I am the Lord your God. After the doings 
of the land of Egypt, wherein ye have dwelt, shall ye not do: and after 
the doings of the land of Canaan, whither I bring you, shall ye not do: 
neither shall ye walk in their ordinances. Ye shall do my judgments, 
and keep my ordinances, to walk therein: I am the Lord your God. Ye 
shall therefore keep my statutes and my judgments ; which if a man do, 
he shall live in them : I am the Lord. l| None of you shall approach 
to any that is near of kin to him, to uncover their nakedness: I am the 
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Lord. The nakedness of thy father, or the nakedness of thy mother, 
shah tliou not uncover: she is thy mother, thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. The nakedness of thy father’s wife shalt thou not uncover: 
it is thy father’s nakedness. The nakedness of thy sister, the daughter 
of thy father, or daughter of thy mother, whether she be born at liome, 
or born abroad, even their nakedness, thou shalt not uncover. The 
nakedness of thy son’s daughter, or of thy daughter’s daughter, even 
their nakedness, thou shalt not uncover: for their’s is thy own naked¬ 
ness. The nakedness of thy father’s wife’s daughter, begotten of thy 
father, she is thy sister, thou shalt not uncover her nakedness. Thou 
shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy father’s sister: she is thy father’s 
near kinswoman. Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy mother’s 
sister: for she is thy mother’s near kinswoman. Thou shalt not uncover 
the nakedness of thy father’s brother, and thou shalt not approach to his 
wife: she is thy aunt. Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy 
daughter-in-law: she is thy son’s wife, thou shalt not uncover her naked¬ 
ness. Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy brother’s wife: it is 
thy brother’s nakedness. Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of a 
woman and her daughter, neither shalt thou take her son’s daughter, or 
her daughter’s daughter, to uncover her nakedness; for they are her near 
kinswomen: it is wickedness. Neither shalt thou take a wife to her 
sister, to vex her, to uncover her nakedness, besides the other, in her 
life-time. And thou shalt not approach unto a woman to uncover her 
nakedness, as long as she is put apart for her uncleanness. Moreover, 
thou shalt not lie carnally with thy neighbour’s wife, to defile thyself 
with her. And thou shalt not let any of thy seed pass through the fire 
to Molech, neither shalt thou profane the name of thy God: I am the 
Lord. I Thou shalt not lie with a male, as with a woman; it is 
abomination. Neither shalt thou lie with any beast, to defile thyself 
therewith: neither shall any woman stand before a beast to lie down 
thereto; it is confusion. Defile not yourselves in any of these things: 
for in all these the nations are defiled which I cast out before you. And 
the land became defiled : therefore I do visit the iniquity thereof upon it, 
and the land itself vomiteth out her inhabitants. Ye shall therefore keep 
my statutes and my judgments, and shall not commit any of these abomi¬ 
nations : neither any of your own nation, nor any stranger that sojoumeth 
among you. For all these abominations have the men of the land done 
that were before you, and the land became defiled: that the land vomit 
you not out also, when ye defile it, as it vomited out the nations that 
were before you. For whosoever shall commit any of these abominations, 
even the souls that commit them, shall be cut off from among their 
people. Therefore shall ye keep my ordinance, that ye commit not any

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one of these abominable customs, which were committed before you, 
and that ye defile not yourselves therein: I am the Lord your God. 

He who reads the Portion from the Prophets, says the following Blessing before he 

begins: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who hast 
chosen good prophets : and delighted in their words, which were delivered 
in truth. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who hast chosen the law, thy ser¬ 
vant Moses, thy people Israel, and the true righteous prophets. 


HAPHTORAH FOR THE AFTERNOON OF 

KIPPUR. 

Now the word of the Lord came unto Jonah, the son of Amittai, say¬ 
ing, Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city, and cry out against her; for 
their wickedness is come up before me. But Jonah rose up to fiee to 
Tarshish from before the presence of the Lord; and went down to Joppa, 
and found a ship going to Tarshish, and paid the fare thereof, and went 
down into it, to go with them unto Tarshish, from the presence of the 
Lord. But the Lord cast forth a great wind upon the sea; and there 
was a mighty tempest in the sea; and it was thought that the ship would 
be broken in pieces. And the mariners were afraid, and cried every man 
unto his god; and they cast forth the things which were in the ship into 
the sea, to be lightened of them ; but Jonah was gone down to the sides 
of the hold; and lay, and was in e sound sleep. And the ship-master 
came near unto him, and said unto him. What meanest thou, O sleeper ? 
arise, call unto thy God: perhaps God will think upon us, that we perish 
not. And they said one to another. Come, and let us cast lots ; that we 
may know for whose cause this evil hath happened unlo us. And they 
cast lots; and the lot fell upon Jonah. Then they said unto him, Tell 
us, we pray thee, for what cause this evil hath happened unto us: what 
is thy business ? and whence comest thou ? what is thy country ? and of 
what people art thou ? And he said unto them, I am a Hebrew: and I 
fear the Lord God of heaven, who made the sea and the dry land. Then 
were the men exceedingly afraid, and said unto him. Why hast thou done 
this T for the men knew that he was dying from the presence of the Lord: 
for he bad told them. And they said unto him. What shall we do unto 
thee, that the sea may be calm* unto us ? for the sea grew more and more

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tempestuous. And he said unto them, Take me up, and cast me forth 
into the sea; and the sea shall be calm unto you : for I know that be¬ 
cause of me this great tempest is upon you. Nevertheless the men 
rowed hard to bring back the ship unto the dry land : but they could not; 
for the sea grew more and more tempestuous upon them. And they cried 
unto the Lord, and said, We beseech thee, O Lord, let us not perish, we 
pray thee, for the life of this man ; and lay not upon us innocent blood: 
for thou, O Lord, hast done as it hath pleased thee. And they took up 
Jonah, and cast him into the sea, and the sea ceased from its raging. 
And the men feared the Lord greatlyand offered a sacrifice unto thq 
Lord and made vows. And the Lord prepared a great fish to swallow 
up Jonah: and Jonah was in the belly'' of the fish three days and three 
nights. Then Jonah prayed unto the Lord his God from the belly of 
the fish, and said: I called from the midst of my distress unto the Lord, 
and he hath heard me ; out of the depth of the grave I cried: and thou hast 
heard my voice. Thou hast cast me into the deep, in the heart of the 
sea; and the flood corapasseth me about: all thy billows and thy waves 
passed over me. And I said, I am driven out from before thy eyes: yet 
shall I again look toward the temple of thy holiness. The waters sur¬ 
rounded me to the peril of my life; the deep compassed me about: sea¬ 
weeds were bound about my head : 1 went down to the bottoms of the 
mountains: the earth closed her bars about me for ever: when thou 
broughtest up my life from the pit, O Lord my God! When my soul 
fainted within me, I remembered the Lord : and my prayer came unto 
thee, unto thy holy temple. They that serve false vanities,'^ forsake the 
source of their mercy. But 1 will sacrifice unto thee, with the voice of 
thanksgiving: that which I have vowed, will I pay: for salvation is of 
the Lord.—And the Lord commanded the fish, and it cast out Jonah 
upon the dry land. And the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the 
second time, saying. Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city: and proclaim 
unto her the proclamation which I shall bid thee. And Jonah arose, and 
went to Nineveh according to the word of the Lord. Now Nineveh 
was a very great* city, a journey of three days. And Jonah began to go 
through the city one day’s journey: and he cried and said. Yet forty 
days, and Nineveh shall be overthrown. And the men of Nineveh be¬ 
lieved God, and proclaimed a fast, and put on sackcloth, from the greatest 
of them even to the ^least of them. For the matter came unto the king 
of Nineveh ; and he arose from his throne, and put away his robe from

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him, and covered himself with sackcloth, and sat on ashes. And it was 
proclaimed, and published through Nineveh, by the decree of the king 
and his chief men, saying: Let neither man nor beast, herd nor flock, 
taste any thing: let them not feed, nor drink water: but let man and 
beast be covered with sackcloth; and let men cry mightily unto God; 
and let them turn every one from his evil way, and from the violence 
which is in their hands. Who knoweth^ but God may turn and repent, 
and turn away from his fierce anger; that we perish not? And God 
saw their works, that they turned from their evil way ; and God repented 
of the evil which he had said that he would do unto them, and he did it 
not. But it displeased Jonah exceedingly ; and he was wroth. And he 
prayed unto the Lord, and said, I beseech thee, O Lord ! was not this 
my saying while I was yet in my own country ? Therefore I made haste 
to flee unto Tarshish: for I knew that thou art a gracious and merciful 
God, slow to anger, and abundant in mercy, and repentant of evil.

And it came to 
pass when the sun arose, that God prepared a hot east-wind: and the sun 
beat upon the head of Jonah, and he became faint; and he wished within 
himself to die, and said. It is better for me to die than to live. And God 
said unto Jonah, Art }hou very wroth for the gourd ? And he said, I am 
very wroth even unto death. And the Lord said. Thou wouldst have 
spared the gourd for which thou hast not laboured, neither hast thou 
made it grow; which came up in a night, and perished in a night: 
and shall not I spare Nineveh, that great city, wherein are more than six 
score thousand persons who cannot discern between their right hand and 
their left hand: and also much cattle ?

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! and God of our fathers ; God of 
Abraham, God of Isaac, and God of Jacob; the great, almighty, and 
tremendous God; the Most High God, who bestowest gracious favours, 
possessor of all things ; Avho rememberest the piety of the patriarchs, and 
who wilt in love send a redeemer to their children, for the sake of thy 
name. 

Remember us unto life, O almighty King! who delightest in life. O 
write us in the book of life, for thy own sake, O God of life (who art 
the living God). 

O King! Supporter, Saviour, and Shield! Blessed art thou, 0 Lord ! 
the Shield of Abraham. 

Thou, O Lord ! art mighty for ever; it is thou who revivest the dead, 
and art mighty to save ; who causest the dew to descend. Who sustain- 
est the living with beneficence, and with great mercy quickenest the 
dead; supportest the fallen, and healest the sick; thou loosenest those 
who are in bonds, and wilt accomplish thy faith unto those who sleep in 
the dust. Who is like unto thee, O Lord! of mighty acts ? or who can be 
compared unto thee, who art the King who killest, and restorest to life, 
and causest salvation to spring forth ? 

Who is like unto thee, O merciful Father; who in mercy rememberest 
thy creatures to life ? 

Thou art also faithful to revive the dead. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
who revivest the dead. 

Thou art holy, and thy name is holy, and the saints praise thee daily. 
Selah. 

Ascribe ye dominion unto God, from generation to generation; for he 
alone is exalted and holy.

Our God, and God of our fathers! O pardon our iniquities [on the 
BABBATU SAT, on this day of rest,] on this Day of Atonement, on this 
day of remissioQ of sins, even on this day of holy conv^atiom O blot 
out and remove our transgressions from thy sight: as it is said, “ I, even 
I, am he, who blot out thy transgressions for my own sake; and thy 
sins I will not remember.” And it is said, “ I have made thy transgres- 
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sions vanish away like a cloud, and thy sins like a vapour; return unto 
me, for I have redeemed thee.” And it is said, “ For on this day shall 
he make an atonement for you, to cleanse you, that ye may be clean 
from all your sins before the Lord.” 

Our God, and God of our fathers, mayest thou be pleased to grant that 
our memorial, and the memorial of our fathers, the memorial of Jerusalem, 
thy city, and the memorial of the Messiah, the son of David, thy servant, 
and the memorial of all thy people, the house of Israel, may ascend, 
come, approach, be seen, accepted, heard, visited, and remembered for 
the obtaining of a happy deliverance, with favour, grace, and mercy, [on 
THE SABBATH SAY, on this day of rest, and] on this Day of Atonement; 
this day of pardoning iniquity ; even this day of holy convocation. To 
have mercy, and to save us thereon : O Lord, our God ! remember us 
thereon for good : visit us with a blessing : and save us to enjoy a happy 
life; with the word of salvation and mercy have compassion, and be 
gracious unto us.

wonders, and thy kindness, which are at all times exercised towards us, 
at morn, noon, and even.

we have done wickedly.”

For the sins for which we have incurred the penalty of the four kinds 
of death inflicted by our tribunal of justice ; viz. stoning, burning, slay¬ 
ing, and strangling; for transgressing afilrmative precepts, or negative 
precepts; whether an action be appropriated thereto or not; as well 
those which are known unto us, as those which are unknown unto us. 
Those which are known unto us we have already confessed before thee, 
O Lord our God ! and God of our fathers. And those which are un¬ 
known unto us are known and evident before thee, O Lord our God ! 
as it is said, The secret things belong unto the Lord our God! but 
the known things belong unto us and our posterity for ever, to perform 
all the words of this law.” For thou art the pardoner of Israel, and 
grantest remission of sins unto the tribes of Jeshurun: and besides thee 
there is none to whom we appeal for pardon and forgiveness. 

O my God ! before I was formed I was unworthy: and now that I 
have been formed am as though I had not been formed: dust I am in 
my life-time, how much more at my decease. Behold, I stand before 
thee, O Lord, my God! and God of my fathers, as a vessel full of shame 
and confusion. O may it be acceptable in thy presence, O Lord, my 
God! and God of my fathers, to assist me, that I may sin no more : and 
the sins which I have committed against thee, wash away through thy 
mercy, but not through means of severe bodily sufferings. “ May the 
words of my mouth and the meditations of my heart, be acceptable in thy 
presence, O Lord! who art my Rock and Redeemer.” May he who 
maketh peace in his high heavens, through his infinite mercy grant peace 
unto us and all Israel.

sanctify the Lord, their hearts filled with rapturous admiration: they utter 
song, “ And reverence the God of Israel.” The sons of the Most High, of 
wondrous stature, with bodies bright as the moon, gifted with the bril¬ 
liancy of the ligure, the agate, and the diamond,—bathe in fire, and 
not in the waters of pools, or rivers. How then can we estimate or 
compare the lustre of their splendour, with any known splendour; since 
their essence is not as the essence of mortal man, born of woman ? 
“For their essence is like the transparent body of heaven.” And a pure 
people, sprung from beloved and honoured ancestors, who in the dread 
habitation abide in purity; with a pure heart, and clean bodies, hasten 
and assemble to become like angels of God; they in the different 
districts also rise early to offer the morning prayers: and with souls 
illuminated as the constellations, “Wash their garments in innocence, 
and become clean.” The sons of the Most High are the loveliest of 
forms, unlike'to men : but their image is present to the minds of saints, 
and their form is as sparkling light, and flames of fire: their garments 
are like lightning and bright flame: they are exempt from hunger* and 
thirst, and every human appetite: without the step of visible feet* they 
hasten to their appointed stations, to chant sacred hymns unto thee, “ And 
thus they become the most holy saints.” And a pure people with sanc¬ 
tified bodies hasten to attend at the threshold of thy holy temple, earnestly

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entreating, that the new praises which they offer in thy presence, may 
be as acceptable unto thee, as the most holy sacrifices: they also separate 
themselves from all human appetites; and sanctify themselves this day, 
according to the law of Moses, which says,*" “ And ye shall sanctify 
yourselves, that yo may be holy.” The sons of the Most High fly to 
praise and sing the wonders of the Lord, in a time where exists neither 
night, nor time measured by fleeting hours: there to reverence and 
worship him with ardent desire. And a pure people approach to relate 
the tremendous praises of the Most High; they stand and worship in the 
appointed solemn assemblies : all of them glorifying with hymns of praise, 
Him, to whom alone praise appertaineth, saying. Holy holy, holy, is the 
Lord of Hosts.

Read, and Cong. — And thus shall holiness be ascribed unto thee: for 
thou art our God. (Repeated.) 

Read. — Let the pious men, who lift up their voice, Cong. —“ Ascribe 
glory unto the Lord.” Read. —They discoursed together, and with one 
accord exclaimed, Cong. —“ To whom canst thou be any way likened in 
glory?” Read. —O may his mighty hand be a pillar of iron in defence 
of his congregation : Cong. — “ And a wall of fire round about them in 
glory.”

— May he have regard to their 
prayer: and grant them the inheritance of fortitude, Cong. — “ With 
riches and glory.” Read. —May his goodness announce the glad tidings, 
that their Creator hath accepted them in favour; Cong. —“And before 
his ancients shall be glory.”« Read. — The supporters of his throne, 
shall proclaim, “ Be raised ye everlasting gates, Cong. — And let the King 
of Glory enter.” Read. —The King of Glory, before whom no creative 
power existed, Cong. — “ This God declared his holy word.” Read. — 
And they resolve to extol and reverence him, as the angels of God: 
Cong. —“ And they sanctify the Holy One of Jacob, and the God of Israel.” 

We will sanctify and reverence thee with harmonious speech, as used

Ascribe ye dominion unto God, from generation to generation; for he 
alone is exalted and holy. 

And may thy name be sanctified, O Lord, our God! amongst thy 
people Israel. 

And thus also extend the fear of thee, O Lord, our God ! over all thy 
works, and the dread of thee, over all thou hast created; so that all thy 
works may fear thee, and all creatures bow down before thee: so that 
they may all form one band, to perform thy will with an upright heart;

And do thou, even thou, O Lord, our God ! speedily reign over all thy 
works, in mount Zion, the residence of thy glory, and in Jerusalem, the 
city of thy sanctuary: as it is written in thy holy word, “The Lord 
shall reign for ever; even thy God, O Zion! unto all generations, 
HaUelujah.” 

Thou art holy ! and thy name is fearful; and besides thee there is no 
God ; as it is written, “And the Lord of Hosts shall be exalted in judg¬ 
ment: and the Holy God shall be sanctified, by displaying his righteous¬ 
ness.” Blessed art thou, O Lord ! the Holy King I 

Thou hast chosen us from all people; thou hast loved and favoured 
us, and exalted us above all nations, and sanctified us with thy command¬ 
ments, and brought us near unto thy service, O our King ! and hast called 
us by thy great and holy name.

The Confessions for the Minchah, composed by Rabbi Isaac Ben Israel. 

Sovereign of the Universe, at the time of offering the evening sacrifice, 
when I reflect on my sin, my transgression, and my guilt; fear and dread 
seize me. I am struck with astonishment: my thoughts are in amaze; 
and my ideas bewildered and intoxicated: when they reflect, that God will 
rise up to judgment. When he sitteth on the throne of justice, who shall 
not fear him? When he draweth near to the judgment, what shall I 
answer him? O what shall I do when Godariseth? When hedemandeth 
an account, what answer shall I return him ? Like one who is dumb, and 
cannot open his mouth, I am silent: and am overwhelmed w’ith the great¬ 
ness of my iniquity: I am ashamed and confounded. Wo indeed to that 
shame ! alas for that confusion ! What can one composed of the dust of 
the earth answer in the presence of him who dwelleth on high ? If I 
pretended to righteousness, my own mouth would condemn me; and if 
my iniquity be canvassed, what shall I say, or how shall I justify myself? 
I have earnestly desired an advocate lo plead in my behalf; I have 
searched within myself for him ; I have sought him, but could not find 
him. I made application to my head, forehead, and face, to intercede for 
me before the Lord, peradventure he might receive me favourably. But 
my head answered me. How dare that head lift up itself, which hath 
behaved with such levity; and hath receded from the service of him who 
is exalted supreme above ? My face replied. It was ashamed to appear in 
his presence: saying. Wherewith wilt thou reconcile thyself unto the 
Lord—the wicked man who hast hardened thy face ? My forehead also 
answered me, saying, O how canst thou be justified, who art born of a 
woman! and thy sin is engraven upon thy heart, and thy forehead is so 
brazen ? I spoke to my mouth, my lips, and my tongue, to pray to the 
Rock of my existence, saying, Peradventure, the Lord may look on my 
affliction. But my mouth answered me. How dare the mouth accustomed 
lo speak folly have the confidence to utter a word in the presence of Him 
who dwelleth on high ? My dissembling lips answered me. How dare the 
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lips accustomed to dissimulation address him who speaketh righteousness T 
And my tongue answered me. Is it decent for the tongue accustomed to 
utter blasphemous words to entreat the favour of him who is tremendous 
in praises ? I then spoke to my heart and soul, to pray and pour out their 
complaint before my Holy Rock, who is my glory, and the exaltation of 
my head. But my heart answered me, How can the heart immersed in 
iniquitous thoughts pray? or how shall the heart that is continually de¬ 
vising devices of iniquity be intent on prayer? My soul answered me. 
How dare the soul loaded with trespass, supplicate the Creator of heaven 
and earth; or pour forth its complaint before him who dwelleth on high? 
I desired my hands might be lifted up towards heaven ; but they answered 
me. How dare impure hands be spread out towards heaven ? I requested 
my feet to walk to the house of God to prepare prayer; but they an¬ 
swered me. How can the feet, continually prone to the pursuit of evil, 
walk to the house of God who delighteth not in wickedness? Ah! wo 
is me, that my members which I vainly imagined would support me 
from falling, have by their iniquity put me to shame : thus I called upon 
my friends, but they deceived me. I therefore called upon the celestial 
and terrestrial being, that they might intercede for me, and supplicate the 
Lord of lords. I called indeed, but found neither stay nor support; I 
cried aloud, but perceived no one to strengthen or uphold me; and I 
looked, and there was none to help; and I was astonished that there was 
no one to uphold. I then reflected in my mind, if I act not for myself, 
who will ? I therefore will make confession of my transgression and 
trespass, and the Lord God will help me. Every one of my limbs also, 
because of the dread of its iniquity, is terrified, and in a voice of bitter¬ 
ness each maketh confession of its sin, and calling one to another, says,

And through thy abundant mercy, deign thou to regard us kindly, and 
be favourable unto us, and cause our eyes to behold thee at thy return to 
Zion with mercy. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who restorest thy divine 
presence unto Zion.

The powers of Veelon* extol 
his greatness; with trembling, with shaking, they celebrate his praise; 
“seraphim stand around him.” The troops of Rakiang unanimously 
sanctify him; and in fear and dread chaunt his praise; “ each having six 
wings.” The numerous hosts of Shechakim, In joyful shouts proclaim 
his praise ; they stand to praise him in his heavenly abode ; “ with two 
wings they cover their faces.”

Read. —His glory filleth the universe, and his ministering angels 
inquire.

If it 
happens on the Sabbath, he says Kaddish Le-ayla, and begins the last verse of Psalm 
xcL; after which say, ^But thou art holy,” dec. Kaddish Tithkabbal, Habdalah, 
Psalm exxL, and ** It is peculiarly our duty,” dec.
